ihc firft Law of tf>e Creation, Jncreafe and 

Multiply. Andfinccit'sKaturalinyoungPen- • 

As- P’f >• 
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pk todcfire thefe mutual Embraces proper to 
the Marriage Bed, it behoves Parents to look 
after their Children j and when they find them 
inclinable to Marriage, not violently to Re- 
ftrain their AfFeftions, and oppofe their Incli- 
nations^ f which inftead of allaying them, makes , 
'cm but the more impetuous ) but rather pro. 
vide fuch fuitable Matches for them as may, 
make their Lives comfortable : Ixft the crofi 
fing of their inclinations fiiould precipitate 
them to commit thofe Follies that may bring 
an indeliable ftain upon their Families, 

The Inclinations of Maids to Marriage, is to 
be known by many Symptoms: For whenthey 
arrive to Puberty, ( which is about the Four- 
teenth or Fifteenth Year of their Age) then 
their Natural Purgations begin to flow .* And 
the Blood, which is no longer taken to augment 
ther bodies, abounding, ftirs up their Minds 
to Vknery- External Caufes allb may incite 
them to it 5 for the Spirits being brisk and in- 
flam’d when they arrive atthis Age, if they eat 
fliarp fait things and Spices, the body becomes 
more and more heated, whereby the defircto 
Venereal Imbraccs are very great, and at fpme- 
times almoft infuperabic : And the ufe of thele 
fo much defir’d Enjoyment, being deny’d to 
Virgins, is many times follow’d by difma] Conr 
fequent?4 as a green Weafel-colokr, fliort Brea-^ 
thing?, Trembling of thcHeart^^c.But when 
they arc Married, and their Veneral defires . 
by the Enjoyment? of their Husbands, 

thofe. 
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thofc Diftempersvanilh, and their firft'beaiity 
returns, more gay and lively than before. 
Alfo their eager gazing at Men, and afFeding 
their Company, lufficiently demonftratesthat 
Nature prompts them to defire Coition ^ 
which their Parents often negleAing, orrcfu- 
fing to provide, by procuring them Husbands, 
they break the bounds of M^efty, and fatisly 
themfelvcs in unlawful Imbraces. The fame 
may be obferved in Young brisk Widows, 
who cannot be fatisfied with that due Bene- 
volence which they were wont to receive from 
their Husbands. 

At Fourteen Years of Age, commonly the 
Menfts in Virgins begins to flow, when they 
are capable of Conceiving, and fo continue 
generally to Forty Four \ at which time for 
the mofi: part they ceafe bearing, unlefs they 
are veary healthtul, and ftrong of body, and 
have always been addided to Tem^ance ‘-j 
fach indeed have born Children till Fifty five 
Years j but this rarely happens, tho* the Men- 
fes flow longer in fbme Women than in others. < 
Butmany times fuch Efflux proceeds not from ■ 
a Natural Caufe, but by reafon of (bme Vio*' 
lence bffer*d to Nature, or fomeother Morbi« 
fick' Matter, which often proves fatal to the- 
Pm'ty : And therefore thofe Men that are 
defirous of Ifiue, muft Marry Women within 
the Age aforefaid, or blame thtmfelvesif they 
meet with Difappointmenta Tho* if an ^Id 
;^n,not worn out 
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cy, Marry a brisk, fivdy Lafs, there is hopes 
of his havingChildren even toTbreefcore and 
Ten 5 nay, if extraordinary Lufty, even till 

Fparfcorc, . v u 

Jrhpocrates is of Opinion, That a i outh at 
Sixteen Years, or between that and vSeventeen 
having much Vital Strength, is capable of get- 
ting Children j and alfo that the Force and 
Heat of PrccreatingMatter,conftantlv increa- 
fes till Forty -five, Fifty, and Sixty- five, and 
then begins to Flag, the Seed by degrees beco- 
ming Unfruitful ; the Natural Spirits being 
extioguifbed, and the humoursdried up. Thus 
it is in General •, but as to Particulars, as I 
have before mentioned, it often happens other- 
wife. Nay, it is reported by a credible Au- 
thor, That in Swedeland a Man was Married 
at a hundred Years Old, to a Bride of Thirty, 
and had manv Children by her; but his Coun- 
tenance was fo frelh, that fnch as knew him 
not, took him not to exceed Fifty. 

In Campania, where the Air is clear and 
temperate, Men of Fourfeore YearsOld, Mar- 
ry Young Virgins, and have Children by* cm j 
fhewing, that Age in Men hinder not Pro- 
creation, unlefs they be Exhauf^d in their 
yputh j and their Yards fiDrivell’ctup. If any 
would know, why a Wonan is fooner Barren 
than a Man, they may know that the Natu- 
ral Heat, which. is the Caufe of Generation, 
ssvXRore Predominant in the latter than inYhc 
fpnrier^^Fpr fincc a Woman, is more Moift 

Shan 
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than a Man, as her Monthly. Purgations <ic- 
raonftratc,as i:l(b the Softnefs of her Body j it- 
is alfo apparerit that he dothnot exceed her in 
hsx Native heat, which is the chief thing that 
Concods the humours into proper Aliment, 
ivhich the Wpman wanting, grows Fat, when 
a Man through his Native heat melts his Fat 
by degrees, and his humours .are Diflblved, 
and by the benefit ticreofj are Elaborated 
into Seed. And this may alfo be added, That 
Women generally arc riot fo ftrong as Men, 
nor fo Wile and Prudent, nor havefo much 
Reafon and Jngtnmty in Ordering of Affairs; 
which Ih^ws, that thereby their Faculties arc 
hindred in their Operation. 


CHAP. L 

Held to get a ^Male or Female Childy and 
of the Embrio, atitl perfeSl Birth^ with 
the fitteH time for Copulation, 

T T THen a Young Couple arc Married, they 
V V Naturally defirc Children,and there- 
fore make ufe of thofc means that Nature has 
appointed to that end. But notwithftanding 
their endeavours, they muft know the Succets 
of all, depends on a blcffing from on high, for 
Children are the bleffing of the Lord j and 
not only fo, bnt the Sex, whether Malt or Fc- 

male^ 
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male, is from his difpbl alfo j tbo’ it cannot be 
deny'd, but Secundarj’Caufes have an influence 
therein, efpcdally Two: Firfl, the Genital 
humour, which is brought by the Arteria 
Preparantes, to the Tejh.ty in the Form of 
Blood, and there Elaborated into Seed by the 
Seminificial Faculty refident in them : To 
which may be* added, the defire to Coition, 
whick Fires the Imagination W’ith unufual 
Fancies and by the fight of a brisk, charming 
Beauty, may fuch inflame the Appetite. But 
if Nature be infeebled, there are fit Artificial 
Remedies to reftore it \ viz.. Thofe Meats 
that moft conduce to the affording fuch Ali- 
ment as makes Seed abound, and reftores the 
Dacays of Nature, that the Faculties may freely 
Operate : For as Dung reftores Ground that 
is worn out, and heartlefsyeven fo proper Diet 
Operates to the reftoring of the Coldncfs and 
Drynels of the Genital Parts, and reducetb 
the Weaknefs of the Nervas to their Tempe- 
rament, and removes Impediments, obftrud--’ 
ing the Procreation of Children. 

Then fince Diet alters the evil ftate of the 
Body to a better, it is neceftary that fuch as 
are fubje(ft to Barrennefs fhould eat fuchMeats 
as may render them Fruitful \ and fuch are all 
Meets of good Juice, that Nourifh well> ma- 
king the body Lively,and fiiH ofSap, of which •; 
Faculty arc all hot, moift Meats ^ for accord- 
ing to Galen., Seed is made of pure ConcoAcd, 
and windy fup?cfiuity of Blo^ ; whence -we 
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may concludCithere is in many things a power 
to accumulate Seed, as alfo to augment it, and 
other things of force to caufe Eredion ; as 
Hen Ef g?, Pbeafants, Wood- cocks, Gnat-fa p • 
pers, T hruflies. Black birds. Young Pidgeons,, 
Sparrows, FartiidgeSjCapons, Almonds, Finer 
Nuts, Raifins Currants, all ftrong Wines, 
taken fparingly, efpccially thofe made of the 
Grapes of Italy ^ but Eredion is chiefly cau- 
ftd ^ Styrumy EringoeSj CreJftSy Eryftmumy 
Parjnipty Artichoaksy TurnifSy RapeSy Afpa- 
ragMy Canned Gingery G allingay Acornt brui- 
fed to Pouder, drank in Mhjcadelsy ScaRiont^ 
Sea’Shell Fijhy &c. But thefe muft have time 
to perform their Operation, and you mufl: 
ufe them for a confiderable time, or you will 
reap little benefit by them The Ad of CoU 
tion being over, let the Woman Repofe her 
fclf on her Right Side, with her head lying 
loWj and her body declining, that by fieep- 
ing in that Pofture, the Ce/7 on the Right fide. 
otthe Matrix msLY prove the place. of Con- 
ceptiony f<^ therein is the greateft Generative 
heat, which is the chief procuring caufe of Male 
Children,and rarely failsto anfwerthe exped- 
ation of thofe that experience it, efpucially if 
they do but keep warm,gud without much mo- 
tion, leaning to the right, and drinking a little 
Spirits of Saffi-ony and Jmceofi^^Tc^ina. 
Q\^koi MaHago ot Alliganty when they lye 
down and rife, for the (pace of a Week. Now 
the iitteft time for the Procreation of Male 

Childrea « 
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Children i?, when the Sun is in Leo, and the 
Moon in Virgo, Scorpio, or Saggitarpu. 

But for a Female Child, the Woman mu ft 
lye on the left Side,ftrongly fancying a Female 
in the time of Procreation, efpeciafty if fiie 
drink theDecoftion of Female Mercury, four 
days, from the firft day of Purgation j the 
Male Mercury having the like Operation in 
cafe of a Male Child ; for the Decoftion of 
theft Simples do Purge, on the Right, and the 
other the left fide of the Womb^ and thereby 
both open the Receptacles, and make way 
for the Seminary of Generation : And the 
beft time to beget a Farale is, when the 
Moon is in Wane in Lihr t or Aquarius, for 
then they will be of a gentle, affable Temper, 
very Fair, and perfeCT inall their Members, 
j^vicena Defcribes the time of Procreation 
thus : When the Adenfes are fpent,^theWomb 
cleanfedy which is, commonly in five days, or 
feven at moH ; if a Man lye with his Wife 
from the day Jlje is Purg’d to the fifth, fie 
Will cone cave a Male but Jr om the fifth to the 
eight a Female and from the Sth to the I2th, 
a Male again. But after that, perhaps neither 
difiwSHy, but both in an Hermaphrodite. 

Ina word, they that would be happy in th 
Fruit of their Labour, muft obftrve to ufe Coe 
pulation, at due diftance of time, not too efften- 
nor yet too feldom : for botir theft arc alike, 
hurtful *, afld to ufe it immoderately, weakens 
aMan., vyaftcsJiis Spirits, and fpoils the. Seed 

And 
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And thus much for thcfirft Particular.Ifiiall 
now proceed to the Second ; which is, to let 
the Reader underftand how the Child is For- 
med in the Womb, what Accidents it is liable 
to there-, how Nourilh’d, and brought forth. 

There are various Opinions concerning this 
Matter ; therefore for the Satisfadion of the 
Curious,/*Ilfliewwhat the Learned fey about 
i t. Man confifts of an Ovum, or Egg-; which 
is Impregnated in the Ovaria, or Thieles of 
the Woman, by the more Subtile part of 
Man’s Seed i but the forming Faculty, and 
Vertue in theSecd, is from a Divine and hea- 
venly Gift,it being abundantly endewed with 
a Vital Spirit, which gives Shape and F orm to 
tht Emhrio fo that all the parts and bulk of 
the Body, which is made up in few Months, 
and gradually formed into the comely Figure 
of a Man, do confift in that, and arc Adum- 
brated thereby *, Which is incomparably ex- 
prefs’d by the Royal ffalmtHy in Pfal. 158. 
I will praife thee, O herd, hecanfe lam won' 
derfully made: Thou knowelt all my Bones 
when I was fajhioned in the fecret place, and 
when I was wonderfully formed in my Mothers 
Womb. Thy Eyes beheld me yet unmade,andin 
thy Book were all. my Members written, which 
day by day were fajhioned. And the Phy/ici- 
ans have affign’dFpur different times, wherein 
Man is Fram’d and perfeded in the Womb. 

The firft is foon after Coition, being per- 
feded in the firft Week, if no Efflux happen, 

which 
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which fometimes falls out throvi^ the flippe- 
rinefs of the Matrix, or the head thereof, that 
Oiifts over like a Rofe-bud, and opens on a 
fudden by means of Cold, or over hard Labor. 

The fecond time of Formingis affigned to 
be, when Nature makes- manifelb Mutation in 
theConception, To thatall the fubftarxe feems 
Congealed Flelh and Blood, which happens 
about 12 or 14 days after Copulation^ and 
thoiTguthis Conrecration, or Be (by Mafsa. 
•bound with hot, fiery BitjOCr, yet it retrains 
undifiinguiibable, without Form, or Figure, 
and may be termed an Emhno^And compart’d 
to Seed which is Town in the Ground, which 
through kindly hear and moifturc, grows up 
by degrees into a perfed Form, either in 
Plant or Grain ^ or as when a Potter fafliions 
a VefTel out of a rude Lump of Clay, 

The Third time affign’d.to make up this 
Fabrick, is when the Principal Parts fiiew 
themfelves fo as to be ddeerned •, as the Heart 
from whence proceeds the Arteries^ the Brain, 
from which the Nerves, like to fmall Threds, 
run through the whole Bedy v and the Liver, 
whole Office is to divide the Chyle from the 
Blood, brought to it by the fen.'i Porta. The 
two fir/f are Fountains of Life, that Nourilb 
every part of the Body ^ in Framing which, 
the lAfomb’s faculty is bufied from the time of 
Conception to the iSr^dayofthefirft Month. 

But Laflly, about the 28 or $oth day, the 
Outward parts are feen finely Elaborated and 

diftim 
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diftinguifticd by Joynts?, and then the Child 
begins to grow, froai which time, by reafon 
the Lirnbi are divided, and the whole frame is 
ph feft > it is no longer held an Embrio^ that is, 
a Conception that fprings forth, but a perfect 
and abfoliifc Child. Males for the moft part 
are perfcd by the 30th day, but Females fel- 
dom till the 42 or 4$ day, and the reafon is, 
That the heat of the Womb is greater in pro- 
ducing the Mak than the Femak t And ferthe 
futnc fcafin?. Won an going with a MakChild 
Quickens in 3 Months'^ but g( ing wiih a Fe- 
male, rarely under 4 3 at which time alfo its 
Hair and Nails come forth, and the Child be- 
gins ftir, kick and tumble in the W'omb,fo 
that the motion is plainly perceived, and then 
the Women are troubled with Naufeatingand 
Loathing cf their Meat, and oftentimes gree» 
dily long for thofe contrary to Nutriment 3 as 
Coals, RubiOi, Chalk, Lime, Starch, Oat- 
meal, Raw flefli, and Fifli,C^c. Which defire 
proceeds from a former Contradion of evil 
humours, occafioning impure Blood in their 
contained Veficl within, and oftentimes j 4 bor' 
tion and Mifcari(iges\ fome Women have been 
fo extravagant that they have Long’d for Hob- 
Nails, Leather, Man’s -Flefli,Horfe Flefii^and 
other unnatural (a$ mil as Htmholfom ) FooJs^ 
for want of which they have Mifcarried,or the 
Child has continued dead in theWomb forma- 
ny days, to the eminent hazard of their Lives, 
But 1 IbalJ proceed to (hew by what means the 

Infant 
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Infant is fuftain’d in the Womb, and what 
Pofture it there remains in. 

There have been various Opinions about 
the way, by which in the Womb the Ftettu is 
Nourifljed ; fome affirming, by Blood only, 
from the Umbelical Vein-, others by Chyle, 
received in by the Mouth ; but it is Nourifli- 
ed diverfcly, according to the feveral degrees 
of Perfedicn, that an Egg pafTes from a Con 
ception to a Fcetnf, ready for the Birth. 

But before we proceed, wc will explain the 
meaning of this Ovum^ or Egg. You mull: 
know then, that there are in the Generation 
of the Two Principles, Adive and 

Paffive, The Adive, is the Man’s Seed Ela- 
borated in the Tefticks, out of the Arterial 
Blood, and Animal Spirits. The Paffive is an 
Ovum or Egg, I/Ttpregnatcisl by the Man’s .Seed. 
For to lay, that.Woman has true Seed, is Er- 
ronious. But the manner of Conception is thus. 
The moll -Spiritous part of Man’s Seed in the 
A A of Generation, reaching up to the Telli- 
cles of Che Woman (which contain divers Eggs 
fbmetimes Tnore,fometimes fewer) impt f gnares 
one of them, which being convey'd by the O- 
bottom of the Womb, prcTe: t- 
ly begins to Swell bigger and bigger, and fo 
drinks in the Moifture that is pkntifuUy fent 
thither, after the fame manner that ^Seeds in 
the Ground fuck the Fertile Moifture thereof 
to make them fprout. 

When the parts of- begin to be 
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a little more perfeft, and the Chorin is fo 
very thick.that the Liquor can’t foke through 
it, the UmDelical V elTels begin to be formed, 
and to extend the fide of the Annois^ which 
they pafs through, and all through the AlUn-' 
reides and Chorin, and are implanted in the 
Placenta, which gathering upon the Chorins 
foyns it to the Vterns, And now the Arteries 
that before Tent out the Neurilhment into the 
Cavity of the Womb, open by the Orifices in 
to the Placenta, where they depofite the (aid 
Juice, which is drunk up by the Umbelical 
and Convey’d by it, fir ft to the Liver 
of the Foetus, and then to the Heart,whereit’s 
more Thin and Spirituous part is turned into 
Blood,while the GrolTer part of it defeending 
by the Aorta, enters the Umbilical Arteries, 
and is difeharged into its Cavity, by thofc 
Branches that run through the Amnios. 

As foon as the Mouth, Stomach, and Gullet, 
&c. Are formed fo perfeftly that the FoetHs 
can Swallow, it fucks in feme of the Groffer 
Nutritious Juice that is depofited in the Am^ 
nios, by the Umbilical Arteries, which is de- 
- feending into the Stomach zvAlntefiines, is re- 
ceived by the La6iealFeins,&s\n AduftPerfons. 

The Foetus being perfeded at the times be- 
fore fpccified in all its parts, it lyes equally 
ballanccd iii the Womb, as the Center, on its 
Head •, and being long, is turned Oval, (o 
that the Head a little inclines, and it lays its 
Chin on its Breft, its Heels and Ancles upon 

its 
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its buttock, its Hand on bis Cheeks, and its 
Thumbs to its Eyes, but its Legs and Thighs 
are carried upwards, with its Hams bending, 
fo that they touch the bottom of its kelly, the 
former, and that part of the body which is 
over-againft us, as the Forehead, Nofe, Face, 
are turned towards the Mothers i?ack,and the 
Head inclining downwards towards theCoj/x 
or Rump-bone, that Joyns to the Os Sacrum^ 
which bone, together with Os Tubisy in the 
time of the birth part, is loblened y whence it 
is, that Male Children commonly come with 
their Faces downwards, or with their Heads 
turned fomewhat Obliqucy that thcirFaces may 
be feen , but the Female Children, with their 
Faces upwards, tho’ fometimes it happens that 
births follow not according toNaturesC^der, 
tmtCbildren comes forth with theirEeetflrad- 
ling, their Necks bowed, and their Heads ly- 
ing Oblique with their hands ftretebed out, 
which greatly endangers themfelves, and the 
Mother, giving the Miwife great trouble to 
bring them into thtWorld^ but when allthings 
proceed in Natures Order, the Child, when 
the time of Birth is acco i pliflaed, is defirous 
to come forth of the W^mb and by inclining 
himfelf, he rowls downward , for he cannot 
more be obfeur’d in thofe blinding places, and 
the he^tof the heart cannot lubfilt,withoucex- 
ternal refpiration ^ wherefore being grown 
great, is more and m >re defirocs of Mutriment 
and Light,when coveting her id Bn yhyl 

ft rug- 1 
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ftruglingto obtain i$, breakcs the Membranes 
and Coverings, whereby he wasreftrained and 
fe-iKed againft Attrition *, and for the ipoft 
part, with bitter pangs pf the Mother ifTueth 
forth into the World, commonly in the ninth 
Month ;'for then the Matrix being divided, 
and the Oi Pubis being loofiied, the Woman 
■ftrives to caft forth l^ r Burden,and the Child 
does thc dike to gertPrth, by the help of its 
inbred Strength, and f^the birth comes to he 
■perfeA ; but if the Chiid be bead the more 
dangerous is the Delivery ; tho’ Nature as a 
kind Com mirerator, often helpeth the VVo* 
man’s Wcakrefs herein But the Child that 
is quick and ii'Kly, Labours no lefs than the 
Woman. . 

Now there are i?irths at Sev^n or Eight 
Mouths, and fome Women go to the Tenth 
Month. £ut of thefe, and the reafon of them, 
i lhaii fpeak more largely in another place. 


CHAP III. 

'The Reuftn why Ojildron ure like their Pa- 
rents^ and what the Adpthers Irnanna- 
tion Oratrihktes thereto ^ and whether 
tJje Man or the IVoman be the Cauf ? of 
the Addle or femaU Child. 


T Aiiantim is of Opinion, That when a' 
Man’s Seed falls on the Left fide of the 
Womb, it may produce a Male Child ; but 

becaufe 
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bccaufe it is the proper place for a Female, 
there will be fomething in it that Refembles a 
Woman ; that is, it will be fairer, whiter, 
and fnwother, not very fubjed to have Hair 
on the Body or Chin ; it will have lank Hair 
on the Head, the Voice Imali and fharp, and 
the Courage feeble : And on the contrary. 
That a Female may by chance begotten if the 
Seed fall on the Right fide^ but then through 
the abundance of heat, flie will be big Bon’d, 
full of Courage, having a Mafculine Voice, and 
her Chin and Bofome Hairy, not being fo 
Clear as others of that Sex, fubjed to 
Quarrel with her Husband for Superiority. 

In cafe of Similitude, nothing is more pow- 
erful than the Imagination of the Mother, for 
if ihe faftens her Ryes, upon any Objed, and 
imprint it in her Mind, it oft-times fo happens 
that the Child in fome part or other ot its Bo* 
dy has a Reprefcntation thereof : And if in 
the Ad of Copulation, the Woman earneftly 
look upon the Man, and fix her Mind upon 
him, the Child will refemble its Father : Nay 
tho’ a Woman be in unlawful Copula tion,yet 
if Ihe fix her Mind upon her Husband, the 
Child will referable him, tho’ he never got it, 
The fame Effed of Imagination caufes Warts, 
Stains, Mold-fpots, Dallies i tho’ indeed they 
fomctimes happen through Frights, or extra- 
vagant Longing : Many Woman big with 
Child, feeing aHare croft them, will through 
the force of Imagination bring forth a Child 

with 
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with a Hairy l ip. Some Children »re born 
with flat Nofes, wry Mouthes, great blubber 
1 ips, and ill fliap’d Bodies*, and moftafcribc 
the rcalon to the Imagination of the Mpther, 
who hath call her Eyes and MinJ uponfomc 
ilHhap’d Creature : Therefore it behoves 
all Woinen with Child to avoid fuch Sights, 
if poffible ; or at kaft not to regarePkih. Bi^c 
tho’ the Mothers Imagination .Tiay Contribute^ 
much to the Features- of the Clr.l'd'^' yk in' 
Manners, Wit, and iVoperrholv of the Milid,- 
Experience tells us, That Childreiiare com- 
monly of the fame Condition vvUi their Pa- 
rents, and of the fame Tempers. But the Vi- 
gour or Debility of Perfons in the of 
Copulation, many times caufeit tobeothcr- 
wife : For Chddren got through Heaf and 
Strength of Dcllre, mult needs partake more 
of thei tsatJre and Inclinations- of their Pa* 
fei.t^i ihaii thofe that are begotten with de- 
firesiiriore Weak. And therefore the Ghil- 
drcti begotten, by . iViCn in their Old A^e, are 
•generaly ki^ Strong and V%e>roLis, than fhdfe 
bcgdt?ceh by them in their Youth, | 

m to that Share, which each of the Parents 
have, in Begetting the Child, we will give 
the Op.nioii of the' Antichts about it. 

This It is Apparent ( /hv they') that the 
Seed of Mni is the chief* Efficient and begin- 
•ning of Aflhin,^ Morion, ahU Gene r.ition, yet 
the Wo^nan affiords’Seed a^d Con- 

mbiit.. in tlhirPoim,. to- the Pri^pK^iltn of 
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the Child, is evinced by 11: rong Reafons. In 
the firft place Seminary VefTeh had been given 
her in vain, £tnd Genital Tefiicies inverted, 
•if the Woman wanted Seminal ExcrefTence. 
For Nature doth nothing in vain ^ therefore 
we muft Grant, they were made for the ufe 
«f Seed and Procreation, and fixed in their 
proper Places both ilie Tefiicies sndReapricles 
of SeedjWhofe Nature is to Operate, and af- 
. ford Vo:iue to the Seed. And to prove this, 
there needs no ftronger Argument, 
than That if a Woman do not ufe Copula- 
tion, to ejeft her Seed ,ftje oftentimes fallsinto 
jflrangeDifeafes, as appears by ^oung Women 
and Viigins, A .Second Reafon tlicy urge, is. 
That altho’ the Society of a lawful Bed con-' 
fills not altc- gether in thefe things, ytt it’s ap- 
parent the Female Sex is never hetter pleas’d, 
nor appear more blithe }^i.d ,ocuiid, than when 
they are often laiisficd this way, u hiihis an 
inducement to believe, they have rqore Plea- 
fure and TihLation therein than Men , for 
fincc Nature caufes much Delight lo atunn- 
pany Fjedliui, by the , breaking foith. t,f .the 
fwdiing Spirit, and the fliifiid'sof iheN.rves, 
ia which -cafe, theOperationon the VVunan’s 
pai t, is doublCjOie having an Injoyn em both 
by Ejedion and Fecept':on. by which iheis 
more Delighted in the V encrial Ad : 
fienceitis (fiy ihsyj ihit thc.Child more 
frequently rel'embles the Mothtr thap ihe Fa- 
ther, becaufe the Mother ccntribiite , 5 mod to- 
wards 
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wards it : And they think it may be farther 
inllanccdromthe endeared AiFedion they bear 
them y for that, bcfides their contributing 
b'eminal matter, they feed and nourifli tkc 
Child with the pureft Fountain of Blood, until 
its Birth *, which Opinion Gakn Confirms, by 
allowing Children to participate moft of the 
Mother, and afcribes the difference of Sex to 
thC'Operation of the inenftrual Blood •, but 
the reafon of the likenefs, he refers to the 
Power of the Seed \ for as Plants receive n'ore 
Nourilhment from frnitfulGround, than from 
the Induffry of ^he liUiband-fnan, fu the hi' 
fant receiv^es in more abundance from the Mo- 
ther, than the Father : For firfi, ti.e Seed of 
both is cherifii’d in the Womb, and there 
grows to Peifedion, being nourilhed with 
Blood. And for this reafon it is (/<> they ) 
that Children for the moft part K;ve their 
Mothers beft, becaufe they receive (ikmi' of 
their Subfiance froin their Motliers, for abijut 
nine Montli'-*, and fqmetimes ten-, Ihe nouririi- 
eth the Child in the Womb with her p: reft 
Bloorl ; then her love towards it newl> born, 
and its likenefs, do cfearly fiiew, chat rhe 
Woman affordeth Se.d, and contributes more 
toward the making of the Child than Man. , 
But in all this the Aruients were vtry E.o- 
nioLis •, for the Tefikle^ (lo called ) in Wo.r.en 
do not afford any Seed, but are two Eggs, lik''; 
thofe of Fo a Is, and other Creatures , nei her 
have they luch Office as thofe of Mcn,but'^ 
B2 ■ are; 
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arc indctd Ov^rnr/7j wherein ihefe Fggs are 
nourillied by thCvSangninary Ve/Tds diipeiTed 
through them, and from thtnee, one or more 
(as they are vSYcumiaud by the iMaiis Seed ) 
iVparated, and are coin cy'd into the VVoirb 
by the Oviduces. 7'ht truth of this is plain \ 
fur if you Boyl them, their Liqno/ wid have 
the fame Odour, Taftf, and Cunfillency, with 
the tafte of Bii ds Eggs. If any they 

have no Sii;]!?, that figrin..s nbihing', for the 
Eggs of the fovt Is, while they are in {htO'vary^ 
nay, after they have fahen into the 'Lh>?vi.T, 
have no Shell •. Ai'.d tlio’ when they are laid, 
thSy have one, yet that is no mere ijjan a de- 
fence which Nature ha!> provided them agair It 
.outward Injuries, while they are haid.ed 
without the body > wlieieas the fe of Women 
being Hatched wi;hin the bJo(ly,n. ed no other 
fence than the VVai b, by whuh they are fur- 
ficiently Secured. 

And this is enough I hope, for t!ic Clearing 
of this Point, As to the third thii g : ropohd, 
'Z/vz^ Whence grows the Kii d, whether 
the Man or the Wtjnan i= the Cauie of the 
Ma le, or Fe,nale Infant. 

The Frimarx caufe v e mi-f}. afcr:be to Coe', 
j(asis moll uftly hisdue^ .wliu i^ the Ruler 
and DKpoler of all thirgs,yet be (uffers irany' 
things to proceed acce rdmg to the Rules of 
Nature, which are carried by their inbied 
motion, according to ufual and natural Conrle, 
Yariafiui, Tho’ indeed by favc;ur 
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from on hi;>h 5^4^ Conceived iTaac ; Hnn- 
Samuel s.vd Fl!z.ahethj Jo^wtheBap- 
ti/1 : Rut rhefe were extraordinary things, 
hro!7ght to paft, oy a divine Po'ver, above the 
CouiTeof Nature *, nor have fucli Inftances 
been vv'anting in latter Days ; Therefore I 
fi.»!| wave 'em, and proceed to fpeak of things 
Natural, The Ancient Phyficians and Plii- 
!o''o'hcrs fav, That fmce there are two Prin- 
. c pies, on of which the Rody of Man is made, 
f.n 1 which render the Child like the Parents, 
and to be of or the other Sex, viz.. Seed 
c^m non to both Sexes, and Menftrnal Rkx^i 
proper to- the Woman onl^s the Similitude 
( fay they ) mnfl: needs con fiil in the Force 
and Virtue of the Mak or Female *, fo that it 
proves Jike the one, or the other, according 
to the Pknty afforded by eirher but that the;- 
Difference 'of Seed is notreferr’d to the Seed, 
f ut to the Menflrual Blood, which is proper 
to the Woman, is apparent ; for, were that 
Force, altogether retained in the Seed, the 
Male Se.d being of the Hotteff Qa"lity,Male 
Chil r, n would abound, and fe-v ri the Fe* 
male be Propagated. Whcrefoj c the Sex is 
arr. hured to the TeTperament.of the Aftive 
-Qna'iries, wh'ch Confills in Heat and Cold \ 
aiKi to the Natureoftbe Matter under them, 
that is, the Flowings of the McnOrard Blood. 
No v, the Seed (fay they ) affords both Force 
to Procreate, and form the Child, and Mat- 
ter for its Generation^ and, in the Men- 
lo 3 ftraap 
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i^rual Blood there is both Matter and Farce 7 
for as the Seed moft helps the material Prin- 
cipals, (b alfo does the Mendrual Blood the 
potential Seed ; which is (faith Galeri) Blood 
-ivell CoKCo^lcdy by tht l'^effels that conrain it : 

So that Blood is not only the matter of Ge- ^ 
nerating the Child, but ilfb'Secd, in poBlbi- 
lity that mcnfirual BlvX^d hath both Principals. 

The Antient' further fay, That the Seed is 
the fironged Effcient, the Matter of it being 
very little in Quantity, but the potential Qua- 
lity of it is very frong.: Wherefore if the 
Principal of Generation, according to which 
the Sex is made, were only {fay thry ') in the 
ffienflrual Blood, then would the Children be 
all, or moftly Femalesjas if the Efficient Force 
was in the Secdthe.y would be all Mdes ^ but 
(ince both have Operation in menftrual Bloody 
matter predominates in Quantity *, and in the 
Seed, Force arnd’Vertue. And therefore Ga- 
len thinks the Child receives its vSex rather 
from the Mother, than from the Father, for 
though his Seed Contributes a little to the 
material Principle, yet it is more weakly. But 
for Likenefs,it is referred rat her to the Father 
than Mother Vet the Woman’s Seed re- 
ceiving ft length from the menllnial Blood, 
for the fpaceol Nine Months, ever powers the 
Alan’s as to that particular \ for the Menftrual 
Blood flowing into the V efTels, rather cherillies 
the one than the other ^ from which it’s plain, 
the Woman affords both Matter to make, and 

Force 
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Force and Vertue to pcrfeft the Conception, 
tho’ the Fermles See i be fit Narriment Lr the 
Maks by 1 eafon of the Tbinnefs of it, being 
more adapted cb make up Conception there- 
by ^ for as of f ft Wax, and moilt Clay, (he 
Artificer can frame what he intends, fo^ ( fny 
they ) tlj^iVlan’s Seed , miffing with l^ie Wo- 
rra.i’s, and alfb \vi^h the Menffrnal ,B^ood,' 
licips, to make the Fortn, ^irtd p;ffcd' part of 
Man. ^ 

But wit!) all imaginibk' Deference to the 
Wifdom of the Antients, give me leave to fay. 
That theirlgnorance in-ihe Anatp iry 
Body, has ied ’em in the Paths of Error, and 
run them into great iniflakes ; For their Hy- 
fothefis^oi the Formarion of the Etnbrio^ from 
a . Commixture of Seeds, and theNouriihment 
of it from the Menftruous Bkx)d, being whoF 
ly Falfe, their Opinion in this Cafe, muft of 
neceffity be fo a l ib. 

I fiiali therefore Conclude thlsOhapkr, and 
only fay, Thataltho’ a ftronglmaginationoi 
the Mother, may often determine the Sex, yet 
the main Agent in this Cafe, is the PUfiic^ 
or Formative Principal, which is the Efficient 
in giving Form to the CJbild, that giyes it 
this or that S:v, according ,to thofe-E^^ws- 
and Rule? that are given to .it by the wife 
Creator of ail things, who both Maketfi and 
Falhioneth it, and therein Determine the 
Sex, according to the Cov.ukl of bis own 
Will, 
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A Difcourfeof Md?7^s Sou^yThat it is not 
Propagated by th Parents, but u In- 
fujed by iPs Creator, and ran neithes'" 
Die nor Corrupt ; and at what time it 
is Infufed. Of its Immortality, and 
Certainty of the KefurreBion, 

An’s S' lulis of fo Divine a Nature, and 


Escelienfy, that Msn himfdf cannot 
in any \^ife cofrprtfcerd it, it being the infufed 
Ureath of the Ahnxghty, of an Immortal Na- 
ture’, and net to be comprehended, hut by 
him that gave k. For Mefes. by Holy Itifpi- 
ratten, relating the Orignal of fvian tel! us *, 
God breathed into hu Nofir ds, theBreath 
of Life, aK*d he became a living Seal. Now as- 
for aH other Creatures, at h;s Word they 
were made and had Life*, but the Creature 
Gcd hath appointed to let over his Works, 
w»as the peculiar W’orkmanibip of the Almigh- 
ty, Forming him out of the Duft of the Eartli, 
and condefeending to breathe itito hisNofirils 
the breath of Life, whkh feems to denote 
inord Care, and (if vve fy term if ) Labour ufed 
about Man, than about all other Cieaiures, 
he only partaking and particip.iting with the 
Divine Nkiture , bearing the Image of God, 
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in Innocence ai.d Purity, vvhilfi: he fiood firm’ 
and when by his Fail that I.ively Image wa* 
Defaced, yet fuch was the Love of his Creator 
towards him, that he found out a vs'ay to Re- 
.fiore him ‘,the only Begotten Son of the Eter- 
nal ■ Father, coming into the World to de- 
ft roy the VVot ks of the Devil, and to raife 
up Man from th’t low Condition, to which 
his Sin and Fall had reduc’d him, to a State 
above that of the Angels 
, If therefore Man would underfiand the Ex- 
ceikney of bis Soul, let him turn his Eyes in- 
ward,, and louk into himfelf, and krarch dili- 
gently his own Mind, and there he fliall find 
fo many admirable Gifts,and excellent Orna- 
ments, that it muff needs ftrike him with 
Wonder and Amazement \ as Reaion, Under* 
ftandi ig, Freedom of VVill, Memory, and di- 
vers other Faculties, that plainly (hew the 
Sou’ to be delcended from an Heavenly Qri- 
gi :al, and that therefore it is of an infinite 
Duration, and not fubjeft to Annihilate. Vet 
for its many Offices and Operation whilfl: in 
the Body, it goes under feveral Denominati- 
ons. For, when it Enlivens, the Body, it is 
called the-SouL, when it gi^^sit Knowledge, 
the judgment or the Mind ? when it recalls 
thingspaft, the Memory ywhilft it diicourfeth 
and difcerneth, Reafon *, whilft it Contem- 
plates, the Spirit, whilft it is in theSenfitive 
part's, the Senfes. And thefcareihe principal-' 
Offices^ whereby the Soul declares its Powers' 
B 5 ^ - 
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and performs its A<fiions. For, being placed , 
in the higheft part of the body, it diftufeth its 
force into every Member *, not propagated . 
from the Parents, nor mixed with grofs matter, 
but theinfufed breath of the Almighty, imme- 
diately proceeding from him ^ not palling j 
from one to another, as was the Opinion of 
TythagoYM^ who held a Tranfmigration of the 
Soul : Bur, that the Soul is given to every 
fnfant by Infufion, is the mod generally re- 
fcived,and Orthodox Opinion: and theLearn*- 
cd do likewife agree, that this isdone,whenthe * 
Infent is perfeded in the V\ oinb, which hap- 
pens about the 45th day after Conception, 
f>ecially for Males, that are generally born at 
the end of nine months 4 but in Females (who 
are not fofoon formed and perfeded, thro^the 
defed of heat) not till the yoth day: * 

And altho’ this day,.- in all cafes^ cannot be I 
perfedH fet dowx)^ yet hjppocrates has given 
Jbfe Opinion, when the Child hath itsprefent 
form, when it begins to move* and when born, 
af in due lea Ton : For in his bodk of the nature 
of Infants, be affirmeth, Thatifit be a Male 
and, hebe perfeded on the 30th day,and move 
at the. doth, will be born at the feventh 
month : butif he be perfedly formed on the 
35th day, he will move on the yoih, and be 
bdrn in the 8th Mouth*- Again, ifhebeper- 
ftdly formed ont.he45th day, he will move 
on the oorh, and bc born in the ninth napnlh. 
>^ow^ . frontthe.l^ pacing 0^ and niontlis, 

at 
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it plainly appears, that the day of forming 
being doubled, makes up the day of moving .* 
and that day three times reckoned, makes up 
the day of birth. 

As for Example, were 35 perfed, the form, 
if you double it makes 70, the day of motion .• 
and three times 70 amounts to lio days, 
which allowing 30 days to a month, makes 
feven months, and fo you raufl; confidcr the 
reft. But as to a Female the cafe is different 
for it is longer perfeding in the Womb, the 
Mother ever going longer with a Boy than a = 
Girl, fb that the accompt differs-: for- a Fe*^- 
male formed in 30 days,' moves not tilt the - 
70"h, day, and is Born inthe 7th month' when 
Ihe is formed in the 40th day, flic moves not 
till the 80th day,and is born in the 8th month t 
but ifflie be peffelftly formed on -the y5th day, 
flie moves on the 90tb, and is born in the 9th ' 
month.* But flie that is formed on- the 50th 
day, moves on the jooth day, and thtn will 
flie be born in the 10th Month.- Anff lhayc 
moire largely treated hereof, that tlit K6ad'6r ' 
may know the rcafonable Soul is not propag'a^- 
ted by the Parents, but is infufed-by thc AF 
mighty, when the Child hath its perfe<ft Eornr, ; 
artdjs exadly diftiDguiflicd in its Lineaments. 

Now, as the life oT every ofhet Creature, as 
Mofts fliews, is in the Blood, fo the life of • 
Man confiftethin thevSoul : wbkh, although • 
fubjed to Paffion, by reafoh of the grofe aim* 
pofore of the Bodyjin which it has a^tempO' 

rary 
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rary Ccnfir^mcnr, yet it is Irr, mortal, and can* 
not in it felf Corrupt or fufFcr Change, it be-

Cod bad given him a happy Soul, and a Body 
-agreeable.to it. It hasbeen difpurcd amongft 
the Learned, crpecially Philofophers, in 
part of the Body the Soul refides .* And foroe 
are ofOpinion, it’s refidenceis inthe middle of 
the Heart, and from thence communicates its 
felf to every f>art; > which Solomon^ in thC4f^ 
of his Proverbs feems to afTcrt» when he fays, 
Xeep thy Heart with all Diligence, becanfe 
Life proceedeth therefrom : But many curious 
Phvficians, fearching the works of Nature in 
Wan’s Anatomy, &c. do affirm, That Us 
cheaf Seat is in the Brain, from whence pro- 
fwds the.:Senf«, Faculties and Adions .• 
diffufing the Operation of the Soul through 
all parts of the Body, whereby it is enlivened 
with Heat and Force^but it doth communicate 
particular Force to the Heart by the Arteries, 
Carotides or fieepy Arteries, that part upon 
the Throat the which, if they happen to be 
kBoke oricut^ caufe Barrennefs, and if flop* 
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ped, an Apoplexy ; fot there mufi neceflarily 
be ways, though which the v^pirits Aniiral 
and Vital, tray have Intcrcourfe, and convey 
Native heat f^iom th« Soul. For the’ the 
Soul has its chief Seat in one place, k Operates 
in every pai t, cxercifing every Member, which 
are the Soul’s Inflruments, by which flie fiiews 
her power : But if it happen that any of the 
Organical Parts are out of Tune, the Work 
is Confufed *, as appears in Idiots and Mad- 
men. Tho’ in fbme of them, the Soul by a 
Vigorous ereding its Powers, recovers its 
innate Strength, and they become Right, after 
a long Difpondency of Mind ; But in others 
it is not recover’d again in thisLife. For as 
Fire under or the Sun obfeur’d from 

our fight by thick Clouds, afford not their 
full Luftre, fo the Soul over whelm’d in moift 
©r morbific matter, is darkned, and Reafbn 
thereby over clouded j and tho* reafon fldnes 
lefs in Children, than in fuch as are arrived to 
Maturity, yet no Man muff imagine that the 
Soul in an Infant, growing up with the Child; 
for then it would again decay j but it fuits it 
felf to Nature’s weaknefs, and the imbecility 
of tlie Body, wherein it is placed, that it may 
better Operate. And as the Body is more and. 
more capable of receiving its Influence, fo the 
Soul does more and more exert its Faculties ; 
having Force;. and Endowments at the time it 
enters the Form of the Child in tb& Womb ; 
by its Subflance can receive nothing lefs ;

And thus much to prove that the Soulcomes 
not from ti^e Parents, but is info fed by God. 

I flmll titxt prove its Immortality, ^nd tiiereby 
demonftrate the certainty of ils Rcfurredtion.

time, was Grieved to fet the Defo- mcd and 
Lame, offer’d up to God in Religious houfes. 
And Kekcrma'fiy by way of Inference, Exelu* 
deth all that are Mis-Ihapep/roip the 
teriaLpHMtlion in t 4 ie Church And that 
which is of more force than all, C?bd himfelf 
Commanded not to receive fm;li tooffer 
Sacrifice, amongfi: his People 5 and; He ren- 
ders the Reafon, Lev. 21. 18, LeB PeSate 
jfiy SanPhHaries. Bccaufe the outward Defor- 
mity of the Body., is often a $ign of tbe Pollu- 
tion of the Heart, as a Curfc laid upon the 
Child for the Parents Innocency. Vet there 
are many bornPepraved, whichk)ught not to 
be aforibed unto the Infirmity of the Parents. 
Let ns therefore fearch out the Natural Caufo 
ofthdr Generation i wihich, according to the 
Amiencs, fwfao bavedived into the fiecrets of 
Nature) is either in the Mafter, or in the 
Agents in the Seed, or in the Womb.

Secondly, In 
the InUrumcntor place of Conception, the 
evil Conformation or evil Difpofition whereof, 
will caufe a Monftroiis Birth. Thirdly, In 
the Imaginative Power at the time ofConcep* 
tion, which is-of fuch a Force, that it {lamps 
the Charader of the time thus imagined, upon 
the Child » So that the Children of an AduF 
trefsbay-bc like unto her owh Husband, tho' 
begotten by another Man v which is caufed 
through the force of the Imagination which 
the Woman hath of her own Husband in the 
Ad of Coition. And 1 have heard cf a Wo- 
man, who at the time of Conceptiotr, behold- 
ing the Pidure cf a Conceived and 

brought forth an ty£thiopian. 1 will not 
trouble you wich any more humciie Teftimo- 
nicsjbut I will Conclude with a flrotiger War- 
rant. VV e read 'mGen. 30. 3 i. How Jacob hav- 
ing agreed with Lab An, to have ail the fpotted 
Sheep for keeping his Flock, to augment his 
Wages, took Hafle-rods^aud pilled Vs liitdlrakcs 
in them, and laid them before the Sh.ep when 
they came to Drink, an 1 they Cuuplii g 
there together, whilP they beheld the Reds, 
Conceiv'd and brought forth Spoiled yonvg^ 
The Imagination alfo works on the Child 
after Conception ■, For vvlii.li \ce have a pix’g-

\j4nd certain it /r. That cfien Mon fl vans 
Births happen by measts of undue Copulation \ 
For^ fame Men atid Women there are^ That 
hu'sje been long Ahfent from each other j and 
having an Eager defire tp enjoy one another^ 
confider not (as they ought to do) lehat their 
Cireim fiances are ^ and, if it happen that 
they tome together at the time when the Woman’s 
Menftrues are flowing,^ will, notwithfiand^ 
%ngi proceed to the Abi of Copulation, which is 
both 'Unclean and Vnnatural and the ijfue of 
fach Copulation does oftentimes prove A1 on- 
fir ous, as a juB Punifhment j or their Lying 
together, when Nature bids they Ihould Jor^ 
bear'. And therefore, though the Alcn (lu-uld 
he never fo Eager jor it, yet Women knowing 
their own Condituns, ficulo t-.t fiuh tjmeye- 
fife their Company. And though fuch C. c^pu- 
iaiiuns do not always produce Monrtreus 
Births, yet the Children then gotten are gene 
rally Heavy, Dull and Sluggifli, and Deftdive 
in their llr.derllandings,wanting the ^'ivacity 
and Livelinds, which Children gotten m pro- 
per Seafons are blefled withal. 

Jt remains that 1 now ii'akcrome Enquiry, 
whether ihofe th.at arc Born Murfters have 

rea 
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rearonal^k Souts 5 and are capable of a Refur- 
re^^ion : And here both Divines and Phyfiti- 
ans arc generally of Opinion, That thofewho 
according to the Order of Generation, dedu- 
ced from-our firft Parents, and proceeded by 
Natural means from either Sex, tho’ their out- 
ward Shape may be deformed arid'Monftrous, 
have notwithftanding a reafonable Soul, and 
confequcntly their Bodies are capable of a Re- 
furredion, as other Mens and Womens are \ 
But ihofe Monfters that ate not begotten by 
Men,butare the product of a Woman’s Unna- 
tural Luft,inGopulating with Sther Creatures', 
fiiall Perfllias the brute Beafts,by whom they 
were begotten, not having a reafonable Soul, 
or any breath of the Almighty infufed into it. 
And fuch can never be capable of a Re- 
furred:ion : And the fame is alfb true of Im- 
perfedTand Abortive Births, 

Sonne are of Opinion, T hat Monfters may 
be inpf ndred by Ibme Infernal Spirit. Of this 
- mind Egidm Faciw^ fpeaking of a defor- 
med i\lpnlter born atCr^coviG. And Hero^ 

, .Civrdafm writeth of a Maid which was 
got with Child by a Devil, jlie thinking it had 
been a fiir Young- man. The like alfb is Re- 
corded, by Eincentim^ of the Prophet Merlin^ 
that he was begotten by an Evil Spirit. 

< But \yhat a Repugnancy would k be both to 
iteiigion and N^turc-y if the Devils cou'd beget 
Men, when are taught to believe, That 
nut ar:V was ever begotten without humane 
C Seedj 
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Seed, except the Son of God. The Devil 
then being a Spirit^having no corporeal Sub* 
fiance, has therefore no Seed of Generation : 
Toisy, that he can ufe the Ad of Generation 
cffedually-j is to affirm, that he can make 
■ fomething of nothing •, and Gonfequently, to 
affirm the Devil to be God, for Creation be- 
longs to God only. 

Again, if the Devil could afiume to hiir.felf 
a dead Body, and enliven the Faculties of it, 
and make it able to Generate, as fort e affirm 
he can, yet this Body muft bear the Image of 
the Devil ; and it borders upon Blafphemy, 
to think that GOD llioiild fo far give leave 
to the Devil, as (out of GOD’s Image) to 
raife jap his own Diabolick Off-fpring. In 
the School of Nature, we are Taught the 
contrary, viz. That like hrgets like ^ tb^rc- 
fore, of a Devil, cannot Man be Born. Yet 
it is not Denied, but that Devils, Transform- 
ing thentfelves into huiriane Shapes, may 
Abufe both Men and Women, and with 
wicked People, ufe Carnal Copulation : But 
that any fudi Unnatural Conjundion can 
biing forth a humane Creature, is contrary 
both to Nature and Religion.

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CHAP, IV. 

A Difcourfe of the hap^y State of Ma^ 
trimony^ as ^tis appointed by GO Y>', 
and the true Felicity that Redounds 
thereby to either Sex ; and to what 
End it Tva^ Ordained, 

W ithout doubt, the Uniting of He.irts in 
Holy Wedlock, is of'ail Conditions 
the Happieft, for then a Man has afecond 
felf, to whom be can Unravel his Thoughts, as- 
well as a fweet Companion in his Labour ; he 
lias one in whofe Brcaft, as in a fafe Cabinet, 
he may Repofe his inmoft Secrets, efpfciaiiy 
v/here'Reciprocal Love, and Inviolate F*iiihis 
entered *, for there no cares, fears, jealoufies, 
tniftruft, or hatred, can ever interpofe 3 for- 
vvhatMan ever hated his own Flefli ? And in 
deed, a Wife is no lefs, if rightly Confider’d ^ 
for, as • ur Grand father well Obferv’d, 
Sh^ iS; or ought to be efteemed of every honell 
Man, Bone of- my Bone^ and FleJJj of his FieJJj^ 
ike. Nor was it the leali care of the Almighty, 
to Ordain fo near a Union, and that for two 
Caufes, the i ft for increafe of Fofterity . the 
2d to bridle and bound Man’s wandering De- 
bresand AfPedions^ nay, that they might be 
yet Happier, when Ciod had Joyned ’em toge- 
ther, he Blefiedthem, as’iis in the 2d of Gen. 

G 2 ednmea 
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Columea^ contemplating on this happy State, 
tells us out?of thtOeconotny of Xsmphc??^ That 
the Marriage Bed is not only the moft pica- 
iant but profitable courfe of Life, that maybe 
enter’d on, for the Prefervation and increafe 
ofFofterity ; Wherefore, fince Marriage is 
the moft fafe, fure, and delightful vStarion cf 
Mankind, who is exceeding Prone, by thel 
Didates of Nature, to Propagate his Like, 
he does in no ways provide arnifs for his own 
Tranquility, who enters into it, erpecially 
when he comes to Maturity of Years : for 
' there are many abufes inMarriage>contrary to 
what is ordained ; the whkh, in the enfuing 
Chapter,! fi^allexpofeto View;,but to proceed ^ 
Seeing our bleffod Saviour and his holyApo- 
illes,deiefted un'auful Luffs, and pronounced 
tiiofe to be Excluded, the Kingdom of Heaven, 
that Pollurgd thecrielves tvitb Adultery and 
Whoring, fcanno'c, conceive ^vhat face Perfons 
Cin have to coK^ur their Impieties, who hating 
Matrimony, tfiake ft their Study how they 
mav live facfirtioully. ; but in fo doingx they 
rather fcck to then fclves Tomienr, Anxiety, 
and Pi, 'quietude, than certain Pleafure, befides 
the hazard of their immortal Souls for cer- 
f ill it is,tharmercinary Love,or,(.asthe wife- 
Aian calls them )H^rlots Swiies cannot Le t: ue 
and fincere,and therefore not pleafant,but ra. 

3 be '-a Net laid to betray fuch as trull: nuiiem, 
into a!J Mifchief, at Solomon obferves, by tli€ 
Young i\.an.\'oid.ofUnderfiaiidiBg,who turn- 
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ed afidete the Harlot’s Houfe, a bird to the 

Snare of a Fowler, or as an Ox to the Slaugh- 
ter, till a Dart be (Irti^^ ^brou'gh the' Liver.. 
Nor in this cafe can they have Chile! ren, thole 
indearing pledges of Conjugal Af?ec!^ion ; or if 
^they have, they will rather redound to their 
lhamethan comfort,* bearing the odious brand 
ofBaflards; Hvrlots likewifeare likeSip^zZ/W^ 
fjying in the Stmrmer leafon of Profperity, but 
the black Hormy weather coming, 

they take Wing and fly into other Regions \ 
that is, feek themfelves other Lovers but a 
vertuous chafte Wife, fixing her intire Love 
upon her Husband, and fubmittingto him as 
her head and King, by whofe Direftion flie 
ought to fleer in all lawful Courfes, will, like a 
faithful Comp anion, patiently with him in 
pi\\Adverfuies,x:m with chearfulneflthro’alldifr* 
Acuities, and dangers, 1 ho’ never fo hazardous 
to preferve or aflht him in Poverty, Sickntfs, 
or whatever other misfortune may befal him, 
.idling according ro her duty in all things. But 
a proud imperious Hariot,Will do nomorcthan 
fire lifl, even in the Sun fliine of Profperity : 
And is like a Horfe L-eczch, ever Craving, and 
never fiuiified, flill feeming difpleafcd, if all 
her extravagant Ciavings be not Anfwered *, 
not regarding the ruiiie and mifery (he brings 
upon him by that mean?, tho’ fhe feerns to dote 
upon him,tmng to confirm her hypocrifle, with 
Crocadile's Tears, Vows and Swoonings, when 
her Cnlh todepartfor a while, or ftems but' 
C 3 to 
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TO deny her immoderate Defires ; yet this 
lafts not longer than fiic can gratify her Ap- 
petite, and prev upon his Fortunes. Remark- 
able is the Story that Ccnradtit G ejfner tells us : 
0[ a Tonng Mmi Travelling from Athens to. 
Thebes, who met by the way a beautiful Lady^ 
ai to bis appearance Jhe fecmcd, adorned with 
aH pirfe^tions of Beauty^ glittering with Gold, 
and preciom Stones \ this fccming fair One fa~ 
Imed kifstj and invited him to her Hoafe not 
far cffy pretending to be exceedingly inamoudd 
ofhim^and declared jhe had a long time waited, 
f or an Opportunity to find him alonCy that fo. 
Jloe might reveal her Pajfion to him. The 
Young Spark went with her, and when he. 
cai’^e to her Houfe, he found it to appear- 
anci '/uilt very Stately, and very well Fur- 
nillied, which ft) far wrought upon Iiiseove- 
tous Iriclination, that he Rcfolvcd to put off 
his intended Journey, and yield to her In * 
ticements •, But whi'ift flie was Leading him 
Co fee the pleafant places ad;oyning tothe 
Houfe, came by a holy Pilgrim ^ who feeing 
in wdiat danger the Youth was, Refolved to 
fet him in his right Senfes, and fliew him wliat 
he imagined Real, w;is quite otherwife i fo 
that, by powerful Prayer, the Mid was taken 
from before the Youth’s Eyes, who then be- 
htid his Lady, Ugly, Deformed, and Mon- 
ftrous, and that whatever had appeared Glo- 
rious and Beautiful, was only 1 rafh. Then 
he made her Confefs what fhe was, and her 

de- 
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^efign upon the Young Man, which Hie did, 
Kiying, Sherv.tf a. LamiaE^ or Fairy, and that 
Jtis had thta Inch anted hlm^ on pitrpofe to j>st 
h/m into her Power ^ that jlte might Devour him. 
This PafJage (whether True or not) may be 
fittly Alluded to Harlots, who draw thole 
that follow their Mirgniding Light?, into the 
places of Danger, till they havecauled them 
to vShip \yrack their Fortunes, and then leave 
them to Strngle with thofe vSrorms of Adver- 
fity, that they have Rais'd. Now, on the 
Contrary, a Loving, Chafle, and Even tem- 
pered VVife, (eeks what flie may, to prevent 
fuch Danger, and in every Condition ftrives 
to make him eafie. And in a Word, as there 
is no Content in the Imbrarcs of a Harlot, To 
there is no Joy greater, tlian in the Recipro- 
cal AfFecaion, and indearing Embraces of a 
Loving, Obedient and ChaiJe Wife* nor is 
that the principal end, for which Matrimony 
was Ordain’d, but further, that Man might 
follow the great l.nw of bis Creationj by the 
increafe of his lXind,and Replenifh the Earth j 
' for this was an ln)un<Tion laid upon him iii 
Partidice, before his Fait. To Conclude, 
h^irtnoui is a Crown and Ornament to • 
her Husband^ and hr Price is above Rubies ; 
but the Ways of an Harlot are Deceitful.

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CHAP VII. 

Of Errors in Marriage ; PVhat- they are^ I 
and the Prejudice of them: ^ 

B y Errors in Marriage, I mean the Un- 
: fitnefs of the Perfons Marrying, to en- 
ter into tills State •, and that both with Re- 
rpefl to Age, and the Conflitution of their 
Bodies *, and therefore thofe that defign to 
enter into that Condition, ought to obferve 
their Ability, and not run themfdyes upon 
Inconvcniencics, for thofe who Marry too 
Y'uung, may be faid to Marry Uni'cafoiiably 5 
not confidering their Inability, nor eYami- 
ijing the force of Nature. For fome before 
they are Ripe, for the Confumation of fo 
Weighty a Matter,, who, either R'f.ihly of 
tlieir own Accords, or, by the Inlugation of 
Procurers and Marriage Biakers, or elfe 
Forc’d thereto by their Parents, who covet 
a large Dowry, take upon ^ctti this Y’oke to 
their Prejudice ^ by w’hich means, fome before 
the expiration of a Year, have been fo En- 
feebled, that all their Vital Moif.urewas 
Exhaufted, which hath not been Rciloj’d a* 
gain, without great Trouble, and the ufe of 
Medicines. Where fore my Advice is, that it 
is no v-’ays Convenient to.fufFer Children, or 
fucii as "are not of Age, to Marry, or get 

Ghil- 
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Children; But he that propofes to Marry, 
muff, ob&rve to Chufe a Wife of an honeft 
Stock, and deffend from Temperate Parents 
being Ghafte, Well bred, of Good Manners. ' 
For, if a Woman hatli good Conditions, l]je 
hath Portion enough. That of 
in Plautus^ is much to the purpofe ; where he 
brings in a Young Woman faying to this effe^ . 

J t ah not that to. he my Dowry, which

And I think fiie was in the right on’t y for 
fuch a Wife is more precious than Rubies. 

Tis certainly the Duty of Parents, to be 
Careful in bringing up. their Children in the 
ways of Vertuei and to have regard to their 
Honour and Reputation,andefpecirtlly of Vir- 
gins, ivhen grown to be Marriageable. For, 
''as has been before noted, if through the too 
much feverity of Parents, they may be crofled 
in their Love, many of them throw themfelves 
into the unchaff e Arms of the next alluring 
Tempter that comes in their-way, being thro’ 
the foftnefs and flexibility oftheirNalures,and 
the ffrong Defires they have after what Na- 
ture powerfully incites them to,eafily induced ’ 
to believe Mens feigned vows 'of pronus’dMar-- 
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riage to Cover their Shame ^ and then too 
Late their Parents Repent of that Severity 
which has brouglit an indeliable vStain upon 
their Families. 

An other Error in Marriage, is the Ine- 
quality of Years in the Parties Married ^ fuch 
as for a Young Man, who, to Advance his 
Fortune, Marries a Woman Old enough to be 
liis Grandmother, between whom,for the moft 
pgr:, Strifes, Jealoufies, and Difcontenls, are 
all the Blellings which Crown the Genial Bed, 
it being impomble for fuch to have any Chil- 
dren. The like may befaid, though with a 
little more Excufe, when an Old doting Fel- 
low Marries a Young Virgin in the prime of 
her Yoirth and Vigour, who,whiift he.vainly 
flrives to pleafe her, is thereby Wedded to 
bis Grave. For as in Green Youth Yis unfit- 
and Unfesfonable to think of Marriage, fb to 
Marry in Old Age, is altogether the lame : 
For they- that enter upon it too fbon, are fbon 
Exhaufted, and fall into Confumptions, and 
Divers other Difeafes i and thofe that Procra- 
ftirwte, and Marry Unfeemly, fall into the like 
iwcpnvcniencies on the other fide, having only 
this .Honour^ of, an Old Man they become 
Young Cuckolds' ; efpecially if their Wives 
hav€ not been Trained up in the Paths of Vir- 
tue, and iye too much open to the Importunity 
and Temptation ofLewdand DebauchedMen. 
And til us -much for the Errors of Rafb, incon-. 
liieratc, andAlnrcalbnablCiMariiages. .

Tf^e Opinion of the Learned concerning 
Children Conceived and Born ivilhin 
Seven Month s^with Arguments upon 
the Suhje^j to preve?ft Sufpitions of 
Inconvenience^ and the bitter Contejis 
that, may Anfe between Man and 
Wife^on that Account,. To rvhich is ad- 
ded Rules for knowing the Difpofttion 
of Man'* s Body^ by the Genital Parts, . 

]V‘/f bitter- Q-iarrels happen betwen 
Ivi. • men and their Wive?, upon the man's • 
.Surpition that his Wife comes too ((Xjn , and 
by Confequenfe that he could not be the Fa- ■ 
ther, whereas.it was want only of UnderftarKi- 
ing the Tecrets ofNaturei th»t brought the 
man intothat Error; and which had he known,. . 
might have Cur’d him of his j€aloufie ami 
vSurpition, To remove which jllliall endeavour 
to prove, that ’tis pcffible, and has been fre- 
quently known, that Children have been. Born 
at 7 Months. The Cafes of this Nature that 
have happened, have made work for the Law’- ' 
yers : And they .have left it to.theRhyficians to 
Judge, by \de wing the Child, whether it bea 
Child of 7^8,9 or 10 Months. Paid tht Com- . 
fellor has this PalTageinthe i9thBoiok cfPiead- 
ings^vjx,. f.ts now a receiv’d trath^ihn apsrfcSh . - 
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Child may be Born in the Seventh Month, by 
the Authority of the L^t^m^dHipoemtes . And 
therefore v\'e mnft believe, That a Child born 
at the end of the feventh month, in Lawful 
Matrxmony,may be Lawfully begotten. Galm 
(in cap. 6 . 'lib. ^.) is of Opinion, That there is 
no certain time fet for bearing of Children j 
and that from Pliny's Authority, who makes 
mention of a Woman ■ that went 13 Months 
with Child, But as to what concerns tltc 
(eventh month, a Learned Author faith 5 ” I 
'’’’know feveral marriedPeople in HolUnd^thzt. 
” had Twins born in the feventh month, who 
Lived in Old Age, having lufty Bodies, and 
’’ lively minds. Wherefore their Opinions- 
is abfnr’d, who afTert, That a Child at feven 
months cannot be per fed and long, Liv’d ; 
and that he cannot in all parts be perfed till 
the pth month. And thereupon this Author 
proceeds, to tell a PafiTage from his own know'- 
ledge,^'/;^. Of late ( faith he)t\m-e. happened 
a great Diflurbance among us, which ended 
not without Blood (bed 3 and was Occafioned 
by a Virgin, whole Chaftity had been Vio- 
lated, defending of a Noble Family, ofUn* 
fpetted Fame. Now feveral Charged the. 
Fad upon a Judge, who was Prefident of a 
Oty in Flanders, wlioilffly deny’d it, faying, 
he was ready to take his Oath, that .he never 
!jad Carnal Copulation with her siid that 
he would not Father that which was- none of 
hiv. Ar;d. further Argued, That hy verily 
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believed that it was a Child born in feven 
months, himfelf being many miles diftant 
fr^m-the Mother of it,when itwas Conceived. 
Whereupon the Judges decreed. That the 
Child /hold be viewed by ablePhyficians, and 
experienc’d Women, and that they ilioUld 
make their Report j who having made dili- 
gent enquiry, all of them with one mind, con- 
cluded the Child, ( without refpedfing who 
was the Father) was born within the fpaceof 
7 Months j and that it was carried in the Mo- 
thers Womb but 27 Weeks and Odd Days ; 
but il lhe. would have gone full 9 Months, the 
Chil’ds Parts and Lambs would have been 
more Firm and Strong, and the Structure of 
the Body more Compad:, for the Skin was 
very loofe, and the Breft' bone that defends 
the Heart, and the.Griftle that lyes over the 
Stomach, were higher than Natural th|:y 
Ihould be, not Plain, but Crooked, and fbarp 
Ridged, or Pointed, like thofe of Young 
Chickens, Hatch’d in the beginning ofSprini;, 
And being a Feir.ale Infant, it want-^u ils 
Nails upon the Joynts of her Fingers •, pjj* 
on which, from the Mufculous, or Cartila- 
ginous matter of the Skin, Nails that are; 
very Smoothe, do come, and by degree* 
hrrden .* She had inftead of Nails a thin 
Skin, or Film. As for her Toes there was no 
fign of Nails about them, wanting that hear 
which was expanded to the Fingers, from^Che 
nearneXs oi the. Heart, All this being Conr 
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fidercd, and above all, one Gentlewoman of 
Qiiality that affifted, affirming that flic had 
been the Mother of 19 Children, ami that 
Divers of them had been Born and Liv’d at 
Seven Months, they without favour to any 
Party, made their Report that the Infant was 
a Child of 7 Months, tho’ Born Within the 7th - 
Month, for in fuch cafes the Revolution of the 
Moon ought to be Obferved, which perfects it 
fetf in 4 Wre Weeks, or fomewhat iefs than 
28 Days, in which fpace of her Revolution, the 
Blood being i^gitated by foi'cc of the Moon, 
the Courfes of the Wbman Flow from them, . 
which being Spent, and the Matrix being 
Cleanfed from Menflrual Blood, which hap- 
pens on tlie 5th day, then ifa man on the 7th 
day Lye with his VVife, the Copulation is 
inofl; Natural,! and then is the Conception 
beft^ and a Child then begotten, may be Born 
in the 7th month,- and prove very Healthful; 
So.that upon this Report, the flippofed Fa- 
ther was pronounced Innocent, upon Proof 
that he was 100 miles diftance all that month 
in which the Child was begot i And as for the 
mother, flie ftrongly denied that fiie knew 
the Father, being forced in the Dark, and fo 
thro’ fear and furprize, was left in Ignorance. 

As for Coition, it -ought not to be h"id, im- 
kfs the Parties be in health, lefr it turn to the- . 
Difad vantage of- -the Children To Begotten, 
Creating in them, thro’ the abundant of ill 
HuffioarSjj Divers . Languifhing Diteafes ; 

where-* . 
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wherefore health is no way better to be 
difcerned than by the Genitals of the man, 
for which rcafon Midwives and other Skilful 
■VVombn, were formerly want to fee the Tef* 
ticks of Children, thereby to GonjeAure at 
their Temperature and ftateofBody, and 
Young-men may know thereby the figns or 
SymptoiTis of Death : For if the;Cafesof 
the Teftidcs be loofe and Feeble, and the 
Cods faildown, it- denotes that the Vital 
Spirits, which are the props of Life, are fallen : 
But if the fecret part be Wrinkled and raifcd 
up, it is a fign aH is well : But that the Event 
maV exaftly anliver the Predidion, it is ne- 
ceflary to confider what part of the Body the 
difeale polTefTcth : For if it chance to be_ the 
upper part that’ is afflided, as the Head or 
Stomach, then will it not fo well appear by 
the Members, which are unconcerned with 
fuch Grievances , but the lower part of the 
Body exadly Sympathizing with them,.their 
Livelinefson the contrary, makes it appai'iStt ; 
for Nature’s force, and theSpirits that have 
their intercourfe, firft manifeft diem (elves 
therein, which occafion Mid wives to feel the 
Genitals of Children, to know in what part 
the Grief is Refident,v and whether Life or 
Death. be portended thereby, the Symptom 
being firongly Corntnonicated by the VefTers 
that.have their Inccrcourft with the principal 
feat.pfsLifcj ^

Of the Green Sicknefs in Virgins, with 
its Caufes, Signs^ and Cure, Together 
with the chief 0 cup on ofBarrennefsof 
Women ^ and the Means to remove the 
Caufe, andrender Fruitful,. 


H E Green Sicknefs is fo common a Di- 


ftemper in Virgins, efpecialiy thofe of 
a Phlegm a tick Complexion, tliat ’tis eafily 
difcerned, (hewing it felf by Difcolouring the . 
Face, making it look Green, Pale, and of a 
dufty Colour, which .proceeds from raw and 
indigefted Humours ^ nor doth it only appear 
to the Eye, but fenfibly afflids the Perfon- 
witJi difficulty of Breathing, Pains in the Head, 
PailpLtation of the Heart, with unufual beat- 
ings, and fmall throbbings of the Arteries in 
the Temples, Neck and Back ^ which often 
calls them into Fevers, when the humour is 
oyer Vitious .* Alfo loathing of Meat, and the 
diftention of the Kipocondraick part, by rea- 
fon of the inordinate Effludfion of menflrous 
Blood to the greater VeHels •, and from the 
abundance of humoim? the w’hole Body is 
often troubled with vSweDing, or, at .!eafi,.rhe 
Thighs, I^gs and Andes, all above the Heels. 
And alfo, there is a great wearinefs of the 
Body^ without any Reafon for it. 
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.The G alenicd'P)x^(\c\ms Affirm, That this 
Dirtemper proceeds from the Obftrudion of 
thofe Veifds that are about the Womb, rcca- 
lion’d by the abundance of grofs, vifcious, and 
crude humors, arifing from fever al inward 
Caafes •, but there are alfo outward Caufes, 
which have a ffiare in the Produdion of it, as 
taking cold on the Feet, drinking of Water, 
intemperance in Dyet, and eating of things 
contrary to Nature, viz. Raw or burnt Fiefii, 
j^jl}es.y ColeSj Old Shoes, Chalk, Wax, Nat- 
Shels, Aiortax, LitM, Oat' meal, Tehacco- 
Pipes, dec. Which occafion both Suppreffion 
of the Mcnfes, and Obftrudions through the 
whole Body. Therefore, the firft thing ne- 
ceflary to Eradicate the Caufe, is Matrimonial 
Gonjundion, and fuch Copulation as may 
prove Satisfadory to her that is Afflided *, for 
then the Menfes will begin to flow, according i 
to their Natural and due Courfe i and the hu- 
mours being difperfed, will foon Wafle them- 
felves, and then no more matter being admi- 
niflred to increafe ’em, they will vanifh, and 
a good Temperament of Body will return: 
But in cafe this beft Remedy cannot be had 
foon enough, then Bleed her in the Ancle, 
and if flie be about Sixteen, you may likewife 
do it in the Arm j but let her bleed but fpa- 
ringly, efpecially if the blood be good. If the 
difeafe be of any continuance, then is it to be 
Eradicated by Purging, preparation of the bu- 
rnour being firftconfider’d,whicf>raay be done 

by 
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by the Virgins_drinking.Decodion of Guaia- 
cum^ with Dittany of Crcet^ but the he(f 
purge in this Cafe ought to be made of Aloes^ 
Agric^Sen na^ Rhubarh : and for ftrengthen- 
ing the Rowels, and opening Obftruftions,. 
Chalibat Medicines are chiefly to be ufed. The 
Dyet mufl: be Moderate, and Ihaip things be 
by all me ans avoided. And for feekingof the 
Humour, take prepared Sree 1, Bez.ar Stovr^ 
t\\t Root o{ Scot toner Oyl of Chryflal in 
fmall Wine, and let the Dyet be Moderate,but 
in no wife let Vinegar be ufed therewith, nor 
upon any other Occafioni And in fo cbferving 
the humours will beDilatcd and dilTpatcd, by 
which means the Complexion will Return, 
and the Bod'y he Lively and full of Vigour. 

And now, fince Barrends daily cccaflons 
Difeonrent, and that difeontent creates Difle- 
rence between Man and Wile, or bv immo- 
derate Grief, frequentlv calls the Woman 
into one or other Violent Diftemper; i fliali. 
in the next place Treat thereof. 

Of Barremtefs. 

In time paT, before the Women came to the 
Marriage bed, they were firfl fecirchVi by the 
Midwife *, and thofe only which Ihe ailowtd 
c.fas Fruitful, were admitteeb. Ihope there- 
fore, it will not be thought a needlel's labour 
to iliew how they may prove th.-mfelves, and 
turn the Stony Ground into a Fruitful Soil. 

Barreonds is a deprivation of Ufe and pm- 

er,. 
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er, which ought to be in the Seed, to Procre- 
ate and Propogate-, for which end, both Man. 
and Woman were made; 

Caitfts of BArrerwefs,. 

It is caufed by over much heat or cold j that 
driving up the Seed, and making it Corrupt, 
this extinguiflies thel.ife of theSeed, making it 
Watrilli and unfit for Generation. It may be 
caufed alfo by not Flowing, or over- flowing 
of the Conrfes, by Swellings, Ulcers, and In- 
flamations of the Womb v by an.Excrefenccof 
Flelh growing about the mouth of the Matrix, 
by the mouth of the Womb being turned unto 
the Back, or Side;: by the grofcefs anct fatnefs 
of the Body, whereby the mouth of the Matrix 
isC lofed up, by being preft with thzOpjent^mi^ 
or Caul, and the matter of the vSeed is convert- 
ed into Fatnefs, Or if flie be of a Lean and 
Exhaufl Body, to the World Die proves Bar- 
ren, becaufe,tho* ibe doth Conceive, yet the 
fruit of the Womb will wither before it comes 
to perfedionjforwantofNounfliment. j4ltias 
and 5j/t’;d<^,afcribe one caufe of Barrennefs to 
cornpel’d Copulation, as when Parents inforce 
their Daughters to have Husbands contrary to 
their Liking, therein Marry their Bodies, but 
not their Hear ts,and' where there is a w'ant of 
Love, there for the moft. part, is no Concep- 
tion ; as appears in Women which are 
Deflowred againft their Wills. Another 
main caufe of Barrennefs , is Attributed 
to the want of Convenient Mund era ting 

Quality 
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Q.aality, which the Wotiian ought to have 
with the Man, as if l.c be hot, file muft be 
ceU .• if he be dry, flie muft bemoift •• But if 
they be both dry, or both moift of Conftim- 
lion, 'they cannot Propagate, and yet fi.nply 
confider’ci ofthemfelves,they are not Barren ; 
for he and Hie, which was before as the Barren 
Fig tree, being joyned with an apt ConlKtu- 
tion, becomes as the fruitful Vine. And that 
Man and Woman being every w'ay of a like 
Confiitution, cannot Procreate, I will bring 
Nature it felf for a Teftimony, who hath 
made Man of a hotter Confiitution than 
Woman, that the Quality of the one may 
moderate the Quality of the other. 

Signs of Bayremiefs. 

If Barrennefs does proceed fromover-much 
heat, (be is of a dry body/ubjeci: to anger, (})e 
hath black hair, quick Fulfe •, her Purgations 
flow but little, and that with Pain flie loves 
to play in the Courts of Venus. But if it 
comes by Cold, then are the figns contrary to 
thefe even now Recited. If thro’ an evil Qiaali- 
ty in the Womb, inakeaSufFurnigauonof red 
Storax, Myrrh, Caffta-rrood, Nntmig,Cinn<v^ 
7«(7;7,and let her receive the fumeof ir into the 
Womb, covering her very clofe, and if the 
Odour fo received pafletli thro’ the Body, up 
into the mouth and noftrils \ cf her felfflie is 
fruitful. But if^flie feels not the fume in her 
mouth and nofe, it argues Barrennefs oneof 
thefe ways, that the Spirit ofthe See<l is either 
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thro’ cold extinguiOit, or thro’ heat diffipated. 
It any Woman be fafpefted to be Unfruitful, 
call natural Br'mfione^ fuch as is digg’dout ©f 
the Mine, into her Urine, and if Worms breed 
therein, of her felf (he is not Barren. 

Prognoff-ickf, 

Barrennefs maketh Women look Young, 
becaide they are freeYrom thofe pains and’ 
foiTows, which other Women are accuilomed 
to bring forth withal. Yet they have not that 
full perfedion of Health which fruitful women 
doinjoy, becaufe they are not rightly purged 
of the menflruous Blood, and fuperfluousSeed,. 
the principal of which two, are the principal 
caufe of moll Uterine DHeales.

Purge with thefe things following .* Take of 
Digridon^ 2 Grains *, Specierum dc Caf^orei^ 
one J'cruple : Pill Foetid 2 Scruples,with fj'rup 
of Mug wort make 6 Pills. Takej>ec/ Digem^ 
mtCj DLtmofei^ Diambra, of each one Dram ^ 
Ciriamon, one dram and a half : €hves^ Mace, 
Nutmeg, of each half a Dram •, Sugar 6 Oun- 
ces with Water of feverfew make Lozenges 
to betaken every Morning. Take of theDeco- 
dion of Sarfa-pArilU, and Firga Aurea, not 
forgetting S>r^e, which Agrippa, wondring at 
the Operation of, hath honsur’d with the name 
of S.icra Herbp,a holy Herb.

Take 
Mace, Nutmeg, Cinamon, Styrn.x, Amber, of 
each I dram ; Cloves, Landania, of each half a 
dram, T nrpetine a fufficient quantity, make 
Trochisks lo Another the Womb. Take Roots 
oi Fnlerian And£lecumpaKe,oit£d.ch i pound, of

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Cdangale Two Ounces, Origan, Lavender, 
Marjoratn, Betony, Mugwort, Bay leaves, 
CaUmint, of eachThrec handfuls with water 
make an Inceflion, in which let her fir, after 
Ihe hath her Courfes, 

If Barrennefs proceed from Drynefs, Con- 
fuming the matter of the Seed j take every ^ 
day Almond-milk, and Goats milk extraded 
with Honey. Eat often of the Root Satyron 
Cpndtited, 'and of,the Elcduary of Diafaty- 
rioM. Take ^ Weathers Heads, Boyl them 
until alj -the FleHi comes from the bones, then 
take of Meliot, Violets, Camomile, Mercury', 
Orchis with their Roots, of each an handful, 
Fenugreek, Linleed, Valerian Roots, of each 
one Pound • Let all thefe be Decoded in 
the aforefaid Broth, and let the Woman fit 
in the Decoftion up to her Navel.

Sometimes the Woman proves Barren when 
there’s no impediment on either fide, except 
only in the nannerof the Ad: As when in the 
Ernifiion of th.e Seed, the Man is qiuc'k,aiui tiic 
Woman too fiow, whereby tliere is not an 
Ernifiion of both Seeds at the fame infiant,as

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the Rules of Conreption require, (according 
to the Opinions of the Ancients) Wherefore 
to take away this Incoovcnience, Mulier pre- 
par art acdifponi dtbet molli complexity lafcivis 
verbis ofcida Ufciviora mifcenAa. If this doth 
not fuffice before the Adi of Coition, foment 
the private Parts with the Decodtion of Betc- 
■ ny, Sage, Hyfop, and Calamint ^ and anoint 
the Mouth and Neck of the Womb with Musk 
and Civet. 

The Caufe of Barrennefs being removed, 
let the Womb be corroborated as follows. 

Take of Bay-berries, Maftick, Nutmeg, 
Frankincenfe, Cyprefs, Nuts, Laudani, Galba- 
ni, of each one Dram *, St yracis liquid two 
Scruples*, Cloves half a Scruple*, Ambergreefe 
two Grains i Musk 6 Grains \ then with Oyl 
of Spikenard make a Peflary. 

Take Red Roles, Lapidis H^matitis White- 
Frankincenfe, of each half an Ounce ; Sanguia 
Draconis, fine Bole, Maftick, of each two 
Drams; Nutmeg, Cloves,-of each one Dtam ; 
Spikenard halfaScruple: WithOylof Worm- 
wood make a Piaifter for the lower part of 
the Belly. Let her eat often of Eringo-roots 
condited \ and make an Inje<9:ion only of the 
Juice of the Roots of Satvrion. 

Theaptefl: time f>r Conception, isinflantly 
after the Menfts are ceas’d, becaule then the 
Womb is tbirily and dry, apt both to draw the 
Seed, and to retain it, by the roughnds of the 
inward Superficies. And bcfides, in fome, the 
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mouui wt the Wunbis turned unto the back or 
fide, and is not placed right, until the laft day 
of the Courfes. 

Excefsin all things is to be avoided : Lay 
afide all Paffions of the Mind ; Shun Study 
and Care, a.s things that are Enemies to Con- 
ception*, for if a Woman Conceives under fich 
Circumftanccsjhow wife fbever the Parerits are, ^ 
the Children at the beft will be but fooliOi, be- 
caufe the animal Faculties of the Parents, 
the Underftandin^ and the Relt (from whence 
the Child derives its Reafun) are, as it were, 
confufed, through the multiplicity of Cares 
and Cogitations, Examples here of we have in 
learned Men, who, after great Study and Care 
inftantly, accompanying with their Wives, of- 
ten beget very foolilh Children. A hot and 
moift Air is moft convenient, as appears by the 
Women in which ufually bring forth . 

three or four Children at one time. 
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Firpmty^ what it in what it confifis^ and 
how violated- Tegether with the Opinion of ' 
the Learned about the Aiatation of Sexes in 
the Womb^, during the Operation of X^aUire, 
in fronting the Body, 

'T^Hcre are many ignorant People^ that boaft 
of theVr Skill in knowledge <jf Virgi- 
nity% and •fo<TK:'V<'#giiT^ hard, 

ur. u. {; Cen lures' 
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Cenfares throagh their ignorant Determinati- 
ons : And therefore 1 thought it highly necellk’* 
ry to dear thisy point, that the to’^ering Ima* 
gi naticfns dt. conceited Ignorance may be 
brought down, tltat the Fair Sex (whofe V^er* 
tues are fo illallrioufly bright, that they bp^h 
excite our Wonder, and command our fmrta» 
tion) may be freed from the Calumnies ‘ and 
Detradions of Ignorance and Envy^, that ' 
their Honours may continue as Unfpotted, as * 
they have kept their Perfons Uht^htaminaredj 
and free from Defilement. 

Virginity, in a ftrift lenfe, does fignifie the 
Prime, the Chief, the Beit ofany thing, whii^^ 
makes Men fo defirous of nvarrying Virgins % 
imagining fome great Pleafure to be enjoyed 
in their Embraces, than in thbfe of Widows', 
or fuch as have before been lain vdthal : Tho’ 
not many Y ears ago a very grea t Perfon was of 
another mind, and thought (to ufe his own ex; 
prefRon)TW thegettingofa Midden headw^^ 
\fnch a piece of Drudgery^ as wds trore pr opr/ for 
-A' Porter fkan d Prince j bnt this was' only his 
I Ofknio.i, for moft Men, I ^ n fare, have other 
Sentiments. But, to our purpofe. 

1 he curious Enquiries inC(j Nature’s Secretsi 
have obfcrvedjtbat in young Maids, in the Sinus 
Pudoris^ or in that place that is called the Neck 
of the Womb, is -that Pendulous Prextudfion 
vulgarly called the Hymen, but more rightly 
the CUn^rum Firginale^vcA in the French But’ 
Un d* Rofe. or Rofe-Bud x bccaufe it fefeoi-

ble< ihs liud of a iCoIe expanded, or a Clove* 
gili'y flower, from whence is derived the word 
CosDcflower j and hence taking away 
of Virginity is called Deflowering a Virgin \ J 
inoft being of Opinion, that the Virginity is \ 
altogether loft, when this Duplication isfraftu* 1 
ced and diftjpated by Violence *, and when it j 
is found perfeft and intire, no Penetration has^ 
been made. And it is the Opinion of feme 
learned Phyficians, that there is not either 
Hymen or Skin expanded, containing Blood 
in it, which divers imagine in thefirfi Copula- 
tion flows from the fradlnatedExpanfe. 

, l^ow this CUnfirum Firginale^QX Flower, is 
edmpofed of four Carbuncles, or little Buds like 
Myrtle berries, which in. Virgins are full and 
plump, but in Women flag and hang loofe and ^ 
thefe are placed in the four Angles of the Sim 
TudorUf jovned together, by little Membranes ^ 
and Ligatures like Fibres, each of them fituate 
in theinteftaclesor fpaces between eacliCarbun* ! 
Cle, with Which, in a manner, they are propor- 
lionably dift ended, which Membranes being 
oncerdefacerated, denote jTe virgination and 
xnany inquifitive,and yet ignorant Perfons, find' ' 
ing their Wives defe<ftive herein the firft N igbCf 
of their Marriage, have thereupon furpeded ' 
their Chaftity, concluding another had been 
there before them. Now to undeceive fuch,I do | 
'affirm, That inch Fradure may happen divers i 
accidental w?.\ s, as well as by Copulation with* 
by violent Straining, Coughing, or 

bneezing, 
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Sneezing, It-oppiugot Urine, anti violent moti- 
on of the VeH’els, inforcibly fencli^ dowrt the 
Hu;Tiours, vvhicii prcfling for paflage, break 
the ligatures or iViembrane, fo that the inrirc- 
nefs, or fr^dturc ol that which is commonly 
taken for the Virg nity or MaideU'head, is no 
ablolure figii of Dill'.oneily % iho’ certain it is, 
that ’ns moref equently broke in Ccpulaiion 
than by any other means. 

1 have hearo, that at an vUfize hehi in Rut' 
larid^ a young Man was try’d for a Rape, in 
forcing a Virgin •, when, after divers quellions 
asked, and the Maii fwcaring pofitively to the 
matter, naming the time, place, and mam er of 
the Adion, it was, upon'mature Deliberation, 
refolved, that (he lliould be fearched by a skil- 
ful Chyrurgeon and two Midwives, who were 
to make their Report upon their Oath?,which 
after due Examination, they accoidingly did, 
affirming. That the Membranes were intire, 
and net dilacerstcci *, and that it was their O* 
pinion for that Rea(on, that her Body hs^dnot 
been penetrated which lb far wrought with 
the Jury, that the Friicner w^as acquitted ^ and 
the Maid afterward confelTed, fli.e fwore againft 
him out of Revenge, he having proirifed to 
marry her, and afterwards declined it. And 
thus much ihali lufficcto be-fpokencorcerning 
Virginity. ' . ■ 

I lhall now proceed to fay fomething of 
Nature’s Operation, in the Mutation of Sexes 
in the Womb. 
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This Foiiit is of much r.ecciiity, b v realbn of 
the different Opinions <;f Men relating to it. ■ 
Therefore, before any thing pofitivc can be af- 
ferted, it will be a! ogether convenient to recite 
u’hat hashci n delivered, as well in the negative 
as the affinnativ.'. And firfr, Plmeus^ 

who argues for the negative, writes thus : The 
Genital Part|ofbothb:xe?, a e fo unlike other, ^ 
in xSubftance,^ CQ-mpcfiiio!), bimaiion. Figure, 
AAion and life, that norhing is more unlike *, 
and, by h >w ormch all .-.th-.r paits of the Body 
(the Erealls excepud, wliicb in Women fwelT 
.more, becadfe Nature ordain’u Uie.n for fiuk- 
ling the. iidunt) i;ave an exad: refemblance, fo 
much the more do the Genital parts of one 
Sex, compared with the other, differ *, and if 
, their Figure be thus different, much more is 
their life. The Venereal Appetite alfo pro- 
ceeds from different caules | for in xMcfi it pra- 
ceedsfrom a defireof Emiflion.and in Women 
from a defire of Reception ; in Women alfb, 
the chiefeft of thofe parts are concave, and apt 
to receive, but in Men they are more porous. 

Thefe things confidered, 1 cannot but won- 
der (added he) how anv one can imagine, that 
the Genital Member of Female Births, Ihould 
be changed into tliofe that belong to Males, 
finceby thofe parts only the diftin^ion of Sexes 
is made *, nor can 1 w'cll repute the reafon of 
this vulgar Error to any thing, but the miftajee 
of unexpert Mid wives, who have been deceived 
by the evii Conformation of the parts which 
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in Ibme Mak Biahs may have happened to 
have had fome fmall Piotrufion^ not to have 
been difcerned, as appeared by theExample-of 
a Child Chridenei at Paris^ by the Name of 
Jonn^ as a Girl, which afterwards proved a 
Boy ; and on the contrarVi the over far Ex- 
tenfion of the Clytoris in Female Births, may 
have occsfioned the like Miftakes. Thus far 
Pliny proceeds in the Nigative \ and yet not* 
withftanding what he has faid, there are di- 
v£rs learned Pliyficians that have aiTeried the 
^iliinnative, of which number Galen is one : 
yi Man (faith he) ,^ different from a Woman 
in nothing elfe^ bat having, hif Genital Mem^ 
hers without bis Body^ whereas aWomatt has 
them within : And this is certain, That if Na- 
ture having formed a Man, would convert 
him into a Woman, flie hath no other Task 
to perfortijj . but to turn his Genital Member 
inward ; and lb to turn a Woman int^. a 
Man. by the contrary Operation. But this 
is to be underftood of the Child, when it 
is in the Womb, and not perfectly form- 
ed for, divers times Nature hath made a 
Female Child, and it hath fo remained in 
the Womb of the Mother for a Month 
or two, and afterwards, plenty of Heat 
encreafing in the Genital Members, they 
have iflued forth, and the Child has be- 
come a Male, yet retaining fome certain 
Geflures, unbefitting the Mafculine Sex, as- 
Female Adions, a Ihrill Voice, and a more 
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Effeminate Temper in ordinary. ContrJ.ri* ^ 
wife, Nature having often made a Male, and ^ 
cold Humours flowing to it, the Genitals have , 
been inverted, yet flill retaining a Mafculine j 
Air, both in Voice and Gerture. 

Now, tho* both thefe Opinions are fupport* ^ 
ed by feveral Reafons, yet I efleem the latter 
more agreeable toTrnth : For there is not that > 
vaft difference between the Genitals of the two 
Sexes, as Pliny would have us believe there is, 
for the Woman has in a manner the fart^g ’ 
Member with the Man, tho’ they appear rfec 
outwardly, but are inverted for the Conveni- 
ency of Generation, the chief difference being, 
that one is folid, and the other porous - and 
that the principal Reafon of changing Sexes is, 
and muff be attributed to Heat or Cold, fud- 
denly or flowly contraded, which operates ac- 
cording to its greater or leffer force. 


G H A P. XI. 

DireEiions and Cautions for Jlfidwives ^ 
and FirPtj How a Midwife ought to be 
(Qualified. 

A Midwife, that would acquit her fell 
well in her Employment, ought by 
no means to enter upon it ra/hly, or unadvi- 
fcdly, but with all imaginable Caution, con' 

fider* 
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fileriog that (he is accountable for all the 
Mifchief that befalls through her wilful Igno- 
rance or Negkd ; therefore let none take 
upon them this Office, barely upon pretence 
of their maturity of Years, and Child-bear- 
ing ; fpr in fuch, for the moft part, there arc 
divers things wanting that ought to be ob- 
ferved, which is the orcafion fomany Women 
and Children are lod : Now as for a Midwife 
in rpLition to her Perfon, thefe things ought 

be obferved, viz.. She tnuft neither be too 
Old nor too Young, neither extraordinary 
Far, nor weakened by Leannefs, but in a good 
habit of Bo'<y, nor fubjeA to Difeales, Fears, 
nor fudden Fright, her Body well fha^d,and 
neat in her Attire, her Hands fmooth and 
{mail, her Nails ever pared fhort not fuffering 
any Rings to be upon her Fingers, during the 
time ffie is doing her Office, nor any thing 
upon her Wrifts that may obftru<fi: j and to 
thefe’ ought to be added A(fbivity, and a con- 
venient Strength, with much caution and dili- 
gence ; not fubjeft to Drowfinefs, nor apt to 
be Impatient. 

As for her Manners, (be ought to be Cour- 
teous, Affable,' Sober, Chafte, and not fubje^ 
to Paffion 3 Bountiful, and Coir psffionate to 
the Poor, and not Covetous whert (lie attends 
upon the Rich. 

.Her Temper Chearful and Pleafant, that 
fhe may the better comfort her Patients in 
their dolorous Labours \ nor ffie at any. 
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time tpake aver much hafte, the/ her bufiners 
niould refiuire her in another place., left Hie do 
thereby indajiger the Mother or the C.hild. 

. pf Spirit flic ought to be wary, prudent, 
and cunning : Hut, above all, the Fear of God 
ought ^o have the Afcendant in her Soul, which 
will give her both Knowledge and Difqretion,. 
as the Wife M.;n tells us. 
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farther DireUioas to A'fidiiHves^ teaehnig 
them what they might to do and JP hat 
>. to avoid. 

CInce the CflFtce of a Mb'iwife has fb greatan 
^ Influence upon the well or ill doing of VV'o- 
men and Children, in the firll pl-ce let her 
bediliger.’i to acquire whatever knowl'-dgernay 
be advantag.ous to her I'l adiice, never thinking 
herfelf fo perfed,but that fl.e may add to her 
Knowledge by Study aud Expeiiencc, yet 
never let her make any Experiments at her 
Patients cofl^nor apply any Remedies in that 
cafe, unlefsiiie liasieiihertry’d them, or knows 
that thry'jl dono*Earm, pradifing neither upon 
Poor hor Rich, but fpeaking freely what fbe 
knows •, and by no means preferibing fuch Me- 
dicines as will caufe Abortion, though defired, 
which is a high degree of wickedncls, and may 
be termed Murder. If flie be fent for by them 

Die 
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(lie knovvj not, let her be very cautious e’er Ibe 
goes, kft by laying an Infectious Woman, ftie 
endangers the fpoiling of otheis, as fometimes 
happens. Neither muft (he make her Houfc 
a Receptacle for great-belly’d Women to dif- 
charge their Burdens in, left her Houfe get an 
if! name, and fiie thereby lofe her Prafticc. 

In layingof Women, if the Birth happen to 
be large and difficult, (he muft not feem to be 
conceniM, but n uft chear up tlie Woman, and 
^do what Ihc can to make the Labour eafy, for 
which (he may find Direftions in the Second 
Parc of this Book. 

She rnuft never think of any thing butdoing 
ive'!, caufing all things to be in a readinefs, 
that are proper for the Work, and theftreng- 
thening of the V\ Oman, and receiving of the 
Child. And, above all, let her take cave to 
keep the Woman from beitig unruly when her 
Throws are coming upon her, left (he thereby 
endai?ger her cwm Lik at^d the Childs. 

.^he muft alfo take care (he be not too hafty 
in her bufinefs, but wait God’s Idfure for the 
Birth ; And by no means let her differ her felf 
to be diforder’d by fear, though things fhould 
not go' well, left it ftiould make her uncapabk 
^ glvfng that affiftance which the labouring 
Weman ftands in need of-, tor, when we are 
moft at a lots, then there is moft need of Pru- 
dence to fet things aright. 

And now, becaufe (he can- never be a skilful 
Midwife^ that knows nothing but what is to 
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be feen outwardly, I jfhall not think it amiis, 
but on the contrary highly necelTary, with 
modefty todefcribe the (generative Parts of 
Women, as they have been Anatomized by 
the Learned, and Ihew the ufe of fuch Vel^els 
as are contriboted to Generation. 
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Of the Genitals of External and Iri' 

ternalj to the f^ejfcls oj the Womb. 

I F it were not for Puhlick Benefit, erpecidlJy 
of the Pra<?fitioners and Profen ors of the 
Art ofMidwifei'v, i (hould fi)rbear to treat of 
thefe Secrets of Nature, becaufe they may be 
turned by fome lafcivious and lewd Perfons ii> 
to Ridicule, but they being abfolutely neceiia- 
ry to be known, in order to Puhlick Good, 
I will not omit them, beeru'e feme may make 
a wrong ufe of them. 

Thofe Parts which offer themfelves to view at 
the bottom of the Belly are ihs. Fi(fnra Magt^ 
or the Great Chink, vvith its Labia, or Lips, 
the Mans E'enerii, and the Hair. Thefe are 
called by the general Name oi Pudenda, from 
Shamefac’dnefs, becaufe when they are bared, 
they bring Tudor or Shame upon a Womau. 
The Fijfura Magna reaches from the lower 
part ot the Os Pubis, to within an Inch of 
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the Anni : But it is lefs and cloler in Maids, 
than in thofe that have borne Children ; and 
has two Lips, which towards the Phbk grow 
thicker and more full, and meeting upon the 
midd le of the Os makes that riling Hill 
that is called APons or the Hill of 

F’ ituis. 

The next things that offer y are the Nympha 
and Clytoris, the forn^er .of which ii of a mem~ 
irranvandfilmvShbjiAncey Sfong\'y Softy and 
partly flejhyy of a red Coionry in the (hape of 

’tfiSy two in nambery tkw from their rife they 
are jayned in an Acute Angle y producing there 
^ fluffy Sifffancey which cloaths the Clytoris, 
and fometimes' they fpread fa far.^ that Incifon 
is required to make way for the Man’s Infir a- 
mem of G eneration. 

The Clytoris is a Subfiance in the upper part 
of the DivifioHy where the two Wings concHVy 
and is the Seat of T'eneral Pleafure, beings 
like a Tard m Situationy Subfancey Compofiti- 
on and Erethony growing fometimes out of 
the Body two IncheSy hut that never happens^ 
mlefs through extream Lulty or extraordinary 
Accident. 7 his Clytoris confifis of two fpom 
gy and skinny Bodies ; containing a dilHnci Ori- 
ginal ffom the Os Fitbisy the head of it being 
covered with a tender Shiny having a hole or 
Pajfage like the Penis, or tard of Many tho 
not quite through^ in whichy and the htgnefs, 
it only differs from it. 

T he next things in courft are the flelhy Knobs 

and 
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and the j^reat Neck ©f the Womb : And thefe 
Knobs are behind the Wings,' bei?ig fddr in 
nnmber, and refemble Myrtle berries, being 
placed Quadrangular, one a 9 ainfl: the 6ther, 
and in this place is inferred to the Orifice of 
the Bladder, which opens it feirmto the^Fiffures 
to evacuate the Urine, for fectiringol which 
from Cold, ot the like Inconvenier.cy, one of 1 
thefc Knobs are placed before it, and il:uts up 
the Pafiage. 

The Lips of thC' Womb that ncxt appear, be- 
ing feparated, difclofe the Neck the eofandirt 
them two thidgs arc to be obferved, tVhich is,. 

The Neck it felf,. and the f-iymen^ 'hax mort 
properly the f^irginde^ of which i 

have before dikourfed. By the Heck of r'.e 
Womb is to be underwood the Channel that is 
between the aforefaid ' Knobs, and the inner 
Bone of'the Womb, Vhich receives rhe Perns 
like a Sheath % and thatdt may the better be I 
dilated froin the Pleafiire of Procreation, the 
fubftance of it finewy, and a little fpongy, 
and in this Concavity are divers Folds, or Or- 
bicular Pleats, made by Tunicles, wrinkled 
like art expanded Rofe, in Virgins they plain- 
ly appear, bu*: in Women that have often ufed 
Copulation, they are extingui/hed (b that the 
inner fide of the Womb’s Neck appears fmooth, 
and in old Women it becomes more hard ancL 
grifly ; But tho’ this Channel be at fometimes 
writhed and crooked, linking down, yet in the ^ 
time of Copula tion, Labour, or the Monthly 

Purga- 
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Purgations, it is ere-ftcd and extended, which. 
Pver extenfijn occafionetli the pains m Child- 
birth. 

The H\>mfn or Clcmflrtim t'^irghiale^ is that 
which clofes the Neck of the VVo:nb ib.dng(as 
I have before cited in tlie Chapter relating to 
Virginity) broken in the firft Copulation, its- 
ufe being ready to ibiy the nnti'nely, Courfts 
in Virgin:, than ro au? other end ; and com-, 
monly when it is br^)ke in Copulation, or by 
any other Accident, a fmi'l quantity of Blood 
flows from it, attending with forie little pain. 
From whence forne oblerve, that between the 
Duplicity of the two rnnicles, which oniditute 
the NecK of the Wo.nbj tliere are many Veins 
and Arteries running along, and arifing from 
the VeiTelson both fides the Thigh?, and 
palling into the Neck of the Womb, being vet/ 
large, and the reafon thereof is, for that tVe 
Neck of the Bladder reqpires to be filled with' 
abundance of Spirits, thereby to be dilated, 
for Its better taking hold of the /’c-w, there 
being great heat required in fuch Motions, 
whicri becoming more Intenfe by the Adf of 
Frication, 'con fumes a confiderable quantity of 
TUpifluK, i.a thrfupplyin^ of which, large yd* 
fels are'aliogcther necefiary. 

Another caufe of the longnefs of thefe Vef- 
fclsis, by reaPon the Mmfes mike -their way 
through them, which often occafions Wo nen 
> with Child to continue their Purgations^ for, 

■ tho’ the Womb be (liut up, yet the paflage ip,, 

she 
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the neck cf the Womb, through which thcfe 
Vefifels pafs, arc open : In this cafe there is 
farther to be obferved, that as foon as you 
penetrate the Pedendumy there appears two 
little Pits or Holes, wherein is contained an 
Humour, which by being expunged in time of 
Copulation, greatly delights the Woman. 


C H a'p, XIV. 

^ Defcrfptien of the Womb’s Fahrick^ the prC’ 
paring P'ejfels^ and Tefiicks in Women j as. 
alfo of the different and Ejaadatory P^effels. 

TN the lower-part of the Hypogadriou,, 
where the Hips are widelf and broadeft 
(they being greater and brc.ader thereabout 
than thofc of Men) for which reafon, they 
have likewife broader Buttocks than Men) 
is the Womb joyned to its Neck ; and is 
placed between the Bladder and ftraitGut, 
which keeps it from fwaying or rowling, 
yet gives it Liberty to ftrcidi and dilate 
it felt, and again to contrad, as Nature 
in that cafe difpofes it : Its Figure is in a 
mann^ rouiid, and not unlike a Gourd, 
leffening a little, and growing more accute 
toward one end, being knit together by its 
iwopcr Ligaments; its Neck likewife is joyn- 
cU by its own fubilance, and certain Mem- 
branes 
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brants that fallen it to Os S-iO.im^ and [lie 
Share-b'6ne; As to- its larg nels, that rruch 
differs in . Women C'^vicialiy the differe'^ce 
is great between inch as have borne Chil- 
dren, and ihofe that i;ave borne none ; in 
fubftance it is fo thick, mat it exceeds a 
Thumb’B breadth, which after Conception is 
fo far from decreafing, that; it aug^nents to 
a greater proportion, and the more to ftreng- 
then it, it is interwoven with Fibres over- 
thwart, which are both flrait and winding, 
and its proper Veffels are Veins, Arteries and 
Nerves : and amongft thefe there are two lit- 
tle Veins, which pais from the Spermatick 
Veffels to the bottom of the Womb, and 
two larger from the Hypi gaftricks, vvh|th 
touch both the bottom and the Neck ^ the 
mouth of thefe Veins piercing as far as the in- 
ward Concavity. 

T'he Womb hath alfo two Arteries on both 
Jides^ the Spermatic k Fejfels and the Hypo- 
gajirickf which (Hit accompany the yeins^and 
bejtdes^ there are divers divers little Nerves^ 
that are knit and' intwined in the form of a 
I^ety which, are alfo extended throaghout^even 
from the bottom to the Pudenda themfelves, 
being chiefly placed for Senfe and Pleafarty 
mQVii^g in Sympathy between the Head and 
Womb. - 

Now it is to be farther noted, that by reaibn 
of the two Ligaments that hang on either fide 
the Womb, from the Share bone, pierce- 
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ing through liie ir erit mAumy aitd ; joyncd to 
the Bone it felf, the Womb is moveable upon 
fundry occafions, often falling, Ipw^ pr rifmg 
high. As for the Neck of the Womb, it is 
of ati exquifite feeling, fo that if it be at any 
time out of order, by being troubled with a 
Schirrofity, over Fatuefs, Moifture, or RdaK* 
ation, the Womb is fqbjeded thereby to Bar* 
rennefs : In thofe that are with Child, there 
frequently days a moift gluttonous Matter in 
the entrance to facilitate the Birth ; for, at 
the lime of Delivery, the Mouth of the Womb 
is opened, to fuch a widends, as is conformable 
to the bignefs of the .Child, faffering an equal 
Dilation from the bottom to the top. 

As for the Preparatory or Spermatick Vef* 
fels in Women, they confifl of two Veins 
and two Arteries, not differing fro.n thole in 
a Man, but only of their largenefs and man- 
ner of Infertation ; for the number of Veins 
and Arteries, are both the fame as .in Men^ 
the right Vein ilfuing- from the Trunk of the 
hollow Vein defeending, and the left, from 
the Emulgent Vein ■, and on the fide of 
them arc two Arteries, which grows frdh 
the j4orta. 

As to the length and breadth of thefe 
Velfels, they are narrow, , and ’/liorter.- in 
Women than in Men ; only obferve-' they 
are more wreathed and contorted than in 
Men, as Oirinking together, '.by reafon 'of 
their fliortnefs, that they may by their-, loole:; : 
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nefs be better flrerched our, whan occa- 
fioii requires it. AnJ tliefe V^tlTels in Women 
are carrie-l with an iniirec^l courfc through 
the lefTer Guts to the Tdlide^, but are in the 
mid way divided into two Branches, the 
greater going to the Stones, conftituiing in 
various or winding Body, and wonderfully 
inoculating \ the Icder Branch ending in the 
Womb, iti the fide of which it dirperfeth it 
fell, and eipecially at the higher part of the 
bottom of the Womb, f;r ics Nourinimeot, 
and that part of the Contdes may putge 
through the VeleU j and feeing the Teliicles 
in Women are feared near the Womb, for 
that caufc thefe Veliels fall not from the iV- 
ritonxum^ neither make they much Palfage, as 
in Men, nor extending themfelves to the fliare- 
bone. 

The Stones in Women, commonly called 
the Tefticlef, perform not the lame Adion 
as in Men •, they are alG different in their 
location, bignersjtCiTjperainent, fubifance, form, 
and covering. As for the place of their 
feat, it is in the hollownefs of the j^bdo- 
men^ neither are they pendulous, but reif 
upon the Mufcles of the Lyons, fo that they 
may, by contracfhng the greater heat, be 
more Fruitful, their Office being to contain 
the Ova or Egg, which being impregnated 
by the Mans oeed, ineenders Man *, yet 
they differ from thofe^f Men in Figure, 
by reafon of their lefnefs or flatnels at 
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each cud, n;)t being (b round or ovai. The 
external Superficies being Hke<r'ife more un- 
equal, appearing like the Coaipofition of a 
great many Knots and Kernels mixed together 5 
there is difference alfo in their fubftance, they 
bein^ much more. loft and pliable, loofe, and 
not To wd! compaiffed. 

Their bignefs and temperament beitrglike- 
wife different, for they are rqiich colder and 
leffer than ihofe in Men •, a's fur their cover- 
ing orinclofure, it differs extrean.ly ♦, for, as 
Mens are wrapped in divers Tunicles, by rea- 
fon they are externaily Pendulous, and lubjedb 
to divers I-. juries, unlefs fo fenced by N. ture \ 
fo Women’s Stones being Internal, and lefs 
fubjed to Cafualty, are covered with one Tu> 
nicle or Membrane, which though it clofely 
cleave to them, yet are they likewife half co- 
vered with the Per'ttcn<ium. 

The Ejaculatory Veffcls are two obfeure 
Paffages, one on eitlKr ff-dc, nothing differing 
from the vSpermruick Veins in Subharce \ rife 
they do, on one part from the bottom’ of 
the W»mb, not reaching from their other 
Extremity, cither to the Stones, or to any 
ether part, but Ibut, up, and unpaliable, ad- 
hering to the Womb, as the Colon dues to 
the blind Gut, and winding half way about ^ 
though the Tefficks arc remote to them, 
and touch them not, yet they are tyed to 
them by certain Membranes, refetnbliiig the 
Wings of a Batt , through which certain’ 
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Veins and Arteries pailing from the end of 
the Tefticles, may be termed he^to have 
their PafTages proceeding from the corners 
of the Womb to the Tefiicks, and are ac- 
counted the proper Ligaments, by which the 
Tefiicles and Womb are united, and ftrong- 
]y knit together •, and thefe Ligaments in 
Women arethe Cremafters in Men *, of which 
I fliall fpeak tnpre largely, when 1 come to 
defcribe the Ma feu line Parts conducing to Ge- 
neration. ‘ , 
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CHAP. XV. 

Difcourfe of the Vfe and jiBion of the fe- 
<veral Tarts in Womew-i appropriated to Cc' 
neration^ &c. 

T he Externals, commonly called the Tu- 
denda^ are dcfigned to cover the great 
Orifice, and that to receive the Penis^ or 
Yard, in the Ad of Coition, and give palTage 
to the Birth and Urine. The ufeofthe Wings 
and Knobs, like Myrtle berries, are for the fe- 
curity of the internal parts, fliutting the Ori- 
fice and Neck of the Bladcfcr, and by their 
Swelling up, caufe Tituhtion and Delight 
in thofe Parts, and alfo to obftrud the unvo- 
luntary pafiage of the Urine. 

The Adion of the Clytoris in Wouien, 
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is like rliai: of the P(?iu in Men, viz.. Erecti- 
on : And ies cii'er end is like the GL'ifis of 
the Penis., and has the fa-ne Name. -And as 
the Ohms in Man i? riie Seat of the greateil: 
P!eafu;:e in Conception, fo is this in Women, 
whence ’tiscalkd Amoris dnkedo, <2^ ty£firtim 
Vineris. 

The x^dion and Ufe of die Neck of the 
Womb, is equal with that of the Penis., viz.. 
Eredion, oCciifioned diyers ways. For firft 
in Copulation, it is ereded and made ffrait 
for the palTage of the Penis to the Womb. 
Secondly, w hi 1ft the PaflTage is repkated 
with Spirit and V'ital Blood, it becomes more 
fttait for embracing the Penis : And as for 
the Coiivcniency of Eredion it is two fold. 
Firft, becaufe if the Neck of the Vv^orab was 
not eredied, the Yard could have no conve- 
nient pallage to the Womb. Second ly, it hin* 
ders any hurt or damage that might enfue, 
through the violent Concuflion of the Yard, 
during the time ef Copulation. 

As for the Vdfels that paA through the 
Neck of the Womb, their Office is to re- 
plenifli it with Blood and Spirit, that Hill, as 
the Moirture confumesby the heat contraded 
in Copulation, it may by thofe Veflels be re- 
newed. But their chief bufinefs is, to convey 
Nutriment to the Womb. 

The Womb has many Properties attributed 
to it, as Fir ft, Retention of the fecundated Egg, 
and this is properly called Conception. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, Tocherilh and nourifii it, till Na- 
ture has frao^ed the Child, and brought it to 
Reiie^tion. And then it ftrongly operates in 
fending forth the Birth, wlien the timeof its re- 
maining there is expired^ dilating it felf in a 
wonderful manner : And fo aptly rciroved 
from the Senfes, that nothing of In.ury can pro- 
ceed from thence, retaining in it felf a power 
atid frrength to operate and cafl: forth the 
Birth, unlefs by accident it he rt^der’d defici- 
ent ^ and then, toftrengthen and enable if. 
Remedies muft be applied by SkilfuijHands j 
EHrcdions for the applying of which, (ball be 
given in the .Second Part. 

The ufe of the preparing Vefiels;iis thU : 
The Arteries convey the Blood to the 
clcs, part whereof is fpent in the NourilhiHent 
of them, and the Produ<Jfion of thole little Blad- 
ders (in ail things refembling Eggs) through 
wlwch the Praparantia^tun, and are obli- 
terated in them. And as for the Veins, their 
Office is to bring back what Blood remains 
from the ufes aforefaid. 

The VelJels of this kind are much fhortcrin 
Women than in Men, by realbn of their near- 
nefs to the Stones, which defed: is yet made 
good bvthc many intricate windings to which 
tnofe V cfiels are fubjeds, for in the middle way 
they divide themfelves into two Branches tho’ 
differen t in magnitude, for one being greater 
than.the'btber, paTeth to the Stones 

The Bioiies Women are very ttfefulftt for 
' where 
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where they are dcrei^ijve, Oener-ation^work is 
at an end y for although thofe little Bladders 
which are on their outward Superficies^ con- 
tain nothing of Seed, as the Fdllowers.of Get- 
itn 2 i\d Hipocrates d\d ctronioufly imagine, 
yet they contain feveral Eggs, (generally to 
the number of twenty in each TefticleJ one 
of which being impregnated by the molt fpi- 
rituous part' of the Man’s Seed, in the Aft of 
Coition, defeends tlivough the Ovi-dufts into 
the Vvdmb, and from thence, in procefs of 
time, becomes a living Child. 

TheirTigure is not altogether round, but 
flat, and deprelTed On the fiaes jin their lower 
part Oval, but in their upper, where the Blood 
Veffels enter them, more plain ^ and have 
only one Mentfe'rane about them, that the heat 
may have the eafier aci*efs. 
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Of the Organs of Generation in Aian, 

H Aving given you a Defeription of the Or* 
gans of Generation in Woman, with the 
Anatomy ofthe Fsbric.>< ;ftbe W'omb, I fliall 
now (to com pleat the fir ft part of this Treatife) 
give you alio the 'Anatomy of the Organs of 
Genera ti (in in Man, and h.<w they are fitted 
lo the ufe tbr wliich Katufe defign’d them. 

That 
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The Inftrament of Generation in Man(coin- 
monly called th^T^rd^ and in the Latin Pentfy 
4 pedendo^ bccaafe it hangs without the Belly) 
is in an Organicai Part, which confifts of Skin, 
Tendons, Veins, Arteries, Sinews, and great 
Ligaments *, and is long and round, and on the 
upper fide flattifli,feated under ih^Ojfn 
and ofdain d by Nature partly for Evacuation 
of Urine, and parti y for conveying the Seed in- 
to the Matrix, For which end, it is full of 
Tmall Potes, thro’ which the Seed pafles into 
it from the and alfo the 

l^eck of the V'efica Viinaria^ which pours out 
the Urine when they make Water. Befidesthc 
common parts as the Cuticle, the Skin, and 
the Meniwanfi Carnofa, it hath thefe proper 
. or internal parts, viz., the Vno Nervous Bodies. 
the Septum^ the Vrethra,lht Glam. Four Muf 
clesy and th^^efels. The Nervous Bodies (lo 
called) are furrounded with a thick white ner- 
vous Membrane, but their inmoft fubftance is 
fpongy, confiftiug chiefiy of Veins, Arteries, 
"‘and nervous Fibres, interwoven together like a 
' Net ; And When the Nerves are filled with 
Animal Spirits, and the Arteriw with hot and 
fpiritous Blood, then the Penis is diftended, 
and becomes Ereift i bot when the influx of the 
Spirits ceafes, then the Blood and remaining 
Spirits are abforded by the Veins, and fo tlie 
Penis becomes Umber and flaggV • Below thele 
Nervous Bodies is the Vrethra^ and whenmr

common Coats confiftsof the CttHcula, or true 
$kin, and is called the Semiv/w, hanging oiit of 
the Abdemen like a Puffe. The innermoft is 
the MembranaCarnofa. The proper Goats’ 
are alfo two, the outer e^Wed JEUotroidesy or 
Ftgindesy the inner Albaginea^ into the outer 
are infer ted the Cremafter ; to tjie upper part 
\,of the Te/?ex arc fixed the Epididymdes^ or 
from whence arife Vifferen*

tia^ or Ejaculatoria ’.y which, when they come 
near the neck, of the bladder dcpofite the Seed 
into yejicHU Semiiiales. Thefe f^e/icHh 
Seminules are two, 'each like a bunch of Grapes, 
and emit the Seed into the Vrethra^ in the aft 
of Copulation. 

Near them are the Trofiata, about the big- 
r nefs of a Wall-nut, and joyns to the neck of 
the bladder 5 Authors cannot agree about the 
ufe of them ; but mort are of Opinion, that they 
afford an oily, flippery , and fat humour, to be* 
fmear the Vrethra, whereby to defend the 
fame from the Acrimony of the Seed and Urine, 
But the Veflels which convey the blood to the 
Teftes, out of which the Seed is made, are the 
Arteria S^erm^tiea^ and are alfo two. The 
veins which ca«y out the remaining blood arc 
two, and have the name of F tna SpermAtica. 


CHAP. XVI. 

A Word of Advice to both Sexes ^ being

S INCE Nature has implanted in every 
Creature a natural Defire of Copulation, 
for the increafe and propagation of its kind j 
and more efpecially in Man, the Lord of the 
Creation, and Mato* piece of Nature, that 
£ 2 fe 
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|o noble a i-'iece ot cue Divine Workmanihip | 
might not perifli *, fomething ought to be faid i 
concerning that, it being the Foundation ot all 
that we have hitherto beea treating of *, fince ; 
without Copulation there can be no Genera- I 
tion. Seeing therefore there depends To much j 
upon it, I thought it ncceflary (before i con- 1 
•eluded this firft Part) to give fuch Diredionj^ 
to both Sexes for the performing of that A(5t, ■ 
as may make it efficatious to the end for which ; 
Nature defign’d it. But it lliall be done with ! 
that caution, as not to offend the chafleft Ear, ! 
nor put the fair Sex to the trouble of a Blull), 
in reading it. 

Firft therefore, when a married Couple, from 
a defire of having Children, are about to 
make ufc of thofc means that Nature has or- 
dain’d to that purpofe, it would be very pro- 
per to cherifli the Body with Generous Refto- 
ratives, that fo it may be brisk and vigorous : 
And if their Imaginations were charm’d with 
fweet and melodious Airs, and all Cares and 
Thoughts of Bufinefs drown’d in a glafs of ra- 
cy Wine, that their Spirits may be rais’d to < 
the higheft pitch of Ardour and Joy, it would . 
not be amifs : For any thing of Sadnefs, Trou*^! 
ble and Sorrow, are Enemies to the delights of 
Venus*, and if at fuch times of Coition, there 
fliould be Conception, it would have a xnalevo* 
lent cfFed upon the Children. But tho’ Ge- , 
nerous Reftoratives may be us’d for the invigo- 
rating N^urft yet ^ccis is carefully to be ‘ 

avoided 
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avoided ; for ic will allay the brisknels of the 
Spirits, and render ’em dull«nd languid, and 
alfo hinders digeftion, and fo muft needs be an 
Enemy to Copulation : For it is Food mode- 
rately taken that is well digefted, and what is 
well digefted creates good Blood, and good 
Blood creates good Spirits^and enables a Man 
with vigour and adivity ri? perform thedidates 
of NMure. It is allb highly nccefifary that in 
their mutual Embraces they meet each other 
with an equal Ardour : For if their Spirits flag 
on cither paft, they will fall fhort of what Na- 
ture requires *, and the Woman either mils of 
Conception, or elfe the Children prove weak 
in their Bodies, or defedive in their llnder- 
ftandings. And therefore I do advife ’em, be- 
fore they begin their Conjugal Embraces, to 
invigorate their mutual Deflres, and make their 
Flames burn with a fiercer Ardour, by thole 
endearing ways that Love can better teadi 
than I can write. 

And when they have done what Nature can 
require, the Man mufl have a care he does net 
part too foon from the Embraces of his Wife, 
left feme fudden interpofingCold fliouldflrikc 
into the Womb, and occafion a Mifcarriage, 
and thereby deprive them of the Fruit of 
their Labour. 

And when after fome fmall convenient time 
the Man has withdrawn himlelf, letthe Woman 
gently betake her felf to Reif, with all imagi* 
liable ferenity and compofurc of. Mind, free 
E 3 ftoia. 
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from all anxious and dilb-rhing Tljou<^hts, or 
any other kind of Pcruirbatii n whatsoever : 
And let her, as much as flie can, forbear turn- 
ing her felf from that fiJe^on which llie firfl 
rcpofes: And by all means kt her avoid Cough* 
ing and vSneezmg, which, by irs violent Con* 
C'.iliion of the Body, Ms a great Enemy to Con- 
c ption, if it happen foon afie-r the Ad of 
Coition. 

And thus I have finiflied the Part of 
this Treatife : which, I hope, will bet® the 
honeft and fober Reader^ Satisfadion.

Firft, Touching the Womb : Of the 
d^it is called M E T R the Mother ^ or 
D E L P H O V Sy faith Prefeiau^ becaufe it 
makes us all Brothers. 

1 1 is placed in the Hypogajiriititu, or lower 
part of the Body, in the Cavity called Pelvis^ 
having the {freight Gut on one fide to keep it 
from the hardnefs of the Back bone; and the 
Bladder on the other fide, to defend it from 
Blows. The form or fi^re of it is like a Viril 
Member, only this excepted, the Manhood is 
outward and the Womanhood within. 

It is divided into the Neck and the Body. 
The Neck conQfts of a hard flcfliy Subffahce, 
much like a Cartilage \ at the end whereof 
there is a Membrane tranfverfly placed, called 
Hynun^ or Engion. Near alfo unto the Neck, 
there is a prominent Pinacle, which is called 
oi Mont Anus ^ the Door of the Womb, becaufe 
it preferveth the Matrix from Cold and 
Dull. Of the Gr^zeians it is called K L TTO- 
RIS \ of the LAtl^Sf Pr<eputiufn Muliebre^ 
becaulc the 5^w/]f> Women did abufethis part 
to their own mutual Lufl, as St. Patil fpeaks, 
Kmans^ i, 2(5.

The Body of the Womb is that wherein th® 
Child is conceived I and this is not altogether 
round, but dilates its felf into two Angles, the 
outward part ofit is Nervous, and full or Si- 
news, which are the caufe of its motion *, but 
inwardly it is flefliy. 

It is fabuloufly Reported, That in the cavity 
of the Womb there are even divided Cells, or 
Receptacles for humane Seed. But thofe that 
have feen Anatomies, do know there are but 
two \ and likewife, that thofe two are not di- 
vided by a Partition, but only by a Line, or 
Suture running through the raidil ofit. In the 
right fide of the Cavity, by reafon of the heat 
of the Liver, Males arc conceived. In the left 
fide, by the coldnels of the Spleen, Females are 
begotten. And this do moft of our Moderns 
hold for an infallible Truth •, yet Hifpocrates 
holds it but in the General ; For in whom 
(faith ht) the Spermatick Vefiel of the right 
fide comes from the Reins, and the Spermatical. 
Vefiel of the left fide from the hollow Vein in 
them Maks are conceived in the left fide, and 
Females in the right. Well therefore,^may I 
conclude with the faying of Empidoclesy Such, 
fometimes is the power of the Seed, that a 
Male may be conceived in the left fide as 
well as in the right. In the bottom of the Ca- 
vity there are little holes called thiCotyledone^ 
which are the end of certain Veins and Ar- 
teries, ferving in breeding Women to convey 
hftenance to the Child, which is refelyed by 
£ 5 thc- 
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the Umbilical Vein ; and others to carry the 
Gourfcs into the Matrix. 

Now, touching the Menftruals, tliey are 
i^ned to be a Monthly Flus<of Excremen- 
titious and UnproHuble Blood. 

In which we are to Note, That the matter 
flowing forth is Excrernentitious *, which is to 
be underftood cf the Superplus or Redundan- 
cy of it : For it is an Excrement in quaitity,. 
in quality being pure and corrupt, like unto, 
the Blood in the Veins. 

And that the menftruous blood is pure, and 
Amply of it felfj all one in quality with that 
in the Veins, is proved two ways : Fir ft, from 
the final caufc of the blood, which is the pro- 
pagation and confcrvation of Mankind *, that. 
Man might be conceived ; and being begotten,, 
he might becoxforted and prcferved,bothin 
the Womb and cut of the Womb. And all. 
will grant it for a Truth, that the Child,, 
while k is in the Matrix, is nourifted with 
the blood \ and it is as true. That being out 
of. the Womb it is ftill nourifhcd in the. 
fame \ for the Milk is notliing hut the men*, 
llruous blood made white in the brefts \ and 
1 am fur ei, Wo.man’s Milk is not thought to be 
venemous, but of a nutritiyc'quality, anfwera* 
ble to the tender nature of the Infant. Se- 
condly, It is proved. to be. pure from the. Ge- 
neration of Ujit being the Supei fluity, of the 
kft.AUment of thcFIefhly Parts* 
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It may be Objefted, if the blood be not of 
a hurtful Quality, How can it caufe fuch vcr 
nemous Effects ^ as if the fame fall upon Tree* • 
and Herbs, it maketh the one barrer>, and tnor" 
tmes the other : j^veroes writes. That if a 
Man accompany with any menftruous Woma» 
u file conceive, flie, (ball bring forth a Leper. 
Eanfwer, this Malignity is contraded in the 
Womb, for the Woman wanting native heat 
to digefi this Superfluity, fends it to the Ma*^ 
triy, where feating it felf until the Mouth 6f 
the Womb be dilated, it comes corrupt and. 
venemous, which may eafily be, conudering^ 
the heat and moiflnefs of the place. This blood 
therefore, being out of his VeHels, offends in 
quality : In this Senfe let us underftand EIL 
ny^ FtrmlieHS^ Florm^ and the reft of that,' 
Torrent. But if Frigidity be the caufe why. 
Women cannot digeft all their M Nourifts 
ment, and confequently that they have tbefe 
Purgations \ it remains to give a reafon why 
they are of fb cold a Conftitution more than 
Men i which is this : 

The natural end of Men and Womcn^s Being ; 
is to propagate, and this Injundion was impo* 
fed upon them^ by GOD at their firft Crea- 
tion, and again after the Deluge. Now in 
the Ad of Conception, there oiuft be an A- 
gent and a Patient ; for if they be both cve.^f * 
way of one Conftitatioii, they cannot pa- 
gate : Man therefore. is Hot and T Wo^ 
saan.Cold Moiff j he is f* fhs 
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the Patient, or weaker Veffel, that /he /hould 
be fubjed to the O/hcc of the Man. It is ne* 
ccfTary the Woman fliould be of a cold Con- 
ftitution, becanfe in her is required a redun- 
dancy of matter for the Infant depending on 
her : For otherwife, if there were not a Super- 
plus of Nourifliment for the Child more than 
is convenient for the Mother, then would the 
Infant detrad, and weaken the principal parts 
of the Mother *, and like unto the Fiper^ the 
Generation of the Infant would be the Deftru- 
dion of the Parent. 

Thefe Monthly Purgations continue from- 
the 15th Year to the 46th or yoth. Yet of- 
ten there happens a fupre/iion, which is ei- 
ther Natural or Mcrbifieal. They are natu* 
rjtlly fupprefl in breeding Women, and fuch 
as give fuck. The Morbifical fuppre/Tion falls 
DOW into our M;thod to be fpoken of.

The Caufeof this Suppreffion is 
cither External or Internal. The External 
Caufe may be heat or drynefs of the Air, im- 
moderate watching, great labojr, vehement mo* 
tion, &c. whereby the matter is To confuir.cd, 
and the body fo exhaulled, that there is not a 
Superplus remaining to be expelled ; as is Re- 
corded of the Amaxj>nes^ who being aftive, 
and always in motion, had their Fludions very 
little, or not at all. Or it may be caufed by 
Cold *, which is moft frequent, making the 
Blood Vifeous and Grofs, condenfing and bind* 
ing up the PalEigcs that it cannot flow forth. 

The Internal Caufe is either Inftrumental 
or Material 3 in the Womb or in the Blood. 

In the Womb it may be divers ways \ by 
Apqflhumes, Tumours, Ulcers, by the narrow- 
nefs of the Veins and Paflages, or by the Omen' 
mm or AV//, in fat Bodies, prefling the Neck 
of the Matrix, but then they muft hu\te Her^ 
ni^Zirba’ii \ for in Mankind the Kell reachetfa 
not fj low. By over-much Cold or Hear, 
the one vitiating the Adion, and the other 
confuming the Matter, By an evil Compofl- 
tion of the Uterine Parts, by the Neck of the 
Womb being turned afide, and fometimes,tlio* 
rarely, by a membrane, or excrcflence of flelb 
growing about the mouth or neck of the Womb.

the Countenance of a Man. But thefe 1 judge 
rather to be Anthropophagy Women-caters, 
than Women-breeders, becaule they confumc 
one of the Principles of Generation, which 
gives a* Being to the World j viz., the Men* 
itruous blood. The blood likcwife may • be 
confumed,and confequentl'y the Terms flayed, 
by bleeding of the Nofe, by a Flux of the E- 
merhoides, by a Dyfemeriay commonly called 
the bloody Flux ) by many other Evacuations- 
and continual and chronical Difeafes. Second* 
ly, the matter may be vitious in quality *, as 
fuppofe it be Sanguineous, Phlegmatical, Byle- 
ous, or Melanchollious every one of thefe, if 
they offend in Grofnels, will caofe an Obflrtt*;' 
^ion in the Veins. 

Signsi Signs manifefling the Difcafe, are 
pains in the Head, Neck, Back and Loins*, wea- 
rinefs of the whole bedy^ but efpecially of the* 
Hips and Logs, by reafon of a Confinity which' 
the Matrix hath with thefe parts *, trembling 
of the Heart. Particular Signs arc thefe j if the 
Suppreflion proceeds cf Cold, (he is Heavy, 
Sluggifb, of a pale Colour, and has a flow Fulfe^ 
yentts combates are neglefted, the Urin crude, 
watrifh, and much in quantity j the Excre~ 
a^is of tbe Guts ufiially are retained. If of

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heat, the Signs are contrary to thofc but now 
recited. If the retention be natural, and come 
of Conceptioiv this may be known by drink* 
mg ol Hydromel^ that is, Water and Honey, 
after Supper going to Bed, and by the efFetS 
which it worketh j for, after the taking of. it, 
if fhe feels a beating pain upon the Navel and 
lower parts oftlie Belly, it is a fign fiie hath, 
Conceived, and that the Suppreffion is Natu- 
ral: if not, then is it vitious, aad ought Me* 
dicinally to be taken away. 

Progne(tich. With the evil quality of the 
Womb the whole Body ftands charged ; but 
efpecially the Heart, the Liver, and the BraiOj 
and betwixt the Womb and tliefe three Pri»^»* 
dpal Rirts, there is a fingular Confent. Firii, 
the Womb communicates to the Heart by the 
mediation ofthofe Arteries which come from 
jiorta ; Hence the Terms being fuppreft, will 
enfue Paintings,, Swoonings, intermiffion of 
Pulfe, reflation of Breath; Secondly^ it com- 
municates to the Liver, by the Veins derived 
from the hollow Vein : Hence will follow Ob- 
ftrucTions, Cachexies, Jctundice,Drepfres, hard- 
nefs of Spleen. Thirdly, It coiwnnunicates;- 
to the Brain, by the Nerves and Membranes 
of the back. Hence will arife Epifepfies, Apo- 
plexies, Ffenzies, melancholiy Paition, pain 
in the after parts of the Head, Fearfalnefs, In- 
ability of fpeaking. Well therefore, may I’ 
conclude Wit^.Hippocrater^ if the Months be 
ftipprejfV, many dangerous Difeafc* will follow. 
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Cure. In the Cure of this, and of all the 
other following Affefts, I will oblerve this 
order. The Cure (hall be taken from Chirur* 
gical, Phermaccutical, and Dieuretical means. 
This Suppreflion is a Plethorick and 

rouft be taken away by Evacuation : And 
therefore firft we will begin with Phlehtomy, 
In the midft of the mcnftrual period, open the 
Liver vein ^ and for the reverfion of the Hu- 
mour, two days before the wanted Evacuation, 
open the Saphef7a onhoth feet.

en-hair^ Succory, Betortp, of each one handful, 
make a Decodion : Take thereof three Oun- 
ces i Syrup of Maiden hair, Mugwort, Suc- 
cory, mix of each half an Ounce. After fhe 
comes out of the Bath, let her drink it off. 
Purge with Pii de Jgaric. Elepbang, Cochi 
Ecetin, Galen in this Cafe CQiBmei^s PUmU

Make In'edicnb of the Deco^^ion 
of Origane, Mugwoi t. Mercury, /^ettony and 
figs, injed it into the Womb by an Inftra- 
Bient fit for that purpofe. Take Oyl of Al- 
monds, I illies, Capers, Can;omile, of ereh 
half an Ounce; Laudani, Oyl of Mjrrb, of 
each two Drams ; with Wax make an Un- 
guent, with which kt the Places be anointed. 
Make Infeifion of Faenugreek, Camomile, Me- 
lilote, Dill, Marjoram, Penny- royal, Ftver- 
few.

Shun Exerdfe and Watchings, Jet your Meat 
be nourifl]ing, and of a light Digefticn*, as 
rare Eggs, Lamb, Chickens, Almond milk, 
and the like. 
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CHAP. III. 

Of the overflevping of the Courfes, 

^■'HE Learned fay, ^<^'T»paring of Con - 

traries. Truth is made manifeft. Ha* 
ving therefore fpoken of the fuppreiiion of the 
Terms, order requires now, that 1 Ihould infift 
upon the overflowing of them, an AfFed: nolefs 
dangerous'than the former : And this immo- 
derate Flux of the Months is defined to be a 
Sanguineous Excrement proceeding from the 
Womb, exceeding both in quantity and time. 
Firfl, It is faid to be Sanguineous, the matter 
of the Flux being only Bloody ; wherein it dif- 
fers from that which is commonly called the 
falfe Courfes, or Whites ; of which 1 will fpeak 
hereafter. Secondly, It is faid to proceed from 
the Womb ; for there are two ways by which 
the Blood flows forth : The one is by the in- 
ternal Veins in the Body of the Womb ; and 
this is pro{>erIy called the Monthly Flux: The 
other is by fhofe Veins which are termina- 
ted in the Neck of the Matrix ; and this is 
called of the Hcmorrhoidcs of the 

Womb. Laftly, It is faid to exceed both in 
quantity and rime. In quantity, faith Hip- 
foerates^ when they flow above i8 Ounces. 
In time, when they flow above three Days, 
But we take this for a certain Cbarader of 
their insrdinate flowing, when the f ^rmlties

of the Body thereby are weakened. In Bo- 
dies abounding with grofs Humours, this im- 
moderate Flux fometimes unburdens Nature 
of her Load, and ought not to be flayed with- 
out the counfel of a Phyfidan. 

CHreJ] The caufe of this Affeft is Internal 
or External : The Internal caufe is threefold, 
in the matter, inllrument, or faculty. The 
matter, which is the Blood, may be vicious two 
ways. Firfl in quantity, it being fo great that 
the Veins are not able to contain it. Second- 
ly in quality, it being adufl, fliarp, watrilh or 
unconcoded. The Inflrument, vix.. The 
Veins, are faulty by the dilation of the Ori- 
fice } which may be caufed two ways. Firfl, 
by the heat of the Conflituiion, Climate, or 
Seafon, heatiug the Blood, whereby the pafla- 
ges are dilated, and the faculty weakned, that 
it cannot retain the Blood. Secondly, by 
Falls, Blows, violent Motion, breaking of the 
Vein, &c. 

The External Caufe, may be calidity of the 
•Air, Lifting, carrying of heavy Burdens, 
unnatural Child-births, Falls, &c. 

Signs.'] I n this inordinate Flux the appetite 
is decayed, the Concodion depraved, and all 
the Adions weakened, the Feet are fwelled, 
the Colour of the Face is changed, and a 

f cneral Feeblenefs pofTefTcth the whole Body, 
f the Flux comes by the breaking of a Vein, 
jthe Body is fomething Cold, the Blood flows 
jforth on btaps, and chat fuddenly, with great 

pain. 
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PaitL H it corres through heat, the Oriticc 
of the Veins, being dilated, then is there little 
or no Pain, yet the Blood flows falfer than 
it doth in an Erofion^ and not fo fail as it 
doth in a Rupture. If, by Erofion, or bhafp- 
neis ofBlood, llie feds a great Heat fcaldii^ 
the PalFage, it differs from the other two, in 
that it Bows not fo fuddenly, nor fo copioufly 
as they do. If, by Weaknefs of the Womb, 
(lie abhorreth the life Laflly, if it 

proceeds from an evil Quality in the Blood, 
drop lome of it on a Cloth ; and when it is 
dry, you may judge of the Quality by the 
Colour. If it be Cholerick, it will be Yel- 
low } if Melancholly, JBlack *, if Flegmatical, 
watrilh and whitifli. 

ProgtJofHcks.'] If with the Flux be joyned 
a Convulfion, it is dangerous, becaufc it in- 
timates the more noble Parts are vitiated \ and 
aConvulfionj caufed by Emptinels, is deadly. 
If it continues long,it will be cuted with great 
Difficulty j for it was one of the Miracles 
which our Saviour Chrift wrought, to cure 
this Oifeafe, when it had continued 12 Yeats. 
To conclude, if the Flux, be inordinate, many 
Difeafes will enfue ; and without Remedy, the 
.fflood, together with the Native heat, being 
confumed, either Cacheftical, Hydropical, or 
Paralitical Difcales will follow. 

Cure, ] The Cure conjifteth in three Par- 
ticulars. Firft, la r^elling, and carrying 
iway of the ^lood. Secondly, In correfting 

and 
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and takit^ awav the Fluxibility of the Mat- 
ter. Thirdly, In corroborating the Veins and 
-Faculties* Forthe firft j to caufe a Regrellion 
of the Blood, open a Vein in. the Ann, and 
draw out fo much Blood as the Strength cf the 
Patient will permit*, and that not together, 
but at feveral times *, for hereby the vSpirirs 
are the lefs weakned, and the Refradion fo 
mndi the greater. 

Apply Cupping glalTes to the Breads, and 
alio to the Liver, that the Reverfion may be 
in the Fountain. 

To corred the Fluxibility of the Matter 
Cathartical means, moderated with Aftrido- 
ries, mull be uled. 

If it be caufed by Erofion, or Sharpnefs of 
Blood j confider whether the Erofion be by 
fait Flcgm, or aduft Choler. If by fait Flegm, 
prepare with Syrup of Violets, Wormwood, 
Roles, Citron peels, Succory, &c. Then take 
this Purgation following. Take Mirabolans, 
Chebul, half an Ounce, Trcchisks of Aga- 
rick one Dram j with Plantain- w^er, make a 
Decodion : add thereunto Sir.

CHAP V. 
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CHAP V. 

Of the Falfe Courfes^ or Whites. 

F rom the Womb proceeds not only the 
menftruous Blood , but accidentally 
many other Excrements, which by the An- 
cients are comprehended under the Title of 
Rho:tj Gunaikaios, which is a diftillation of 
variety of Corrupt humours, through tha 
Womb, flowing from the whole Body, or part 
of the fame, keeping neither courfe nor colour, 
but varying in both. 

Caufe.'} The caufe is eitherpromifcuoufly in 
the whole body by a Cachochymia^ or weak- 
nefs of the fame *, or in fome of the parts *, as 
in the Liver, which by the inability of the 
fanguifficative Faculty, caufeth a generation of 
corrupt Blood •, and then the matter is red- 
difli ^ fometimes the Gall being fluggifh in its 
Oflice, not drawing away thofe Cholerick 
fup.rfluities ingendred in the Liver j and the 
matter IS Ydlowidi. Sometimes in theSpleen, 
not defecating and cleanfing the blood of the 
dregs and excremeiititious parts j and then 
the matter flowing forth isbrackilh. It may 
alfo come from Catarrhs in the Head \ or 
from any other putrifled or corrupted Mem- 
ber. But if the matter of the Flux be white, 
the caufe is cither in the Stomach or Reins. 
In the Stomach by a Phlegmatical and crude

the fame Colour it had in the Ventricle. The | 
caufcalfomay be in the Reins being over heat,*| 
whereby the Speroiatical matter by realbn of | 
its Thinnefs, flows forth. The external caule | 
may be moiflnefs of the Air, eating of corrupt ! 
Meats, Anger, Grief, Slotlifulnefs, immode* | 
cate Sleeping, Coftiveneftin Body. I 

The figns ere Extur nation of the Body ^ 
(ho»*tnefs and (linking of Breath, Loathirjg of 
Meat, pain in the Head, fwelling of the Eyes 
and Feet, melancholly Humidity flows from 
the Womb of divers Colours, as Red, Black, 
Green, Yellow, White. It differs from the 
flowing and over flowing of the Courfes, in 
that it keeps no certain Periods, and is of many 
Colours, all which do generate from Blood. 

f) If the Flux be Flegmatical it 

will continue long and be dilfficult to Cure, 
yet if Vomiting, -:or Diarrha happeneth, di- 

;rcrting , 
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Verting the Humour, it cures the Difeafe. If 
it be Chokrick, it is not fo Permanent, yet 
more Peril lou?, for it will caufe Qiftsinthe 
neck of the Womb, and fometimes make .'in 
excoriation of the Matrix. If Melancholiick, 
it is moft dangerous and Contumacious ; vet 
the flux of the Emerhoicis adminifters Cure. 

If the matter flowing forth be Reddifh, 
open a Van on. the Arm •, ;if not, apply Liga- 
tures to the Arms and the Shoulders. Galen 
glories of himfelf, how he cured tffc Wife of 
BoetaSy labouring of this Difeafe, by rubbing 
the upper parts ^ith crude Honey. 

If it be caufed by a Diflillation from the 
Brain, take Svrup of Bettonv, Stocchas, and 
Marjoram. Purge with Pill Ccch, (inequibpts 
de jlgarlco : make Nafnlia of the juice of 
Sage, Hyfop, Rettony, with one drop 

of Qyl of Cloves, and a litle filk Cotton.

mach, or from a cold difiempered Liver, take

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gative. Take of Eled. Aromat. Rof. two 
drams; Citron peels dryed, Nutmeg, Long* 
pepper, or each one Scruple ; Diagalanga one 
dram ; Santali Albi, Ligni Aloes, of each half 
a Scruple:, Sugar fix Ounces, with Mirt- 
wa:er, and make Lozenges of it ; take of 
them before Meals. If with Frigidity of the 
Liver, there be joyned a repletion of theS’io- 
macb, purging by Vomit is commendable : 
For which^ take three drams of the Eleftuary 
Diafaru Galen allows ofdiuretical means j 
as of Apium, Petrofilinum, &c. 

If the matter of the flux be Cholcrick, pre- 
pare the humour with fyrup of Rofes, Violets, 
Endive, .Succory. Purge with Myrabolus, 
Manna, Rhubarb, Callia. Take of Rhubarb 
two drams \ Annifeed one dram ; Cinnamon 
a fcruple and a half, infufc them in fix ounces 
of Prune broth. Add to the ftraining of 
Manna one Ounce ; and take it in the Mor* 
ning according to Art. Take SpecieruityDi- 
atronlanton, Diatragacant Prig. Diarrhod. 
Abbatis Diacydonit, of each one Dram ; 
Sugar four Ounces, with Plantain w'ater make 
I.ozenges. If the Clyftcr of the Gall be 
fluggifh, and do not ftir up the faculty of the 
Guts, give hot Glyfters, of the Decodion of 
the four mollifying Herbs, with honey of 
Rofes and Aloes.

Take of 
ftamp«d Prunes 2 Ounces ; Senna one dram, 
Opthimium, Polopody, Fumetary, of each a 
Dram and a half 5 fower Dates one Ounce ; 
with Endive water make a DecotSion, take ol. 
it four Ounces *, add unto it ConfetJfionis, ha* 
mech three drams ; Manna three drams. Or 
take Pil. Indarium, Pil. Foetid arum, Agmd 
Trochifeati, of each one Scruple i Pills ofKhu- 
barb one .Scruple ; Lapidis Lazuli fix Grains j. 
with fyrup of Epithimum make Pills, and takt 
them once every Week. Take Eled Latifi' 
cantis, G deni 3 drams 3 Diamffgaritti Ca« 
lini one dram, Diamofei Dulcis, Conferves of 
Burrage, Violets, Buglofs, of each half a dram. 
Citron peels condited one dram \ Sugar fcveii 
Ounces i with Rofe water make Lozenges. 

Laftly, Let the Womb be Cleanfed from- 
the Corrupt matter, and then Corroborated : 
For the putrifying thereof, make Injedions of 
the Decodion of Bettony, Feverfew, Mug- 
wort, Spikenard, Biftort, Me*curyj Sage 5; 
adding thereto Sugari Oyl of fweet Almondsi 
F S 
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of csch two Ounces. PcfiTarics alfo may be 
made of Slk Cotton, Madificd in the Juice 
of the afore named Herbs. To Corroborate 
the. Womb, you muft thus prepare Trochisks, 
Take of Mugwort, Feverfew, Myrrh, Amber, 
Mace, Nutmeg, Styrax, ligni, Aloes, Red- 
Roles, of each one Ounce *, with ;he Mucil- 
age of Tragacanthmake Trochisks caftfome 
of them into Coals, and fmother the Womfj 
therewith. And make Fomentations f«r the 
iWombof Red'Wine, in which hath been De- 
coded Mart ick, fine Bole, Baulaflia, and red 
Kofes : Anoint the Matrix with 0\1 of 
Qihices and Myrtles j and apply thereto 
Emplaftrum pro Matrix ^ and let her take 
of Diamofeum Dulce, and Eledu. Aroir.aii- 
cum every Morning. 

A drying Dyet is commended to be beft, 
becaufe in this Affcd, the body moli: com- 
monly abounds with Flegmatical and Crude 
Humours. Fox this caufe Hippocrates coun- 
fels the Patient to go to Red .Supper- lels. Let 
her Meat be Tartridge^ Pheafdnt, and Mom- 
rant-Birds^ rather Roarted than Boyl’d, 
Immoderate Sleep is forbidden \ moderate 
cxercifc is Commended. 


CHAP VI. 
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CHAP VI. 

Of the Suffocation of the Mother, 

T his EfFed ( which fimply Confidcrcd^ 
is none, but the caufc of an AfFed) is 
called in EvgU^ the Suffocation of the Mu^ 
ther, not becaufe the Womb is ftrajwkd, but 
for that it caufeth the Woman to be Choaked, 
It is a retradion of the Womb towards the 
Midritrand Stomach, which prefTeth andcru- 
flieth up t(ie fame, that the Inlirumentai caufc 
of Refpiration, the Midriff \s Suffocated, and 
confenting with tht Brain, caufeth the Animal 
Faculty, the efficient caufe of Refpiration 
aif J, to be intercepted whereby the body 
being Refrigerated, and the Adions deprave^ 
Ibe falls to the Ground, as one being Dead, 

In thefe Hyfterical PalFions fome continue- 
longer, fbme Ihorter. Rabby Mofes writes of 
fome, which lay in the Paroxifn of the Fit for 
two days. 'Ruffus makes mention of one, who 
continued in the lame paflion three Days and 
three Nights ; and at the three days end flic 
Revived. That we may learn by other mens 
- harms to beware, i will give you an example 
more, Par&vti writer h of a Woman in Spain^ 
which fuddenly fell into a Uterine Suffocation, 
and appear'd to Man’s Jndgment Dead : 
Her Friends wondering at tliis her fudden 

Changes 
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Change, for their better fatisfaftion, (ent to 
the Cljyrurgeon to have her Deftd i who be- 
giniiing to make an Incifion, the Woman be- 
gan to move, and with great Glamour relur- 
ned to her felf again, to the Horrourand Ad- 
miration of all the Spedbators. 

To the end therefore, you may diftinguifh 
the Lining from the De:.d, the Ancients pre- 
foibe three Experiement*.. The firft, is to lay 
a light Feather to the Month, and by its mo- 
tion you tray judge whether the Patient be 
Living or Dead. The fecond, is to place a 
Glafs of Water on the Breall, and if you per- 
ceive it to move, it betokeneth Life. The 
thiid is to hold a pure Lookin glafs to the 
Mouth and Nofe *, and if the Glafs appear 
thick, with a little Dew upon it, it betokeneth 
Life. And thefe three Experiments are good, 
yet with this Caution, that you ought aot to 
depend on them too rr.uch j for, though the 
Feather and the Water do not move, and the 
Glafs continue pure and clear, yet it is not a 
neceflary C^nlequence that flie is dell iture of 
Life .* For the motion of the Lungs, by which 
the Kefpiration is made, may be taken away, 
that Die cannot Breathe , yet the internal 
Tranfpiration of the heat may remain, which 
is not manifefted by the motion of the • 

or lungs, but hes Cccult in the heart 
ar.d inward Arteries ; Exan pies hereof we 
have in the hly and Swallcvp^ which in the 
Cold ot Winter , to the Ocular Afped, 
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feem Dead, Inanimate, and Breathe not at 
all : yet they Live by that Tranfpirarioii of 
that hear, which is referved in the Heart 
and inward Arteries *, therefore when the 
Sumruer approacheth, the internal heat be- 
ing Revocated to the outward parts, they 
are then again Revived out of their Sleepy 
Extafie. 

Thofe Women therefore that leem to dye 
fuddenly, and upon no evident caufe, let them 
not be committed unto the Earth, until the end 
of three days, left the Living be buried for the 
Dead. 

Cure.') The part affefted is the Womb \ 
of which there is two fold motion, Natural 
and Symptomatical. The Natural motion, ia 
when the Womb attradeth the human Seeed, 
or excludeth the Infant, or Secundine, The 
Symptomatical motion, of which we are t® 
{peak, is a Convulfive drawing upward of the 
Womb, 

The caufe ufually is in the Retention of the 
Seed, or in the fuppreftion of the Months, 
caufing a Repletion of corrupt humours in 
the Womb, from whence proceeds a Flatulent 
Refrigeration, caufing a Cdnvullion of the 
Ligament' of the Womb. And as it may 
come from Humidity or Repletion-, being a 
Convulfion, it may be caufed by Emp inels 
or Drynefs. And Laftly, by Abortion, or 
difficult Child-birth,

tion there is a palenefs of the Face, weakneTs 
of the l egs, Oiortnefs of Breath, Frigidity of 
the whok body, with a working up into the 
Throat, and th>;n flie falls down, as one void 
both of Senk and Motion.

It (offers f o r tlie y®p<^pk-xv, by rea(br> it 
cdtncs wi.hout flirieki o it •, alio in the Hy* 
fterical Paftion, the fenfe of feeling is not alto' 
gether f > dcitroyvd nnd loft, as it is in the 
Apoplecftical dif’al'e. Ani it differs from the 
FpiEpfie, in that the F.yesarenot wreftel, 
neither doth any fpu ny F oth co ne from tl'C 
Mouth •, and that 'Gonvulfive m tion, which 
foinetimes is joyned to buffocati ms, is not fo 
univcrfal, as it is in the Epilepfic^ only- this, 
or that Member is Convuls’d, anef that with- 
out any vehement Agitation. In tlie Sincope, 
both Rerpiration and Pu'fe is taken away ^ 
the Countenance w.ixeth pale, and fiie vSwoons 
away fuddenly ; but in the Hy fterical Paftion, 
commonly tlie e is both a Respiration and a 
Pulfe, iho’ it cannot welt be perceived, her 
Face looks iR.cd, and ftie bath a fore warning 
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of her Fir. Yet it is not dcnyed but that a 
Syncope may be joyned with this Suffocation. 
Laftly, It is diftinguiflied from the Lechargy 
by the Pul fe, Which in the one is great, and 
in rhe other littlc- 

Prognofiich. ) If the difeafe hath its being ' 
from the corruption of the Seed, it foretells 
more danger, than if it proceeded from the 
fuppreflion of the Courfes , becaufe the Seed 
is Concofted,and of a purer Qualitv than the 
menftrous Blood \ and the iriore pure being 
Corrupted, becomes the more foul and fil-hy *, 
as appears in Eggs, the pureft Nourifhment, 
which Vitiated, yield the noyfomeft ^aviour. 
If it be accompany’d with a Syncope, it fliews 
Nature is but weak, and that the Spirits are 
almoft Exbauft- But if Sneezing follows, it 
Ihcv^s that the heat which was almofi; Extind, 
doth now begin to recurn, and that Nature 
will fubdue the Difeafe: 

Cure ) In the 'Cure of <^his AfFe(5t, Two 
things raufl: be Obferved. Firft, That during 
the time of the Pat;oxirr', Nature he provoked 
to expel thofe malignant Vapours which binds 
up tbeSenfes, that llie may be re;cal!ed out of 
that fleepy Extafie. Secondly, That in the 
in^ermirnon of the Fit, proper Medicines be 
applyed to take away the caufe. 

To ftir up Nature, fallen Capping glaffes 
to the Hips and Navel, apply Ligatures unto 
the Thighs y rub the extream parts with Salt, 
Vinegar and Muftard. Caule loud clamours 

and 
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and Thundrings in her Ears, Apply to the 
Nofe Aflafoetida, Caftor, and Sagapenum 
Steeped in V'imgar. Provoke- her to Sneeze 
by blowing up into her Nofe the Powder of 
Carter, White pepper, Pelitory of Spain, and 
white Hellebore. Hold under her Nofe Par- 
tridge Feathers, Hair, and old Shoes burnt, 
and all other ftinking things j for evil Odours 
are an enemy to Nature : Hence the Animal 
Spirits do lo concert and ftrive againft them, 
that the Natural heat is thereby rertored. 
The brain is fo opprefs’d fometimes, that we 
are Compell’d to burn the outward Skin of 
the Head, with hot Ovl, or with a hot Iron* 
Sharp Clyrters and fuppofitories arc available. 
Take of Sage, Calamint, Hore-hound, Fever- 
few, Ma riorum, Bettony, Hyfop, of each one 
handful \ Annrfeed half an Ounce *, Coloquin- 
tida, white Hellebore, Sal Ge n. of each two 
drams \ boyl theft in two Pound of Water to 
the half : Add to the ftraining OylofCartor 
two Ounces* Hiera Picra two drams ^ and 
make a Clyfter of it. Or take of Honey boy- 
led, two Ounces 5 Euphorbij half a Scruple 5 
Coloquintida four Grains *, white Hellebore 
two Grains } Salt one dram ^ make a Suppo- 
fitory. Hypocraies writeth of a Hyfterical 
Woman which could not be freed from the

dip her Finger therein, and put it up into the 
Neck ofcheWomb,ticklirgandrubingthefaiP,e. 

The fit being over, proceed to the coring of 
the Caufe.

If 
li’om the l etenhon of the Seed, a good Hus- 
band will adminilter Cure ; But thofe which 
cannot honeftly purchafe that Cure, muft u(e 
fuch things as will dry up and diminilb the 
Seed, as Diacimiimm^ Diaedaminthes^ C^'c. 
Amongft Botanicks, the Seed of /'gnus Cafius 
is well elleemed of, whether taken inwardly 
applied outwardly, or received as a SufTumi- 
gation : It was held in great honour amongft 
iht dthemans^ for by it they did remain as 
pure Veflels,and prelerved their Chaftity only 
by ftrowing it on the Bed whereon they lay ; 
and hence it had the name of Agnus Caftus 
given to it, as denoting its effeds. Make an 
Iftue on the infide oi each Leg, a handful 
breadth below the Knee.

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CHAP VII. 

Of the Defcending^ or Falltri^ of the 
Mother. 

T H E Falling down of the Womb is a re- 
laxation of the Ligatures, wberebv the 
Matrix is carried backward, and in feme hangs 
out in the bignefsofan Epg : Of this there be 
two kinds, diftifnguifhM by a delcending and 
Precipitation. The delcending of the Womb 
is, when it finks down to the entrance of the 
Privities, and appears to the Eye either not 
at all, or very little. The Precipitation is 
when the Womb like a Purfe is turned infide 
outward, and hangs betwixt the Thighs, in 
the bignels of a Cupping Glals.

The external caufe is difficult Child-birth,

The Arle-gut and the Bladder of- 
tentimes are fo Cruflicd, that the Paffage of 
both the Excrements are hindred. If the Urine 
doth flow forth, it is white and thick *, and the 
Midriff is molefted, the Loyns are grieved, 
the Privities pained, the Womb finks down to 
the entrance of the private parts, or elfe comes 
clean out. 

PrognofUcks.) This Grief poffeffinganold 
Woman is cured with great difficulty,becaufe 
it weakens the faculties of the Womb, and 
therefore tho’ it be reduced ii^o it’s prefer 
place, yet upon every little illnefs or indifpo- 
fitiois, it is fubjeft to returny and fo it is wdth 
the^ younger fort, if the difeafe be inveterate. 
If it be caus’d by Putrefadion in the Nerves, 
it is incurable. 

Cure.) The Womb naturally being placed 
between the ftrait Gut and the Bladder, and 
now fallen down, ought not to be put op a- 
gain, until the faculty both of the Guts and 
Bladder be ftirred up. 

Nature being unloaclen of her burthen, let 
the Woman be placed on her Back, in fuch fort 
that her Legs tray be higher than her head, let 
her Feet be drawn up to her hinder parts, with 
her knees fpread abroad • Then molify the 
fwelling wiib Oyl of Lillies and fweet Al- 
monds, or with the Decodion of Mallows, 
Beets, Fenugreek and Linfeed. When theln- 
flamation isdiflipated, let the Midwife anoint 
her hand with Oyl of Maftick, and reduce the 

Womb 
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Womb into its place. The Matrix being put 
up, the fituation of the Patient muft be chang- 
ed \ let her Legs be out at length, and laid to- 
gether \ fet Cupping glafles to the breafls and 
navel : boyl Mugwort, Feverfew, red Rofes., 
and Comfrey, in red Wine, and foment the 
places therewith , Make a Suffumigation for 
the Matrix of Caftor, Affafoetida, Frankin- 
cenfe and Maftick •, take Sandarache Olibani, 
Ciprefs Nuts, of each 3 drams ; Maffick, Sti- 
rax,Frankincenfe,of each an Donee •, fine Bole, 
one dram 3 with oyl of Myrtles and Wax 
make two Plaiftcrs, apjply one before and the 
other behind. Take or redRofes, Pomegra- 
nate Pills, Acorn-cups, Myrtle berries, of each 
two ounces •, Mediar leaves, Sage, Rue, Ori- 
gan, Comfrey, Wormwood, of each a handful 
and an half ^ boyl all thefein Water, and make 
an Infeffion. Move fweet Odours to the Nofe, 
and at her coming out of the Bath, give her of 
Syrup of Feverfew one Ounce, with one dram 
of Mithridate. Take Laudani, Maftick, of 
each 3 drams *, Galbani half an ounce ; Styra* 
cis two drams ; make therewith aPlaifter for 
the Navel- Then make Peflaries of Aftafcc- 
tida. Saffron, Cornfery, Maftick , adding 
thereto a little Caftor. 

The Praftice of Tarens in this cafe, was to 
make them only of Cork, in figure like a little 
Egg, covering them over with Wax and Ma- 
ftick diflblved together , faftening to it a 
Thred, and fo put it up into the VVomb. 

The 
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The prefent danger being now taken away» 
a«d the Matrix leated in its natural abodei 
the remote caufe muft be removed. If the 
body' be Plethorick, open a Vein \ prepare 
with Svrupof Bcctony, Calamint, Hyfop, and 
Feverfew. Purge with Pd. de Hieracum^ A' 
gark. Pil. de Colacyn. If the Stomach be op* 
prefs’d by Crudities, unburdrn it by Vomi- 
ting Sndorifical Decoctions of Ligmm 
SanEinmoXid Snlfifras taken 20 Days together, 
drys up the fuperfiuous Moifture, and confer 
quently fuppreffeth the caufe of the difeafe. 

Let the air be hot and dry, and your diet 
hot and Attenuating i Abftain from Dancing, 
Leaping, Sneezing, and from all motion both 
of body and mind : eat fparingly, drink not 
much, deep moderately.

Of the Ir?jiamation of the Womb, 

‘'"T^ H E Phlegmon, or InPiamation ®f the 
JL Matrix, is a Tumour pofTdiing the 
whole Womb, accoirp.tnied wifh unnatural 
heat, by oblirudions and gathering together 
of corrupt Blood. 

Caufe.) The caufe of this A ffed is fuppref- 
fion of the Months, repletion of the whole 
Body, immoderate ufe of P~enm, often hand- 

ling 
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ling of the Genitals, difficult Ciiild-birtli, 
Vehement agitation of the Body, Falls, Blows ^ 
to which alfo may be added, the ufe of Ibarp 
PefTaries, whereby, not feldom the Womb is 
inflamed. Cupping GlalTcs alfo f^^lned to the 
Pubes and HypogAlhenm^ draw the humours 
to the Womb. 

Signs.') Thefigns are Aguiffj humours, pain 
in the head and Stomach, Vomiting, coldnefs 
of the Knees, Convulfions of the Neck, Doting 
Treinbling of the Heart *, often there is a 
flraitnefs of Breath, by reafon of the heat 
which is Communicated to the Midriff', the 
breafts fympathizing with the womb, are pai- 
ned and fweli’d. Further, if the fore part of 
the Matrix be inflamed, the Privities are 
Grieved, the Urine is fuppreft, or flows forth 
w'ich difficulty. If the after-part, the Loyns 
and Back Faffrr, the Excrements are retained, 
if the right fde, the right hip fufFers, the 
right Leg is heavy, flow to motion, in fo 
much, that Ibmetimes (he Teems to Halt. And 
fo if the left -fide of the Womb be inflamed, 
the left hip is pain’d, and the leftLeg is weaker 
than the right. If the neck of the Womb 
he affeded, the Midwife putting up her Fin- 
ger, (hall fed the mouth ofit Retraded, and 
ciofed up with a hardnefs about it, 

Prognoflich.') Allinflamationsofthe Womb 
are* dangerous, if nor deadly^ and efpecially 
if the total fubftance of the Matrix be In- 
flamed. Yet they arc Lfs Perillous, if in 

the 
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the Neck of the Womb. A Flux of the belly 
foretels Healih» if it be Natural, for Nature 
works beft by the ufe of her own InfirU' 
ments. 

Cure , ) In the Cure, Firft, let the humours 
flowing to the Womb be rcpclFdii for elFefting 
of which, after the belly hath been loofned by 
cooling Cl V ft ers. Phlebotomy will be needful^ 
open therefore a vein in the Arm, and (if ftie 
be not with Child) the day after ftrike the 
Saphena on both Feet ; faften Ligatures and 
Cupping-glaflcs to the Arms ; and rub the 
upper Parts. 

Purge lightly with Caffia, Rhuburb, Sena, 
Myrobolans. Take of Sena two drams ^ Anni- 
fecd one Scruple, Myrobolans half an ounce » 
>^Barlcy -water a fufficient quantity makeade* 
coftion •, diffolveit in Syrup of Succory, with 
Rhubarb two ounces y Pulp of Caflia half an 
ounce, oyl of Annifeed two drops, and make 
a Potion. At the beginning' of the Difeafe 
anoint the Privities and Reins with oyl of Ro 
les and Quinces. Make Plaifters of Plantain, 
Linleed, Barley -meal, Meliilot, Fenugreek, 
whites of Eggs y and if the Pain be vehement 
add a little Opium. Foment the Genitals with 
the Deccxftion of Poppy -heads, Purfiain, Knot- 
grafs and wafer Lillies. Make Injedfions of 
Goats milk, Rofc water, clarified Whey, with 
Honey of Rofes. Jn the declining of the Dif- 
eafe ufe Infeffions of Sage, Linfeed, Mugwort, 
Penny -royal, Hore-hound, Fenugreek. Anoint

neither pafs forward nor backward ; hence the 
matter being condens’d,degenerates as it were 
into a lapidious or hard fubflance. Other cau- 
fo may be fuppreiiion of the Menftrues \ Re- 
tention cf the commonly called the 

Alter purgings, eating of corrnpt Meats, as in 
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the difordinate tonging called unto 

which breeding Women are often (ubjed. It 
may proceed alfo from Obftrudions and Ul- 
cers in the Matrix •, or from eril AfFeds in'thc 
Liver and vSpleen. 

Signs.") If the bottom of the Womb be af- 
fedcd, /lie feels as it were, a heavy burden 
reprefenting a Mole : yet differing in that the 
Breafts are attenuated, and the whole l^y 
waxeth lefs. If the neck of the Womb be 
hardned,no outward humour wili appear; the 
Mouth of it is retraded, and, being touch’d 
with the Finger, feels hard ; nor can /he have 
the company of a Man, without great Pain 
and Prickings.

CHAP 
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C H A P X. 

Of the Dropfie of the Womb, 

T he Uterine Dropfie is an unnaturalSwel* 
ling, elivated by the gathering together 
of Wind or Flegm in the Cavity, Membranes, 
or fubftance of the Womb, by reafbn of the 
debility of the native Heat , and Aliment 
received , and fb it turns into an Excre- 
ment. 

The canfes are over much cold and rooift- 
nefs of the Milk and Liver, immoderate eat- 
ing, eating of crude Meats j all which caufing 
a Repletion, do fufFocate the natural Heat : 
It may be caufed like wife by the over flowing 
of the Courfes, or by any other immoderate 
Evacuation. To thefs may be added Abor- 
tions, Ulcers, Phlegmons, and Schirrofities of 
the Woir.b. 

Signs., ) The Signs of this Affed are thefe ; 
The lower parts of the Belly, with the Geni- 
tals, are puffed up and pained, the Feet fwell j 
the natural colour of the Face decays, the Ap- 
petite is depraved, and the heavinefs of the 
whole Body concurs : If llie turns her felf in 
the Fed fi om one fide to the other, a noife like 
flowing of Water is heard. Water fometimes 
comes from the Matrix. If the Swelling be 
G 3 caufed 
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caufed by wind, the Belly being hit by the ] 
hand, (bunds like a Drum ^ the Guts rumble, ; 
and the wind breaks through the Neck of the ; 
Womb with a murmuring noife. T he Affed i 
may be diftinguifli*d from a true Conception 1 
many ways, as will appear by the C hapter of J 
Conception. It is diftinguirti^d from the gene- ^ 
ral Dropfie, in that the lower parts of the I 
belly are rood fvs'eli’d. ^gain, in this the fan- j 
guificative Faculty appears not fo hurtful, nor ' 
the Urine fo pale, nor the countenance fo foon 
Changed* neither are the fuperior parts fo ex- i 
renuated, as in the general Dropfie. 

Progftofiicks^) This Affed foretells the 
faid ruin of the natural Fundions, by that 
fmgular confent the Womb hath with the ^ 
Liver ; and therefore, that a Cachexia^ or a ; 
general Dropfie will follow. i 

Cure. ) In the Cure of this Difeafe-, imitate 
the PraBite of Hyper at es ^ Firfl-,mitigate the i 
pain with fomentations of Meliloie, Mercury, ] 
Mallows, Linfeed, Camomile, Althea. Then i 
let the Woman be prepared with Syrup of \ 
Stoecas, Hyfop, Calamint, Mugwort, of both 
(brts with the diftilfd Waters, or Decodions ' 
of Dodder, Marjoram, Sage, Origan, Spe- I 
rage, Penny royal, Bettony. Purge with 
Agarick, Rhuburb, Elaterium. 

Take Specierum Hiera^ Rhuburb, Trechisks 
of Agarick, of each one Scruple •, with the 
Juice ©f Iros make Pills. 


Or 
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Or take Pill de Rhitbarbaro halfan Ounoet 
^ ill dt lldez^ero one Scruple, with Mogwort- 
'vater make Pills, In Difeafes which have 
their being from Moiftnefs, purge with Pills ^ 
in thofe AfFefts which are caufed by emp- 
tinefs or drynefs, purge with Potions. Eaften 
J Cupping-glafs to the Belly, with a great 
uame, and alfo to the Navel, efpccially ijf 
« the fwelling be flatulent. Make an Iflue on 
the infide of each Leg, a handful breath be- 
low the Knee. Take Spederurn Diarabra^ 
Diamofd Dulcis , Diacalamenti', Diacinna- 
oaoni, Diaeimim, Troch. dc Myrrha, of each 
two Drams *, Sugar one pound, with Bettony- 
water make Lozenges ; Take of them 2 hours 
before Meals. Apply to the bottom of the 
Belly, as hot as may be indured, a little Bag 
of Camomile, Cummin, and Melliote, boyied 
- in Oyl of Rue : Anoint the Belly and Secret 
Parts with Unguentum, Agrippa, and UngU' 
entam AREGON, mingling therewith Oyl of 
irebs. Cover the lower parts of the Belly^ 
with the Plaider of Bay berries , or with a 
Cataplafn made of Cummin , Camomile , 
Brionny Roots , adding thereto Cows and 
Goats Dung. Our Moderns afcribe a great 
vertue to Tobacco water, diftillcd, and poured 
into the Womb by a Metrenchyta. Take of 
Baum, Southern-wood, Origan, Wormwood 
Calainint, Bay - leaves, Marjoram, of each 
©ne handful ^ Juniper-berries Four Drams 
with water make, a Decodion ; Of this may 
Q 3 be 
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be made Fomentations, Injedions and Infeffi- 
ons. Make PeiTanes of Stirax, Aloes, with the 
Roots of Didam, Aftrolochia, and Gentian. 
Inftead of this you may ufe the PefTary-pre- 
feribed, Page 130. Let her take of Eldua- 
rium, Aromaticum, Diafatyron, and Eiingo 
Roots condited every morning. 

The Air rauft be hot and dry : moderate 
^ Exercife is allowed : much Sleep is forbiden : 
' She may eat the Flefli of the Patridges^ Larh^ 
Chickefis, Alountain birdsy Hares^ Conies^&c, 
Let her drink be thin VV ine. 


CHAP IX. 

Gf the Mole^ or Pdfe Cottception. 

T H I S Difeafc is called of the Greeks 
MV L , and the caufe of this 
Denomination, is taken from the load or heavy 
w’eight of it, it being a Mole^ or great lump 
of hard Flelh burdening the VVomb. 

It is defined to be an inarticulate piece of 
Flelh without Form, begotten in the Matrix^ 
as it were a true Conception : In which De- 
finition we are to note two things. Firfl, 
In that a Mole is faid to be inarticulate, 
and without Form, it differs from Monfters^ 
which are both Formata and drticnUta. 
Secondly, it is faid to be, as it were, a true 

Concep- 
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Conception, which puts a difference between 
a true Conception and a Mole*, which dif- 
ference holds good three ways. Firfl, in the 
Genus, in that a Mole cannot be faid to be 
Anitnal, Secondly, in the Species, bccaufe 
it hath no humane Figure, and'bears not the 
Charader of a Man, Thirdly, In tht lndi^ 
vidhm^ for it hath no affinity with the Parent, 
either in the whole Body, or any particle of 
the fame. 

Caiife. ) About the caufe of this Affed, 
amongff learned Authors, I find variety of 
Jadgments. Some are cf opinion, that if the 
Womans Seed goes into the Womb, and not 
the Man’s, therefore is the Mole produced .* 
others there bt that affrm, it is ingendred of 
the menftruous Blood : But if thdc two 
were granted, then Maids, by having their 
• Courfes, or through Ncdurnal Pollutions, 
might be It b ed unco the fame, which never 
any yet were. The true caufe of this fleOiy 
Mole, p Gcei'ds both from the Man and from 
the W' cmar. horn corrupt and barren Seed in 
the Man, and irem the n erfirucus bkeef in 
the Woman, both mixed together in the Ca- 
vity of the Womb : where N;.ii re finemgher 
felf weak, (yet defiring to naintain the Per- 
petuity of her Species) late uib to brmg forth 
a vitious Corcepticn rather lhan none. And 
fo ir.fteaa of a living Creatuxe, generates 
lu mp tk Flefh. 

G s 
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Signs.) The Signs of a Mole are thefe *, 
Tbe Months ;ife fuppre(s’d,the Appetite is de- 
praved, the Breafls fwcH, and the Belly is 
pafFed up, and waxeth bard. Thus for the 
Signs of a breeding Woman, and of one, that 
bearcth a Mole, are all one j I will now fltcw 
you how they diflPcr. 

The firft Sign of difference, is taken from 
the motion of a Mole ; it may be felt to 
move in the Womb before the third Monthj 
which the Infant cannot : Yet that motion 
cannot be underliood of any intelligent power 
in the Mole, but of the Faculty of the Womb, 
and of the Feminal Spirits, diffufed through 
tbe fubftance of the Mole ; for it lives mot a 
life Animal, but Vegitative, inthe manner of 
a Plant. Secondly, in a Mole, the bdly is 
fuddenly puff’d up ^ but in a true Conception 
the belly is firft JRetradfed, and then raifeth 
again by degrees. Thirdly, The belly being 
prefsU with the hand, the Mole gives way ^ 
and tbe hand being taken away, it returns to 
*he place Again : But a Child in the Womb, 
though prefs’d with the band, moves not pre- 
fintly y and being removed, returns ftowly, or . 
not at all. Laftly, the Children continue in 
the Womb not above eleven Months i but a 
Mole continues fometimes four or five Years, 
more or kfs, according as it is faftned in the 
Matrix. 1 have known when a Mole Iwth 
fallen away in four or five Months: 

it remainecii until the eleventh Month* 

the 
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tlie Legs wax feeble, and the whole body con- 
fumes, only the fwclling of the belly ftill in- 
creafeth, which makes fome think they areHy- 
dropical, tho’ there be little rcalbn for it j for 
in t/ie Dropfie l<gs fwell and grow big, but 
in a Mole they confunuc, and wither. 

j^rognofiicks. ) If at the delivery of a Mole, 
the flux of Blood be great, it ftiews the more 
danger, becaufe the parts of Nutrition having 
been vitiated by the flowing back of the 
fuperfluous humours, whereby the natural 
heat is confumed, and then patting with fo 
much blood, the Woman thereby is fo wcak- 
ned in all her Faculties, that (lie can hardlV 
fubfift. 

Cure. ) Wc are taught in the School of 
Hypocrates^ that PhleTOtomy caufeth Abor- 
tion, by taking away that Nourilhmrat^ 
which Ihould fufiain the Life of the Child. 
Wherefore, that this vitious Conception may 
be deprived of that vigitative Sap by which 
it lives, open the Liver vein, and the Saphena^ 
on both Feet. Faften Cupping glafles to the 
Loins and Tides of the Belly *, which done,, 
let the Uterine parts be firft molified, and then 
the expulfive Faculty provoked to expel the 
burden.

make a Plailler. Make PdTari. sof the Gum- 
Galbanum , Bdelium , Amnioniacum , Figs, 
Hogs-Suct and Honey. 

After the Ligaments of the Mole are loof 
ned, let the expulfive Faculty be ftirred up 
to expel the Mole *, for eflPe^ing of which, 
all Medicaments may be ufed as are proper to 
bring down the Courfes. Take Iroch de 
Myrrha 'owo. Ounce, Caftor, Ariflolochia, 
Gentiam, Didam, of each half an Ounce, 
make a P> uder, take one Dram in four ounces 
of Mugwort water. Take of Hipcricon, Ca* 
lamint, Penny royal, Bettony, Hyfop, Sage, 
Horehound, Valerian, Madder, Savine, with 
Water make a Decedion, take 3 ounces «f 
it, with one ounce and a half of Syrup of 
Feverfew\ Take of Mugwott, Myrrh, Gen- 
tian, Pil. Coch, of each four Scruples, Rue, 

Pef9ny- 
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Pemy-royaly Sag^apeniim^ Opopanax, of csch 
half a Dra:n , AfTatoetida, Cinnaiix)n, Juniper- 
berrits, Borage, of each one Dram, with the 
Juice of Savinc make Pills t > be taken every 
Morning. Make Infdiions of Hylbp, Bay- 
leaves, Afirurn, CaLminty Bay -berries, Camo‘ 
miky Mugwort, Savine. Take of S ^gnpenumy 
MarjoraWy Ccntiariy SuvlnCy Clove Sy.Nutmegy 
Bay berrieSy of each 2 Scruples^ G alhanam ouq 
D ram, flieray Ptcr£y Black HelkborCy of 
each one Scruple*, with Tiirpetitine make a 
Peflary. But if thefe things prove not avai- 
lable, then mufl the Mole be dravvn away 
, with an Inftrumeni put up into the Womb, 
called a Pei GriphitMy which may be done 
with no great danger, if it be performed by 
a skilful Surgeon. 

After the delivery of the Mele ( by reafon 
that the Woman hath parted with much blood 
already ) let the Flux of blood be ftayed as 
foon as may be. 

Faften C upping- gUjfes to fhe Shoulders, 
and Ligatures to the Arms : If this help not, 
open the Liver-vein on the right Arm, 

The Air fiiall be moderately hot and dry : 
and her Diet fuch as doth mollify and attc- 
imate : fhe may drink White wine. 


CHAP 
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CHAP XII. 

Of the Signs of Conception^ 

I Gnorance make Women become Murderers 
to t'^c Fruit their own Bodies. Many 
having Conceived, and thereupon finding their 
bodies to be out of Order, and not ktiowing 
rightly the Caufe, do either run to the Shop 
of their own Conceit, and take what they 
think fit ; or elfe, (as the Cullom is) they fend 
to the Phyfician for Cure-, and he perceiving 
not the cauft of their Grief, ( feeing that no 
certiHn Judgment can be given by the Urine) 
prefcribes what he thinks beft ; perhaps fome 
llrong Diuretical or CatharticalP«tion,where- 
by the Conception is deftroyed. Wherefore 
Hypocrates faith. There is a Neceffity that 
Women (houldbe inftruded in the knowledge 
of Conception, that the Parent, as well as the 
Child, might be faved from Danger. I will 
therefore give yon fome lnftru^Iions,by which 
every one may know whether fhe be with 
Child or not. The Signs of Conception fhall 
be taken from the Woman, from the Urine,, 
from the Infant, and from Experiment. 

Signs collefted from the woman arc thefe : 
The firft day after Conception Ihe feels a light 
Quivering, or Ghilnefs, running through the 
whole body j a tickling in the Womb , and 
a little Pain in the lower parts of the Belly : 
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Ten or twelve days after, the Head is affcde*^ 
with Giddinefs, the Eyes with a Dimnefs cf 
Sight : Then follows red Pimples in the Face, 
with a blue Circle about the Eyes ; the Breafts 
fwcll and grow bard, with fome pain and prick- 
ing in them : The belly fuddenly finketh, and 
rileth again by degrees, with a hardnefs about 
the Navel. The Nipples of the Breafts way. 
Red *, the Heart beats inordinately j the Na- 
tural Appetite is deiedcd,yet flie hath a long- 
ing defire after ftrange Meats. The neck of 
the womb is Retraded, that it can hardly be 
felt with the Finger, being put up ^ and this is 
an infallable fign. She is fuddenly Merry, 
and as foon Melancholly *, her monthly Coui*. 
fes are flayed without any evident Oaufe, the 
. EKcrements ©f the Guts are unaccuftomedly 
retained, by the Womb prefling the great 
Gut ; and her defire to » abated. 

The fureft fign ' is taken from the Infantj 
which begins to move in the Womb the 
or fourth Month , and that not in theirftnner 
of a Mole, from one fide to another, ru/hing 
like a .Stone*, but mildly, as may be perceived, 
by applying the hand hot on the Belly. 

Signs taken from the Urine. The befi: 
writers do affirm, that the Urine of a woman 
with Child, is white, and hath little Motes, 
like thofe in the Sun-beams, afeending and de- 
feending in it, and a Cloud fwimnaing aloft, of 
an Opal Colour the Sediment being divided 
by fhaking of the Urine, appears like carded 

Wool, 
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Wool. In the middle of the time the Urine 
turneth Yellow, next Red, and laftly Black, 
with a red Cloud. Signs taken from Experi- 
ment .• At night going to Bed, let her Drink 
Water and Honey ; afterwards if flie feels a 
beating pain in her Belly, and about her Navel, 
{\te hath Conceived ] or let her take the Juice 
of CarduHs^ and if (he vomiteth it up, it is a 
fign of 'Conception , caft a clean Needle into 
W Oman’s Urine,put it into a RaCm, let it Rand 
all night, and in the morning if it he coloured 
with red Spot?, Ibe hath Conceived, but if 
black or rufty, flie hath not 
Signs taken from the 5tx, to fliew whether 
it bt Male or Female. Being mtb'Chilu of a 
Male, the right Breaft fwelfs firft, the right 
Eye is more lively than the left, her Face well 
Coloured, bccaule fucli as the blood is, fuch is 
the colour ■, and the male is Conceived of 
purer hJc od, and of moie perfect SVerfthan the 
Female Red motes in the Urine, fettling down 
to the Sediments, foretells that a male is Con- 
ceiveo.^ but if they be White, a Female, Put 
the W orric-ns Urme, which is with child, into 
a C' la Is bottle, kt it Rand clofe flopp’d 3 days, 
then flrain it through a fine clot II, aad you 
fliait find little living Creatures, if they be 
red it is a male, if vs hit e a Female. To' con- 
clude, the iroft certain fign to give credit 
onto, is the motion of the Infart, for the 
male moves in the third month, and the Fe- 
male in the fourth.

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CHAP XIII. 


Of 'Vntime'ly Birth, 

j Hen the Fruit of the Womb comes forth 
before the Seventh Month (that is, 
before it comes to Maturity, ) it is faid, to be 
Abortive : And in effeft the Child proves 
Abortive (I n ean, not to Live) if it be bern in 
the eighth Month, And why Children born 
in the leventh or ninth month may Live, and 
not in the eighth month, may feem fl range, 
yet it is true : The caule hereof by Tome, is 
aferibed unto the PUnety under which the 
Child is born ; for every rr.onth, from the 
Conception to the Birth, is governed by his 
proper Planet ‘ And in the eighth M mth 
Saturn does Predominate, which is cold and 
dry, and coldnefs being an enemy to Life, 
defiroys the nature of the Child. Hypocrates 
gives a better Reafon : The Infant being 
every way perfeft and coicpleat in the feventh 
itionth, defires more Air and Nutriment than 
it bad before, which becaufe he cannot obtain, 
he labours for a Paflage to goout and if 
his Spirits be weak and faint, and have not 
ilrength fufficient to break the Membranes 
and come forth, it is decreed by Nature, that 
he Ihould continue in the V\ ouib until the 9th 
month, that, in that lim^ his wearied Spirits 
might be again ftrengthned and lefreihed*, 

b-uc 
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but if be returns to ftrive again in the eighth 
Month, and be born, he cannot live, becaufe 
the day of his birth is either paft or to come *, 
For in the eighth Month f faith Avicen) he is 
weak and infirm \ and therefore then being 
cafl into cold Air, his Spirits cannot but fink. 

Cauje.') Untimely birth may he caufed by 
Cold, for as it maketh the Fruit of che Tree 
to wither, and fall down, before it be Ripe, 
fb doth it nip the Fruit of the Womb, before 
it comes to full Perfedion, and make it to be 
Abortive. Sometimes by humidity, weakening 
the Faculty, that the Fruit cannot be refirain’d 
until the due time 5 by Drynefsor Emptinefs, 
defrauding the Child of its Nouri/hrnent by ' 
.one of the three Alvine Fluxes *, by Phleboto- 
my, and other Evacuations ^ by Inflamations 
of the womb , and by other lharp Difeafes, 
fometimesit is caufed by Joy, Laughter, Anger, 
and efpecially by fear, for in all, but in tbacef- 
pecially, the heat forfakes the Womb, and 
runs to the Heart, to help there, and fo the 
Cold ftrikes into the Matrix, whereby the 
Ligaments are relax’d , and fb Abortion follows. 
Wherefore Plato in his time co nmanded that 
the women fiiould ihun all Temptations of 
great Joy and Pleafure, and likewife av'oid 
all Occafions of Fear and Grief Abortion 
alfb may be cauled by the Corruption of the 
Air, by filthy Odours, and efpecially by the 
fmcll of the Snuff of a Candle, alfo by Falls, 
Blows,yiolent Exercife, Leaping, Dancing,e^c. 

Signs . ) 
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•Signs,') Signs of future Abortion, are Exte- 
nuation of the breafts, with a Flux of tcateriili 
Milk; pain in the Womb, heavinels in the 
Head, unaccuftomed wearinds in the Hips and 
Thighs, flowing of the Courfcs. Signs fore- 
telling the Fruit to.be dead in the Womb, are 
hollownds of the Eyes, grief in the Head, An- 
guiib, Horrours, palenefs of the Face and Lips, 
gnawing of the vStomach, no motion of the In- 
fant, coldnefs and loofods of the tnciiiJi of the 
VVotTib ; the thicknefs of the bdly, which was 
above, is fallen down ; watrilh and bloody 
Excrements comes from the Matrix. 



CHAP XIV. 


DireBons for Breeding Women. 

HT prevention of untimelj’ Birth, confiftg 
in the taking away of the aforersentioned 
Caufes, u’hich muft be effeded both before 
and after the Conception. 

Before Conception, If the body he over hot. 
Cold, Dry or Moiff, cor red it with the Cen- 
trades \ Cacochimical, Purge it j if Pkthori- 
cal, open the Liver Vein ; if too Grofs, Exte- 
nuate it j if too Lean Corroborate and Nou- 
rilh it : all Difeafes of the Womb muft be 
removed, as I have ftiewcd.^ 

After Conception, Let the Air be Temperate, 

Sleep 
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Sleep not over much \ avoid Watching, Hxer* 
cife of Body, Paffions of the Mind, loud Cla‘ 
mour* and filthy Smells : Sweet Odours alfo 
are to be rejeded of thofe that are Hyfterical. 
Abilain from all things which provoke either 
the Urine or Courfes \ alio from Salt, flaarp 
and windy Meats ; a moderate Diet fiiall be 
oblerved. 

If the Excrements of the Guts be retained, 
Lenifie the Belly with Glyfters made of the 
Decodion of Mallows^ f^iolets, wirti Sugar and 
common Oyl : 4Dr make broth with Borrage, 
Buglofs, Beets, Mallows, taking in the fame a 
little Manna. On the contrary j if Ibe be 
troubled with Loofnefs of theBclly, let it not 
be flayed without the Judgment of a Phyfi- 
cian ; for all Uterine Flnvcs have a Malign 
Quality in them y which muft be evacuated 
before the Flux be flaved. 

The Cough is another Accident which ac- 
companieth breeding Women, and puts them 
into great danger of Mifcarrying^by a continual 
Diflillation failing from the Brain to prevent 
which, lliavcaway the Dair on the Corona!, 
and vSagittal CornmifFire, and apply thereon 
this PJaifler : Take Rofinx halt ati Oui'ce j 
Laudani one dram *, Ciltro’n-peels, 1-igni A- 
loes, Olibani, of each one Scruple ; vStirachis 
Laquidseand Siccce, a Sufficient quantity dif- 
folve the C/mwin f^inegar^ and make a Plainer. 
At night going to kt her take the Fume 
of thefc Trochisks call upon the Coals. Take 
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of Frankincenfe^ Stirax^ Powder oiRed Rofes, 
of each one dram and a half; S^ndarcha three 
drams ; Mafikk^ Beniamin^ Amber^ of each 
one dram •, with Turpemine make Trochisks. 
Apply a Camery to the Na^e of the Neck, 
and every night let her take of thefe Pills 
following. Take Hypociftidis, FerrseSigiliatse, 
fi«e Bole, of each half an ounce; Biflort^ 
Alcatia^ Stinacis Calamita^ of each 2 drams ; 
Cloves one dram : With Syrup of Myrtles 
make Pills. 

In breeding Women there is a corrupted 
matter Generated, which flowing to the Ven- 
tricle, deedeth the and caufeth Vo- 

miting : And the Stomach ibeing weak, not 
able todigeft this Matter, fometimes fends it 
nnto the Guts, whereby Is caufed a Flux of 
the BeUy, which greatly flirreth up the Fa- 
culty of the Womb. For the efehewing there- 
fore all thefe Dai^ers, the Stomach fliall be 
corroborated as followeth. 

Take Ligm, Aloes, and Nuimeg, of each i 
dram^ Mace, Clove, Majfiek, La,HdanHm,oi 
each two Scruples ; Oyl of Spike one ounce, 
Mhsk two Grains, OyloiMaflkk, Qhinces, 
Worm "Woody of each half an ounce 5 make an 
Unguent for the ftomach, to be applied be- 
fore Meats. Inftead hereof may be ufed 
Cerotum Stomach ale Galeni. Take of Con- 
ferve of Barrage., Buglofs., Anthos, of each half 
an ounce ; Confe^i, de fdyacintho* Lemon- 
Fills Specter nm Diamarg^ PhIv. de 

Gcm^ 
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Gemmis^oi each 2 Drams ; Nutmeg, Diambra-i 
of each 2 Scruples ; PioTty Roots, Diaco'^allU 
©f each one Dram ; with Syrup of Rofes make 
an Eleduary, of which he lhall take twice 
a day, two hours before Meals. Another 
accident which perplexeth women with Child, 
is fwelhng of the Legs, which happens the 
firft three Months, by fupeifluous humours 
falling down from the Stomach and Liver ; 
for the Cure whereof, take of Oyl of Rofes 
2 DramS) Salt,Vinegar of each a Dram i fliakc 
them altogether until the Salt bedifTolved, 
and anoint the Legs hot therewith, chafing it 
with the hand. But purging is more proper, 
if it may be done without danger, as it may 
be in the 4th, 5th, or 6th Month of Pregna-. 
tion ; for a Child in the Womb is compared 
to an Apple on the Tree. The firft three 
Months it is weak and Tender, fubjert, with 
the Apple, to fall away : but afterward the 
Membranes being ftrengthened, the Fruit 
remains firmly faftned the VVomb, not 
apt to Mifchancts ; and fo it continues until 
the feventh Month then growing near the 
time of Maturity, the Ligameuts are again 
relax'd, flike unto the Apple that is almoft 
ripe) and grow loofer every day, until the 
time of Delivery. If therefore her body 
hath need of Purging, ftie may purge with- 
out danger in'^the 4th, yth, or 6th Month ; 
but not before, noi after, uirlefs in fome /harp 
Difeafes, in which the Mother and Child 

both 
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both are like toperiffi. Apply Plaiftcrs and 
llr^uents to the Reins, to ftrengthen the 
Fruit of the Womb. Take of Gnm-Arabicky 
Gdangde^ Biftorn-, Hypaci(Hdy Storax, of 
each one Dram •, Fine Bote^ Nutmeg^ Ma- 
fiickj BdauB, Sang, DraconU^ Myrhle’ber~ 
ries one Dram and a half^ Wax and Turpen- 
ine a fuffkient quantity. Make a Plaiffer ; 
apply it to the Reins in the Winter time ; 
and remove it every 14 days, left the Reins 
be over-hot therewith. ;?ln the interim anoint 
the Privities and Reins with VHgmntHm 
Comitiffa. But if it be Summer time, arid the 
Reins hot, this Plaifter following is more 
proper : Take of Red Rofes one Pounds 
Maftick, Red-Sanders,of each 2 Drams, Bole- 
Armoni, Red -Coral, Biftort, of each one dram : 
(Pomegranate Pills, prepared Coriander, of 
^ach 2 Drams and a half ^ Barberries two 
iJcruples, Oyl of Maftick and Quinces, of 
each one Ounce \ Juice of Plantain, 2 drams ; 
with Pitch make a Plaifter, anoint the Reins 
aUb with Unguentam Sandalium. Once every 
week warti the Reins with two parts of 
Rofe water, and one part of White - wine, 
mingled together, and warmed at the Fire 5 
this will aftuage the heat of the Reins, arid 
diiperfe the Oyl of the Plaifter out of the 
Pores of the Skin, and caufe the Oyntment 
or Plaifter, tlic fooner to penetrate and 
ftrengthen the Womb. Some arc of opinion. 
That as long as the Load-ftonc is laid to

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the Navel, it keepeththe Woman from Abor- 
tion. The like is alfo recorded of the Stone 
Aetites^ being hanged about the Neck, "the 
fame Vertue hath the ftone Samius. 


CHAP XV: 

DireEHons to be ohferved by Women^ at the 
time of their falling in Labour^ in order to 
their fafe Delivery : With DireEHons for 
Midwives. 

A Nd thus having given neceflary Direft- 
ions to Child bearing Women, how to 
govern thcflrtfelves during the tinte of their 
Pregnancy, I fiiall now add, what's necefTary 
for them to obferve, in order to their Delivery. 

The liiie of Birth drawing near, let the 
Woman fend f >r a skilful Midwife, and that 
rather too foon than too late j againil which 
time let her prepare a Pallat bed or Couch, 
and place it near the Fire, that the Midwife 
and her Afliftance may pafs round, and help on 
every fide, as occafion requires i havingchangc 
of Linnen ready, and a fmall Cricket, or little 
Tog, to reft her feet againft, llie having more 
force when they are bowed, than when they 
are otherwife. 

Having thus provided, when the Woman 
feds her Pains come, if the Weather be not very 
cold, let her walk leifurlyabout thcRoom refting 

her 
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I ' ficr felf by turns upon the Bed, and fo expedi 
' . the coming down of her Water, which is a 
humour Contra&ed within one of the outward 
Membranes^ and flows thence when it is broke 
by the flrugling of the Child, there being no 
diredt time affixed for the efflux, though ge- 
nerally it flows not above two hours before 
the Birth. Motion likewife will caufc the 
Womb to open and dilate it felf, when lying 
long in Bed will be uneafy *, yet if (lie be very 
Weak, (he may take foone gentle Cordial to 
Refreih her felfj if her Pain will permit. 

If her Travail be tedious, (he may revive 
I her Spirits with taking broth of Chickens, 

{ or Mutton, or (lie may take a poach’d Egg ; 
but mud take heed of taking any thingtoexcefs. 

AsforthcPoftures women are Deliver’d in, 
they are many, fome lying in their Beds,fome 
fitting in a Chair, fupported and held by o- 
thers, or refting upon the fide of the Bed, #r 
Chair , fome again upon their Knees, being 
fupporred under their Arms : But the moft 
fafe and Commodious way is in the Bed j and 
then the Midwife is to follow thefe following 
Rules : Let her lay the Woman upon her 
Back^ her bead a little raifed by the help of 
a Pillow, having the like help to fupport her 
Reins and Buttocks, and that her Rump lye 
high , for if (he lyes low (he cannot be well 
Deliver’d : Then let her keep her Knees and 
Thighs as far diftant as (he can, her Legs bow- 
ed together *, her Buttocks, the Soles of her 
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Feet and Heels being fix’d upon a little Log 
of Timber, placed tor that purpbfe, that (he 
may the better ftrain : And in cale her back 
be very weak, a fwathing-band may be caft 
under it, the band being four double, and a* 
bout 12 Inches broad, and thismuftbe held 
by two Perfons, who with fteddy hands, and ' 
equal motion, muft raife her up at the time her 
Pains happen •, but if they be not exaft in their 
Motion, ’tis better let alone *, and at the fame 
time let two Women hold her Shoulders, that 
lije may then drain out the birth with more 
Advantage ; and then to facilitate it, let a 
Woman ftroke or prefs the upper part of her ' 
belly gently, and by degrees. Nor muft the 
W'^oman her felf be fainthearted, but of a | 
good Courage, forcing her felf, by Itrainiug : 
and ftopping her Breath. j 

In cafe of Delivery, the Midwife muft wart ' 
with Patience, tjfi the Child’s-head, or other i 
Members, burft the Membrane *, for if thro* 
ignorance, or hafte to be gone to other Wo- 
men, as fome have done, the Midwife tare the 
Membrane w'itli her Nails, (he indangers both 
the woman and the Child •, for if it King dry, 
and wanting that flipperinefs that Ihould make 
it eafie, it coa es forth with greater Pain. 

Vv hen the head appears the Midwdfe muft 
gently bold it between her 2 hands, and draw 
the Child at fuch times as the womans pangs 
are upon her, and at no other, flipping by de- 
grees her four Fir gers, under its Arm pits, not 

ufing 
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ufing a Rough hand in drawing it forth, left 
by that means the tender Infant receive any 
deformity’ of Body. 

As foon as the Child is taken forth, . which 
is for the riioft part with its Face downwards, 
let it be laid upon its Back, that it may more 
freely receive external Refpiration ^ then cut 
the Nayel-ftring about three Inches frona the 
Body, tying that end which adheres to the 
Belly, with a filken ftring, as near as you can, 
then cover the head and Stomach of the Chili 
well,fuflfering nothing to come upon the Face. 

The Child being thus drawn forth, and in 
health, lay it fide, and let the Mid wile regard 
the Patient, in drawing forth the Secundinc : 
And this file may do by wagging aod fiirring 
them up and down, and afterwards with a 
gentle hani drawing them fott 6 ^ and if the 
\Vdrl( be diffici It, let the woman hold Sa-h in 
her hands, Ihut themClofe, and breathe hard 
into ihtin,andthi:reby (he fliall know whether 
the A'ii t?^braries be broken or not. It may be 
alfo known by caufing her to ftrain or Vomit, 
by putting one Finger down her Throat, or 
by ftrainmg or moving her lower parts, but 
let it all be done out of hand. If this fail, let 
her t'kea draught 0(1 aw Elder water ^ortht 
yolk of a new lade Egg, or fmell to a piece of 
efpeciallv if Ihe be troubled with 
Chojtck. if flie happen to take cold, 
it is a great Obftrudion to the coming down 
of the decundines,and in fuch cafes the Midwife 
H 2 ought 
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oDgfjt to chafe the Woman’s f)elly gently, to 
break not only the wind, but oblige the Sc- 
«undines to come down ^ but thefe proving 
ineffeAual, the Midwife muft dilate with her 
hand, the Exterior Orifice of the Won^b,and,. 
gently draw itforth. • '

I F the Woman’s Labour be hard and Diffi*- ^ 
cult, greater Regard muft be had then : 
than at other times. And firft of all, the Si- 
tuation of the Womb, and Pofture of Lying, 
muft be crols the Bed, being held by ftrong 
Perfons, to prevent her dipping down, or mo- 
ving her felt in the Operation of the Chyrur- 
gecn : Her Thighs muft be put afunder as 
far diftant as may be, and fo held ^ whilft 
her l egs bends backwards towards her Hips , 
her head muft lean upon a Bolfter, and the 
Reins of her Back be fupperted after the fame 
manner i her Rump and Buttocks being lifted 

op . 
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up^ obferving to cover her Stomach, Belly, 

I and Thigh?, with warmLinnen, to keep them 
. from the Cold, 

• The woman being in this Pofture, let the

j, Birth ; and having by degrees gently made 
Iway, let him .tenderly rnoye the Infant, his 
* hand being firft anointed with fweet Butter, 
or .a harmlefs Pom.Uim *, . and if the waters 
are not co ne down, then without Difficulty 
may they be let forth *, when if the Infant 
Hiould attempt to break out head foremoft, 
or crofs, he may gently turn it to find the 
Feet ; which having done, let him drawforth 
one, and fafren it to a Ribbon, , then put it up 
agdn, and by degrees find the other, bringing 
them as clofe and even as may be, and between ■ 
whiles letting the Woman breathe, urging 
her to (irainin helping Nature, to peifcdtl^e 
Birth^ that fiic may draw it: forth 5 and the 
^better (o do it, that his hold ma^> be the (u* 
rer, he muft wrap a Linnen Cloth about the 
Child's Thighs, oblerving to bring it into 
the Wo-rld with its Face downward. 

. In Cafe of a Flux of Blood, ifthe Neck of' 
the VVomb be open, it muft be confidered, . 
whether the Infant, ot Seatndhes come firft, 
which the latter fometimes happeriing to do, 
flops the Mouth of the Womb, and hinders .

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the Child •, bat in this cafe the Secandines 
niufl: be removed by a fwift turn, and indeed 
they have by their fo coming down, dtceived 
many, who feeing their Ic'ftne's, fuppofed 
the Womb was not dilated, and by this 
means the woman and Child, or at leafl the 
latter, has been Loll .* T he vSecundines remo- 
ved, the Child mull: be fought for, and drawn 
forth, as hath been Diret^led : And if in fech 
a cafe the woman or C hiJd die, the Midwife 
Of Chyrurgeon is blamelefs, becaufe they 
did their true endeavours. 

If it appears upon enquiry, that the Seenn* | 
dines comes firft, let the W^omarr bedelivefcci * 
with all convenient Expedition, becaufe’'a | 
great flux of blood will follow ; for then the 
Veins are openeJ, and upon this account two j 
things are to be confider’d i "■ 

- Firil, The mannerof the SecUndints advan- 
cing, whether it be much or little tiJe fer- 

mef, and the head of the Child pppba^ firft, 
it muft be. guided and direded to winds the 
neck of the Womb,as in cafes of natural births^ 
but if there appear any difficulty in ibe De- 
livery, the beft way is to fearch Icr the Feet,, 
and thereby draw it forth \ but if the latter, 
the b'ecundines may be put back with 'a gentle 
b^iid, and the Child firft taken forth* 

But if the Second ines be far ad vat ced, fo 
that it cirnDt be put back, and the Child fol« 
low It dofe, then are the Secundines to be 

• taken 
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taken forth with much care, as fwift as may 
be, and laid eafle without cutting the Entrhl 
that is fanned to them, for thereby you may 
be guided to the Infant, which, whether alive 
or dead, muft be drawn forth by the Feet with 
all Celerity, tho’ it is not able to be aded, 
unlefs in cafe of great neceflity, for in other 
cafes the Secundines ought to 3ome lail. 

And in drawing forth a dead Child, let 
thdc Direffions be carefully heeded by the 
Chyrurgeon, viz.. If the Child be found dead 
with its heati foremoft, the delivery will be 
the more difficult \ for it is an apparent Sign 
the woman’s drength begins to fail her, and 
that the Child being dead, and wanting its 
natural force, can be no ways afiifting to its 
Delivery r, wherefore the moft certain and 
fafe way js, for the Chyrurgeon to put up his 
left band. Aiding it CiS hdiow in the Plain as 
hecan, into the neck of the Womb, and into 
the lower part thereof, towards the Feet, 
and that between the head of the Infant, and 
the neck of the Matri-? \ when having a 
Hook in the right hand, couch it clofe, 
and flic it up above the left hand, between 
the head of the Chill, and the flat of his 
hand, fixing it in the bone of the Temple, 
towards ihe Eye ^ or want of convenient 
coming at thefe, in the occipital Bone \ 
obferving ftill to keep the left hand in its 
place, and with it gently moving and ftirring 
the head ^ and fo with the right hand and 
H 4 hook. 
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Hook, draw the Child forward, admonifliing . 
the woman to put forth her utmoft Strength, 
ftill drawing when the woman’s Pangs are 
upon her. The head being drawn forth, he 
muft with all (pecdlHp his hand up under the 
Arm-holes of the Child, and take it quite 
forth, giving thefe things to the woman, i>iz^ 
A Toaft of fine Wheat-bread, in a Quarter 
of a Pint of Hipocras Wine. 

Now the former Application and endeavour 
failing, when the woman is in her Bed, let her 
receive the enfuing Potion hot, an»l reft tiH 
Oic feel the Operation ; which is this \ 

Take blue Figs, to the number ol feven, cut 
them in pieces j adding to th^Oi Fentip.reeky 
A'f other wort y and Seeds cf RnCy of each five- 
Drams \ water of Pennyro\uly and Mother- 
worty of each fix Ounces, boyl them till one 
halfbe confumed, and having ftrained them- 
again, add Trochisksof Aiyrrh one Dram, and 
of Saffron 3 Grains ; fweetning the Liquor 
with Loaf fngary and fpicing it withC/«^/w<?». 

Having refted upon this, let her Labour 
again as much as may be, and if ftie be not yet 
fiiccefsful, makea Suffumation of Caffoi-y Opor 
fmtaxy Sulphur-y and j^Jfa feetiday of each half 
a Dram, beating them into Pouder, and wet- 
ting them with the Juice of Ruty until thev 
become ftiff, then burn them upon Coals, io 
that the Smoke, or Fume, may only come to 
ihe.Matrix, and no farther..

Bed, with her head downwards,* lier But- 
tocks • raifed, and both her Legs drawn op 
as much as can be ; at which time the Chy- 
rurgeon,, with his Speculum MatrisUy or his < 
Apertory, may dilate the Womb, and draw 
out the. Child and Secundines together^ if-' 
ilbc pp(iible.5 which being done, the Womb> 
H. 5- siuTt' 
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muft be well waHitd and anointec', and the 
Woman laid in her Bed, and comforted with 
Spices and Cordials: This courfe muft be 
taken in the Delivery of all dead Children .* 
Likewife with Moles, Secundities^ and falfc 
Births, that will not of themfelves come forth 
in due Seafbn. Or if the Inftrun entaforefaid 
will not fufficiently widen the Womb, then, 
other Inftruments, as the Drake’s Bill,, and 
long Pincers, cught to be ufed. 

If itfo happen that any Inflamation, Swel‘ 
lingy or cong alcd Flood, be contrai^ed in 
the Matrix, under the Film of ihofe Tumours, 
either bef re or after the Birth, where the 
n atter appears Thinner, then let the Mid- 
wife, with, a Penknife or Inciffion Inflrumenr, 
Launch it, and prefs out the Corruption,- 
healing it with a Feflary dipped in- Oyl of 
Red, Rofes. 

If at any time, through Cold or (bme Vi* 
olencill^the Child happen to be fwelied in any 
part, or have conliaded a watry- Tumour, 
if |c re.mair alive, fuch means inuft be ufecl 
as are leaft injuriousto the Child or Mother ^ 
hut if it be dead, that Tumour muft be let 
out by. Incifion, to f cJiate the Birth. 

IfCas it cften happens), that the Child 
come with its feet foremoft, and the l ands 
dilating themldves from ihe L’ips, in, fv-ch 
cafe the .Niidw'ife ujuft be p ovided iT ;K-cef: 
Dry Oyntments to liroke rnd anoint the 
SiDnt with,do help its coming foi th, kftdt

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return again into the Womb, holding, at the 
fame time, both the Arms of the Infant, clofe 
to the Hip^, that fo it may iflue forth ahcrits 
manner *, but if it prove loo big, the Womb 
muft be well anointed. The woman may alfo 
take fneezing Powder, to make her Strain \ 
thofe that attend, may gently ftroke her Belly 
to make the birth delcend, and keep the Child 
from retiring back. 

Sometimes it falls ouj. that the Child, com* 
ing with his Feet foremoft, has its Arms ex- 
tend ed above its Head •, but the Midwife muft 
not receive it fo, but put it back into the 
Womb, unlfcis the PafiTage Be extraordinary 
wideband then Ihe n uft anointbotli the Child 
and the Womb ynor is it fafe to draw it forth 
Before it is pat into due form, which muft be 
done after this manner: The woman muft: 
be laid upon her Back, wii h her head Depref- 
cd, and her Buttocks Raifed, and then the 
Midwife, wdth a gentle hand, muftCompreft 
the belly of the Woman, tawards the Midnf, 
by that means to put back the Infant, obfer- 
ving to turn the Face of the Child towards the 
back of the Mother, raifing up his Thighs and 
Buttocks towards her Navel,, thatfo the birth: 
may be more Natural. 

If a Child happen to come forth with onC’ 
Foot, the Arm being extended along the Side» 
and the other Foot turned backward,, then 
muft the woman be inftantly brought to hep 
Bed, and laid in the fofture above Defcrib- 
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ed, at wb^r. time the Midwife muft very care- 
fully pat b?ck the foot fo appearing, and the 
woman rocking her felf from one ude to the 
other, till fiie finds the Child is turned *, but 
aiuft not alter her pofture, nor turn upon her 
Face ; after which flie may expeft her Pains, 
and muft have great Afliftance, and Cordials- 
to Revive and fupport her Spirits. 

At other times it happens that the Child 
lyes erofs in the Womb) and falls upon its 
fide \ in this Cafe, the woman muft not be 
urged in her Labour, neither can any expeft 
the. birth in that manner : Therefore the 
Midwife, when fhc finds it fo, fhe muft ufe- 
great diligence to reduce it to itsright form, 
or.at leaft to fuch a form in the Womb, as 
may make the Delivery pcftible and moft ea- 
fy, by moving the Buttocks, and guiding the 
head‘tothePaflage ; and ifftie be fucccfsful 
herein, let her again try by rocking her felf 
to and fro, and wait with Patience till it aL 
ters its manner of lying. 

Sometimes the Child h ftens the birth, byr 
expanding its Legs and Arms in which, as 
in the former, the woman ii tul rock her felf, 
but not with Violence, til! flic find thofe parts 
fan, into their proper Stations ^ or it may be 
done by a gentle corrpreflion of the Womb :• 
But if either of them prevail, the Midwife 
with her band muft dole the Legs of the 
Infant, and if (he can come at them, do ther 
lilee. to theArmSj^ajxUb.draw it fbrtb^ but; 
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U it can be reduced of it felf to thepofture of 
a Natural birth it is better. 

If the Infant come forward with both Knees 
foremoft, and the Hands hanging down upon ' 
the Thighs, then muft the Midwife put both 
Knees upward, till the Feet appear \ taking 
hold of which with her let hand, let her keep 
her right hand on the fide of the Child, and 
in that pofiurc indeavour to bring it forth 
but if fhe cannot, then alfb muft the woman 
rock her felf, till the Child is in a more con^ 
venient pofiurc for Delivery.

thrufi it back by the Shoulders,and bring the 
Armthgt was ftretched above the head to its- 
right Station j for there is moft dangerin theft. 
Extremities, and therefore the Midwife muft- 
mind to anoint her hands firft,andThc Womb -- 
ofcthc woman witnfweet-butter, or feme con*

ceive the CThil.d to turn. 

If a ChiMVreek be bowed, and.it comes for- 
■ ward with Its Shoulders, as fometimes hap- 
pens, and with its hands and feet ftretch’d up- 
wards : Then the Midwife muft gently move 
the Shoulders, that Ihe may dired the head to 
the Paflage ; arid the better to effed it, the 
woman muft Rock her ftifas afore Diretfted. 
Thefe, abd other the like Methods, are to be 
oblerved in allTingle Births : And the fame may 
be observed in cafe a woman have Twins, or 3 
I Children at a birth, aslbrnetimes happens: For 
‘I* as the fingle Birtli has but one Natural way, 
and many untiAtiiral Forms, even lb it may be 
in double or treble Births : wherefore in fuch 
cafes the Midwife muft' take care to receive 
that firft, which is neareft the Paftage, but not 
letting the other go, left by retiring it ftjoulc^ 

change. 
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change the Form j and when one is borh, H>c 
n uft be fpeedy in bringing forth the other j 
and this birth, if it be in the Natural way, is 
ihore eafYi becaufe the Children arecoonmonly 
kfs than thofe of a firgle birth, and fo require 
a lelTcr Paffage v but if this birth comes unna- 
turally, it is- more dangerous than the other. 

In the birth of Twins, let the Midwife be 
very careful that the Sfecundines be naturally 
bcottght forth, left the Womb being delivered • 
of its burtherr, fall *, and fo the .Secundine con- 
tinues there- longer than is Gonfiftent with 
the iyoman’s fafety . 

Biit^if one ot the Twins happentocome with 
the he^,the other with the feet fotcmoft,tbea i 
jet the Midwife deliver the natural Birth firft,. I 
and then if foe cannot turn> the other, draw it 
out in the pofture it prelTes forward *, butifthat 
with its feet downward before the other, foe 
may deliver that firft, turning the other afide. 

But in thisic.de the Midwife umft carefully 
fee that it be not a monftrous Birth inflead of 
Twins y as a body with two heads^or twobo» 
diesjoyned togci her, which foe may (bon know, 
i-f both the heads come for emoft-, by puttingup 
her hand between thcm,as high as (be canjand 
then if foe find they are Twins *, foe rr uft gen- 
tly put one of I hem afide, to make way for the 
other»i taking that which is moft advanced, 
having regard to the other, that it don’t 
change its .^cituation,. 

And for the fafeiy of the firft Child, as foon- 


as it comes forth out of the Womb, the Mid- ' 
wifemuftTyc the Navel String, as hath been 
before direfted v and alfo bind with a large 
and long Fillet, that part^ of the Navel that 
1 is faftened to the Secundwes^ the more rea- 
j iily to find them. .

Or for want of this, the Skin of a or 
Coney^ being Bead ofFas foon as Kill’d, may 
be applied to the faid parts, and in fo doing, 
the Dilation made in the birth will beclofed 
up, and the melancholy blood expell’d from 
thole parts; And thefemay becontinued the 
fpace of an hour or two \ after which fet the 
woman be (watl^ed with a fine Linnen Cloth^ 
about a quarter of a Yard in length, Chafing 
her belly before it is Swathed, with Oyl of 
St. John s-vjGxx^ after that raifc up the Ma- 
trix with a Linnen Cloth many times folded, 
then with a little Pillow or Quilt, cover her 
Flanks •, then place the Swathe fomewhat a^ 
bove the Haunches, winding it pritty ftiff, ap- 
plying at the fame time a warm Cloth to her 
Nipples, and not prefently applying Remedies
